_ Evacuation is neceſſary for the diſcharge of that Matter out of the Body by 
| ſome more immediate way, which either cannot, or ought not, by the former 


intentions be driven back. Now that is of three forts. 


1. Inſenſible, by Diſcuſſion or Reſolution; which is nothing elſe but a breath- piſcuſſion; 
ing out the Humour by inſenſible tranſpiration. Therefore the Humour fo ©

2. If after the uſe of the milder Diſcutients propoſed in hot-Tumours, the 
Symptoms of Pain and Inflammation do not leſſen, you ſhall then forbear 
the further uſe of Diſcurieats, and haſten concoction of Suppurat ion; which 
is indeed the work of Nature, by the benefit of whoſe Heat the Humours are 
digeſted, and Pus generated. If the heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 
part well concocted; and being ſo, it is white and of good conſiſtence, and 
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not ill · cented: but if the Heat be weak, the Matter is otherwiſe. It is there- 
fore our work to cheriſh and encreaſe the native heat in the affected Part, to 
perfect its Concoction: and that is furthered by hindering Tranſpiration, and 
' defending it from outward air; alſo by proportioning the quality of the Medi- 
' caments to the temper of the Part, and quality of the Tumour. And foraf- 
much as our natural Heat is temperate and moiſt, ſuch alſo ought: the Medi- 
caments to be: they ought alſo to be Emplaſtick. Vet it is not unfrequemt to 
ſee a Suppuration made accidentally by cold Medicaments, which by a light, 
gentle aſtriction of the Pores, do perform the office of Emplaſticks ; as Ur- 
guentum album, Sorrel roaſted in embers. Nay, in cold Tumours I have 
ſeen Suppuration cauſed by the ſtronger Diſcutients. ; 
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Tumours do ſuppurate ſooner or later, according to the Hum „ 


or the Place in which they are generated. Thoſe which are of Blood, and 
in fleſhy Parts, do eaſieſt come to maturity.

It being alſo the uſual fore-runner of many miſchiefs that happen in many of 
thoſe caſes, and conſequently the moſt obvious occaſion of exerciſing the 
Defini- I define it, a large Tumour, hot, of a red colour, with pain, pulſation, 
tion. tenſion, and a circumſcribed hardneſs. | ET 
' Differen- The Differences of it are either from the Situation; inward, or outward : 
2 Or from the Part affected, whence it taketh a name. As inwardly in the Lungs, 
it is called Peripneumonia ; in the Pleura, Pleuritis; on the Diaphragma, Para- 
phrenitis'; in the Brain, Phrenitis; in the Throat, Augina: outwardly on the 
Throat, Angina notha; in the Eyes, Ophthalmia, &c. Or, laſtly, from the Mat- 
ter: which if ſimple, it is a ſimple Phlegmon; if compound, it hath its deno- 
mination from the Humour with which it is compounded, and ſo is called 
Eryfipelatodes, Phlegmatodes, Oedematodes, Schirrhodes - © 
Cauſes, The Cauſe of Phlegmon is generally a Plethora, having ſome acrimonious 
mixture in the ſerum of the Blood; which latter is the uſual matter of a 
Phlegmon, being caſt out of the veſſels, and lodged in the pores of the skin, 
or other Part affected with it. This ſerum being accompanied by the thinner 
parts of the Blood, grows red and angry, and, wanting its due regreſs into the 
Maſs, firſt gathers into a hard Swelling, and in few days (if it be not diſ.

The Signs of Phlegmon are, great pain, heat, inflamed red colour, and 
ſwelling, with hardneſs, pulſation, and tenſion. The Tumour growing big 
and more collected, a Suppuration ſucceeds, and then the Symptoms 
abate. As the Tumour riſeth into a Cone, ſo the Matter may be felt to

But after ſome days, finding the 
Matter not leſſen, I made a ſearch, and felt a Sinus penetrate into the cavity 
of the Belly under the Os 7/i6u. Conſidering the Original of the Diſtemper, 
I judged it to penetrate into the Urerus or neighbouring Glands, which I pre- 
ſumed were much ſwelled and ulcerated, and would be a work of Time; there- 
fore propoſed to her the removing to ſome neighbouring Village, to take the 
benefit of the Air. She did ſo, and while ſhe was there | cured the Sinus to 
the very penetration, and did hope that it might have been kept as a Fontanel. 
But it continued to Matter very much. Upon which a Conſultation was 


call'd, wherein the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Molius adviſed a Salivation by Merc. 
dulcis, She aſſented unto it, and to that vip ſhe was brought again to 


her Lodging in Town; and by a few Doſes of Merc. dulcis a Salivation was 
_ raiſed, by which the Matter leſſened, and the Ulcer dried. But a Soreneſs 
affecting her Mouth, as is uſual in Salivation, gave occaſion to a Chirurgeon, 
ſince dead, to inſinuate himſelf into the Lady's Family, where he inveighed 
ſo much.againſt the proceeding by Mercary, as leflened my credit with them ; 
ſo that I was not capable afterwards to ſerve the Lady. Let I prevailed ſo far, 


as that Sir Alex. Fraſier was conſulted ; to whom (in their preſence) I re- 
preſented the Condition of the Patient, and the method of our proceedings. 


He approv'd of what had been given, and aſſured the Lady it was the only 

way to cure her; and that it ſhe would drink a good Decoction of Sarſa, 

: with the Specificks uſually preſcribed in ſuch caſes, and afterwards put her 
ſell into a Diet of Aſſes-milk, ſhe might enjoy a good health, and be obliged 

to acknowledge the good ſervice J had done her. But ſhe was prepoſſeſſed

Some while after, the 
Putrefaction being encreaſed, it made its way out, and diſcharged ſome of its 


Sordes. This they called Suppuration, and promiſed themſelves a ſpeedy 
Cure, cenſuring me for adviſing her to open it before Maturation. But 


in theſe Abſceſſes the Suppuration is falſe, and rarely happens till the Bone 


and Ligaments are corrupted : which after a while the finding too true, made 
friends to me; at whoſe deſire I viſited her, and found the Finger miſerably 


ſwelled, and the Ulcer ſordid, the Bone lying rotten in it. I dreſſed it with

Varix is the dilatation of a Vein: it happeneth in divers Parts of the Body ; 
but for the moſt part the Thighs and Legs, the Teſticles and hzmorrhoidal 
Veins ; and in Women, the Belly are frequently affected. © Cure. 

It proceedeth from the reſtagnation of groſs Blood, which being tranſmitted

into the Veins, either by reaſon of the depending of the Part, or from ſome 
other preſſure upon the Veſſel, or elſe by its own groſneſs, proves unapt for Cir- 


culation. Then, inſtead of continuing its current proportionably to the other 


Parts, it ſtops in the place and coagulates, and by degrees encreaſeth it ſelf by 
the acceſſion of the like particles out of the ſucceeding Blood; and, enlarging. 


its bulk, dilateth its Veſſels into a capacity big enough to receive it. This coagu- 
lation of Blood in a Varix, is not ſo entire as to ſtop the paſſage wholly up: For 


the ſucceeding current always forceth at leaſt its thinner parts by the ſides of the 
Coagulum, and conſequently helpeth the dilatation : But it lieth lazily there, 
and ſuffers the reſt of the ſtream to paſs by it. This moſt commonly happens 
in cutaneous Veſſels, where the Veins have no aſſiſtance from muſcular Fleſh 


- which by frequent preſſure would otherwiſe be apt to ſqueeze it farwards. To 
- which it may be added, that the Valves of the Vein ſo ſwelled, whether natu - 


rally or accidentally, are weakened, and do not ſufficiently ſupport the Blood in 
its aſcent ; ſo that, falling down upon the ſides of the Veſſel, the weight of it is 


too great to be driven forward by the venal motion of the Blood. 
All Parts of the Body are capable of Varices, tho they are moſt commonly in 
the depending ones, as the Thighs, Belly, hæmorrhoidal Veins, the Teſticles, &c. 
4 for the reaſon aforeſaid. But in other places, where Depending cannot be the 


cauſe of the check of Circulation, we do ſee Varices to grow. | 
In ſome places it oweth its original to Natural Cauſes ; as to the generation 


of Milk in the Breaſts, and of the Fetus in the Womb: in both which cafes, - 


Nature being oblig d to ſpend the nutritious Serum upon the uſes there inten- 


ded, the Blood returns thick, and is apt to reſtagnate, and uſually encreaſeth 
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the Veins at thoſe times to ſix or ſeven (it may be ten) times their natural big- 
neſs: which very accident is by Dr. Walter Needham ( in his Book de For. 


mata Fats) made uſe of as an argument to prove, that the nutritious Juices 


are carried to thoſe places by the Arteries, and not by any peculiar Veſſels. 


But it alſo preternaturally falleth out ſo in Tumours of the Breaſts and other 


Parts: in all which (but moſt viſibly in Cancers) the Veſſels enlarge, and the 
Veins become varicous. The Cauſe of which may be referred either to the co- 
agulation of the Serum, or grumouſneſs of the Blood, or to the obſtruction of # 
the Vein ſome where in its paſſage by ſome anguſtation upon it by part of the: 
Tumour; from whence it will often happen that the Vein beyond it hath its 
current ſtopped, and is forced to ſwell. Nay, not only the contraction of 
the Veſſels by preternatural Tumours doth this, but alſo any other Preſſure. 
As in a Woman with Child, the burthen lying upon the Ramus Hliacus on 
either ſide of the Body, makes the Thigh and Leg on all that ſide varicous. 
Streight Gartering doth the like in the Leg. So the weight of the Teſticles or 
the preſſure of a Bolſter-Truſs, and in caſe of Rupture, renders them varicous. 
Riding much on horſe-back doth the like, by reaſon of the preſſure «hat is 


made upon the inſide of the Thigh by the Saddle, to which it uſually clings; 


eſpecially if you ride with long Stirrups. So alſo by much Walking, and in

poſed to themſelves the Cure of this Diſeaſe, by returning the Blood back into 

its Veſſels by warm Applications, as ſpir. vinz, &c. Which poſſibly may have 
ſeemed to effect it where the Ecchymoſis hath been ſmall : but in great effuſions 
of Blood, accompanied with much Pain, it is not reaſonable to hope a return 

of the Blood by ſuch Applications ; for thereby the Tumour would be made 
bigger, and the leaſt that can be expected therefrom is a Suppuration : whereas 

. thoſe that ſhall be treated according to the Method of the Ancients, by Repel- 
Tents, and afterwards by Diſcutients, ſhall be ſecured from Apoſtemations and 
ſoon recovered, if the Habit of the Body be any whit gooe.

a. Obſer- A decayed old Gentleman walking in the ſtreets one evening, was cruſh'd 
vat. up to a wall by a Cart: the Wheel paſſing too near him, bruiſed the out- ſide 
of his left Leg, but did not break the Skin: it was ſuddenly ſwelled, and very 
painful. His Friends chafed it with Brandy-wine, and, dipping a Cloth in the 
fame, bound it about the Part.

| And this ſome of them have delivered to us fo poſitively, as if they had in 
Opening found the exteriour Coat ſo dilated. This I my (elf was taught, 
aud ſome while believed: but not having been able by my Practice to diſcover 
one Ayneuriſma made by dilatation. or relaxation of the outward Coat, I 
am apt to believe that there is no ſuch thing, but that it takes its rife from 
Blood burſting quite through the Artery into the interſtices of the Muſcles, 
where it raiſeth a Tumour ſuitable to the Cavity it findeth, growing bigger 
or leſs, of this or that ſhape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumour con- 
ſiſis of Blood extra vaſated, the Artery lying undilated the while. I do there- 
fore ſuſpect the poſſibility of an Aneuriſma by the dilatation of the outward or 
ſofter Coat of the Artery; becauſe it feems improbable that a force big 
enough to burſt the inward Coat, which is ſo tough and firm, ſhould leave 
the exteriour, being foſter and weaker, whole, and go out ſo leiſurely into it 
as to give it time for dilatation.

The Inter- 
nal Cauſe is, the impetuoſity of the Blood, which moving with greater vio- 
lence in its Chanels than the Artery can ſuſtain, doth force its way through 
the ſide of the Veſſel, and, burſting à hole in it, doth iſſue into the ſpace that 
lieth between it and the neighbouring Muſcles, there incraſſating tlie Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles, and framing it ſelf a neſt. V 
This impetus may riſe firſt from the quantity of the Blood : Either when AF 
is more than the Veſſel can contain, a caſe that ſeldom happens to produce an 
Aneuriſma in any conſpicuous Veſſel ; but if any ſuch thing be, it opens at the 
Noſe, or. Lungs, or in the Brain, (there cauſing an Apoplexy :) or in the Sto- 
mach, Guts, Anus, &c.

A Petſon of a ſedentary life, who had been vexed with an Ulcer in one of 
his Legs, was adviſed by his Chirurgeon to wear a Laced-ſtockin ; and ha- 
ving thereby cured the Ulcer, he thought fit ts continue the uſe of the Stockin 
ſome while, which he did : but minding more his Study than his Leg, he 
laced the Stockin every morning ſtreighter, till his Leg became fo weak that 
it could ſcarce ſupport his Body. I was fetch'd, and ſurprized to ſee his 
Leg ſo dwindled away, wondering how he could lace it fo ſmall without cau- 

ſing Inflammation, or indeed ſuffer it to be fo extenuated without taking more 
timely notice of it. I preſently cauſed the Stockin to be unlaced, and his Leg 
to be bathed with warm Water, and embrogaged with ol. lumbricor. by which 
it plumpt again in few days, and recover d its former ſtrength.

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vat. Of whom I had ſeen many years before in France afflicted with pituitous Swel- 
- lings in his Legs and Feet, came over into England, and put himſelf 855 152 
hands of Sir Fr. Prijean, he then labouring under a complication of Diſeaſes, 
of which thoſe Swellings in his Legs and Feet were only a Symptom. oy Cha- 
Iybiates and Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, and reftored to a tolerable good 
Health: but thoſe Swellings in his Legs did not leſſen. Upon which conſi- 
deration I was ſent for, and propoſed the Laced-ſtockins as the only Remedy. 
It being allowed of by the Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder 
Fomentation above preſcribed, embrocated them as aboveſaid in the prece- 
ding Obſervation, and rowled them up from the Feet above the Knees. After 
three or four days I put him on Laced-ſtockins with Knee-pieces, and by a 
moderate lacing of them reſtored the Legs and Feet to a better ſhape than they 
had been in many years before, and he enjoyed a better health.

That of the Teſticle we believed to 
come trom Juices caſt in by the ſpermatick Veſſels, which, meeting with a 
check in their progreſs, made the whole Teſticle ſcirrhous, and the Ulcer, as 1 
faid, fiſtulous. We begun our Applications to the Tumour with a diſcutjent 
Cataplaſm ex far. fabar. hordei, ſem. lini, fnugræci, flor. ſambuci, cham. puluer.

in the was moſt prominent towards the left gen, and ſomewhat heated. The 
Belly- * Tumour had been long growing, and of late very painful. I applied an Fmp!. 
Ceſaris over the whole Tumour, and fitted him with a Bracer to bear a part of 
the weight of it, deſigning that way to palliate it. By theſe he was ſomewhat 
relieved, and made a Journey with ſome of his Friends into the North, pur- 
poſing to drink the Waters at X#»aresbrook : but by reaſon of his Pain, he ſtop- 
ped at Jork ; and, meeting with no hopes of Cure there, he returned hither, 
and ſent for me. I weat, -and found him in his Bed full of Pain, and that part 
of the Tumour in the Groin ſwelled and inflamed, and full of Matter, as I 
thought: but, doubting the ſuceeſs, I deſired he would conſult ſome eminent 
Men of my Profeſſion. He made choice of Mr. Tho. Hollier. We conſidered 
the ſituation of the Tumour, the time 'and manner of its'growth, with the 
Symptoms all along attending it, and concluded it-originally a, Tumour 'by 
* Congeſtion ; ſuppoling the Pain to proceed from ſome acrimony in the Se. 
rum, which falling into this declining Part, putrefied. Upon this Suppoſi- 
tion we complied with the Patient and his Friends deſires, opened the Tu- 
mour in that Groin by Inciſion, and diſcharged about half a lake Porrenger 
ol a bloody Serum. We then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more 
to come forth, made a ſearch with our fingers, and feeling nothing but Fat, 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. with Emplaſter and Bandage. 
The Patient was eaſed of his Pain, and reſted well that night. The third day 
we met again, and found Him as well as might reaſonably be expected: but 
from the rime we opened the Tumour he had not been out of his Bed, Taking 
off the Dreſſings, we found the Tumour funk, and a little Matter from the 
lips of the Wound; but from thE Abſceſs there was only a Gleet diſcharged. 
We fomented the whole Belly with decoct. ab/inth. flor. cham.. ſambuci, &cs 
made in Wine, and dreſſed up the Abſceſs with Digeſtives, as before. We were 
not ſatisfied with our work, yet had no Symptoms of its penetration: he brea- 
thed well, and his Urine and Stools were good. At our next dreſſing we ſaw 
the Ulcer had gleeted much, and the Opening appeared full of a greaſie Fat 
ſoiled, as the Omentum will be after it hath been ſome time corrupted by the 
Air. We pulled ſome of it out, and, having made a Ligature under it, cut it 
off, and dreſſed up the Patient, as before. We were inclinable to think that 
what we had cut off was part of the Omentam : but then why ſhould not the 
Inteſtines thruſt out? To clear this Doubt, I brought the next day an Injection 
made of a Decoction of ſome Vulneraries, ex rad. ireos, ariſtoloch. rot. myrrh. 
aloe, ſarcocoll. mell. roſ. and a little ſpir. vini, and caſt ſome of it up with a 
Syringe, It came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till we had well 
fatisficd our ſelves that it came all out again: which confirmed to us that the 
Abſceſs was not within the cavity of the Belly amongſt the Bawels.

From that time that part of the Gum ſwelled, and one Tooth 
grew looſe, and after ſome time a Fungus thruſt the Tooth out. A French-man, 
Chirurgeon to his Regiment, endeavoured to conſume the Fungus with oleum 
vitrioli and ſuch like: but it increaſing ſpred farther, and affected the whole Jaw, 


inſomuch as all his Teeth dropt out to the Septum. The Fuggus greatly increa- 


ſing thruſt out two diſtinct Lips, the one whereof ſtretched out the Cheek, and

| Duke of Albemarle, Mr. Troutheck, and my felf. We, being met, faw the Pati- 


ent dreſſed: his Chirurgeon pulling out a Tent very big and long from be- 
tween the two Fung? in that place where the Diſeaſe began. After we had ſeve- 


rally conſidered the Malady, we withdrew to conſult, and, unanimouſly con- 


cluding it an ulcerated Cancer, propoſed various Remedies in order to Palliati- 


on; as ſhaving the Hair of his Head, applying Cephalicks, a Seton in the 


Neck, Fontanels, Bliſtering, Bleeding, Purging, &c. Coming to the Patient 
with the Preſcriptions, he asked what way. we had deſigned to cure him. After 


ſome pauſe (for we having no hopes of curing him, had not diſcourſed of 


that,) Sir Fra. Pr. anſwered, the Attempt of Cure in ſuch Ulcers had been 


always unſucceſsful and extream painful, viz, by Burning, and thereby the 
Diſeaſe hath been for the moſt part exaſperated, and the Life of the Patient 


ſhortned. The fame was affirmed by us all. The Patient replied, God's will be 
done. 1 Pray go and conſider of the way: for I had rather die than live thus. 
We withdrewg and reſolved to comply with his deſire, returning ſuddenly 


again to him with that Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. Edward Molin, 
that excellent Operatour. But he refuſed it, as being preingaged to go out of 
Town. It was then put upon me: and at their deſire I undertook it, and gave 


directions for the making actual Cauteries of various ſorts, ſome Bolt like, 


others like Chiſels, others of other Faſhions. There were Inſtruments alſo | 


made to defend his Tongue and Lips. While theſe were making, the Patient 


was let Blood, purged, and prepared for the work.

Theſe unſucceſsful Attempts may render us extream cruel to thoſe who feel 
not the miſery thoſe poor Creatures ſuffer with Cancers in their Mouths. 

If the Cancer be but in ſome particular part, as the Tongue, Gum, Cc. 
though the Patients have no certain hopes of being cured by Knife or Fire, yet 
they generally put it to trial ſooner or later. How much more then ſhall theſe 
poor creatures, who have Cancers over-ſpreading their Mouth, eating and 
gnawing the Fleſh, Nerves and Bones? who, beſides the danger they are in 

every minute of being choaked with a fierce Catarrh, do ſuffer Hunger and 
Thirſt; and if they can ſwallow Broth, Caudle or Drink, yet it is with an unſa- 
voury taſt, by reaſon of its paſſing through ſuch ſore corrupt Parts, from which 
putrefaction their ſtomach nauſeates its ſuſtenance, and their Spirits are infe- 
cted with the ſtink, whence Fainting frequently happens; Sleep is a ſtranger to 
their eyes, their Slumber very troublefome, and Death is only their deſire. At 
ſuch a time as this it is not to be wondred if they try a doubtful Remedy; 
though painful. What I have attempted of this kind hath been at rhe ear- 
neſt requeſt of the Patients and their Friends, and by the authority of a Conſul- 
tation of eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons. That the Cure ſucceeded not, 
muſt be imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach others how

wile exaſperated by Topicks. Concerning which Rogerus faith, that Cancer 
plus corrodit uno die quam Noli me tangere in uno menſe. But if ſo exaſperated, it 
is immediately enraged, and becomes a true Cancer. Such as thele are ſome- 
times found in the Face and Lips: but do likewiſe happen in all other parts 
of the Body. I have ſeen them in the Arm. Particularly a Perſon of about ſix- | 
ty years of age, of a healthy Conſtitution, hath one in the outſide of his right 
Arm, a little above the Elbow. He weareth a Cup upon it of a light wood, 
with Straps faſtned to it, which brace it on, and defend the Hart from the 
preſſure of his Sleeve. He ſent for me one morning to ſes it when he Was in bed, 
his Arm lying out covered with a light Mantle. He turned up his Sleeve, took 
off the Cup, and ſhewed it me. The Tubercles was ſmall, of a blewiſh colour, 
and looked as if it had been a Yarix : it was without Inflammation; hardneſs, _ 
or change of colour in the parts about it. He did not permit me to look long - 
upon it: the while 1 did, I faw it riſe into a Tumour as big as a Kernel of a 
Hazel-nut. Such another I ſaw in the Arm of a Woman of about forty years 
of age of a ble colour, on rhe outſide of her Arm: but it was not defended 
from the preſſure of her Sleeve. I offered to undertake the Cure of them bot. 
but they had been diflwaded by moſt of thoſe that had ſeen them. I ſhould 9 
not have doubted of good Succeſs, having before ſeen a Perſon ſo diſeaſed and 
cured by an Eminent Chirurgeon in his time, who by the application of an 
actual Cautery burned it to the Fleſh, ſuppoſing it had lain no deeper; but aj 
ter the ſeparation of the Eſcar it riſing again, he burned it deeper, and from 


that time it returned no more. | | * 


\ Vthors in their Chapter of Cancer do uſually mention Nuli me 'tangere 
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Hile I was attending a Noble Family in the Country, a Perſon of qua- 
V Y lity in the neighbourhood ſent his only Daughter of about eleven 
years of age to me. She was diſeaſed with an unequal Tubercle upon her left 
Cheek, of the compaſs of a half Guinny when undiſturbed; but it any thing 
Veꝛre applied to it, it heated the whole Cheek. It was a great Blemiſh'to her 
Beauty, upofi which very account her Parents had much endeavoured to have 
it cured, or at leaſt to be diſpoſed to ſuch a calm Temper, as it might bear a 
black Patch. Some weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to London, 
and put her into the care of the late deceaſed Doctor Stanly and my ſelf. He 
purged her with this: & fol. ſenæ Zijſd rhabarb. Jj. ſem. fænic dulc. 518. | 
ſalis tartari Jj. infund. in aq. cithorei cum ſucco aurantior. colat. Sij. adde r. de. 

Merc. dulc. & ceraſſ. antimonit 
were alſo given her at diſtin times, and diſtilled Milks, ſuch as have been ſet 
down in the Cure of Cancers. I begun my Application with this; Be Ztharg.

This was applied ſpread 
thin upon Sarſenet : but it immediately ſwelled and heated all the Check. 1 
then took it off, and anointed the inflamed Parts about the Tubercle: but it 
did not agree with it. We wiped it off again, and by expoſing it to the air it 
cooled, and returned in a day or two to its former temper. After Thad tried 
ſeveral Medicaments unſucceſsfully, a Friend gave me a black concreted Juice 
to work into a Paſte to cover the Diſeaſe, it being all the Mother then defired 
from me: and this being laid upon it, adhered to it as if it had been Pitch, and 
ſeemed to agree well with it. But after four or five days it heated her Cheek, 
and was taken off. Upon which the Mother grew impatient, and had ſome 
thoughts of going with her Daughter into Glouceſterſhire to a Man there who 
N pretends to the Cure of Cancers. Which coming to my knowledge, I made an 
oller to Doctor Stanly to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tubercle by 
8 the actual Cautery. But he replying, that the very mention of it would frighit 
them out of Town; I then propoſed it by Cauſtick to the Lady- mother: 
which ſhe accepted upon a promiſe not to do it while ſhe was in Town, nor 
then till I heard from her in the Country. Some while after ſhe went into the 
Country, and wrote to ſome of her Friends to fee the work done. Upon the 
receipt of which I met Doctor Stauly and them; and, having placed the Pa- 
tient in a clear light, I drew a line with Ink how far I intended to burn, and 
they took the compaſs exactly in a piece of Paper, which they kept. I began 
with a Cauſtick-ſtone pointed, and preſſed upon the middle of the Tubercle, 
burning deep into it; and, to quicken the work, I touched it with of. vitriolz 
upon a Stick, and then with the Cauſtick-ſtone-interchangeably, till I had con- 
ſumed the Tubercle and the parts within the marked Line. The while I was 
thus working, I dried up the Salts which mixed with*the hor with armed 
Probes. Having thus finiſhed the work as I deſigned, to the ſatisfaction of the 
Phyſician and Relations, I waſhed out the Salts of the Cauſtick with Wine 
warmed, then divided the Eſcar, and waſhed it again with Milk, till I had

| freed the Eſcar and the Part from pain: then I dreſſed it with anguent. Baftlic. 
cum. oleo roſ. on a Pledgit, and applied an Empl. e bolo over all. By theſe Leni- 
ents the Eſcar ſeparated, and left a deep round Ulcer: which in few days I di- 
geſted with unguent. bafilic. magn. & Merc. precip. and incarned and cicatrized 
With unguent. tutiæs, &c. but within ten days after it broke out again. We re- 
peated purging with calomel. Bezoard. miner. &c. and healed it up with a firm 
Cicatrix by the aforeſaid method, adding a few drops of rind. vitrioli. dulc. in 
age. rubi. From which time it hath continued well, ſhe not having worn any 
Mouch upon it of late years. I have now under cure one of this kind; but, it 


not being perfected, I ſhall inſert it in the Treatiſe of Strum.

| Cauſes of Wateriſh Tumours are whatever may either increaſe the Serum Cates; 


of the Blood beyond its proportion, or reſtrain it in part of the Body pre- 
ternaturally, ſo that, wanting its natural courſe, it ſtagnates in ſome one or more 
| places. Of the former ſort are ill Digeſtion in the Stomach ; defect of San- 


guification, which is frequent in intemperate perſons ; alſo great Hzmorrha. 
gies, where the Blood, being weakned by much diminution of its quantity, is 


not able to digeſt the Aliments aſſumed, but lets them run into Serum, from 


E which Cauſe alone ſeveral wateriſh Tumours ariſe ; fo alſo any defect in the 


Ferments of the Viſcera, as when the Kidneys do not ſeparate the Serum from 
the Blood, or the Conglobate Glands do not their office ; likewiſe too. great 
acrimony in the Blood, which, though hot in it ſelf, yet melts down the Blood 


into a thin Serum, as in hot Catarrhs. Of the latter fort are, x. a check of 
tranſpiration through the Pores of the Skin, which keeps in a greater part of 


the thinner Serum, and forceth it to ſtop in the Body: 2. retention of Urine; 


3- the forming of ſome Cyſtis in which it is contained: 4. its extravaſation in 


any part of the Body, external or intern.

any conſiderable pain : but if the Swelling be large, you may by ſhaking it

Watery Tumours as ſuch portend no danger to the life of the Patient, unleſs Progns- 5 
the Viſcera be obſtructed or otherwiſe tainted. If ſuch Obſtructions or Corrup- ſtick. 


tions happen, the meaſure of the danger is to be taken from the degree of the 


Corruption. Thoſe inward Tumours are more dangerous than the outward; 


and the more noble the Part affected, the more important the danger. 
In the Cure of theſe Tumours there are four Intentions required. Ot 
The firſt conſiſts in a regulation of Diet and manner of living: the ſecond, 
in evacuation of thoſe ſerous Humours by Stool, Urine or Tranſpiration : the 
third, in rectifying the Concoction, and reſtoring the Viſcera to their natural 


ſtate: the fourth, concerning the Tumour it ſelf, is performed by Diſeutients 


and Exſiccants, or by Apertion. 


1. The Diet ought to be with great moderation, excels in cating or drink- s

king being prejudicial to their Cure. As to the quality of it, Phyſicians ge. 
nerally preſcribe it drying and attenuating, ſuch as hath been propoſed in the 

Chapter of Oedema; and after that manner they ought to regulate their way 
of living: yet it is not unfrequent to fee thoſe Fumours ariſe from a hot 
Cauſe, in which caſe cooling Diets are requiſite. Bs

in the following Obſervations. Where the ydrops hath affected the Breaſt, 1 
have not ſeen any Operation attempted by letting out the Water, the Diſeaſe 
it ſelf being rarely diſcovered till after the death of the Patient. In ſome ſuch x. 
have taken out about a Gallon. Nor is there often found better fucceſs where 
the Water affects the Belly, as in the Aſcites: it being for the moſt part the 
product of long chronick Diſeaſes, which either took their original from or 
ended in Obſtructions of the Yiſcera; in which caſes the Cure uſually depends 
upon the Phyſician; the beſt aſſiſtance of the Chirurgeon being that of Ban- 
dage, which, if applied even to the whole Belly by a ſtrong Dimitee or Holland 
Bracer made to encompaſs the Abdomen, and tied or laced behind, may con- 
duce much to the prevention of a ſudden increaſe of the Swelling. N 
The like or greater ſucceſs we may hope for in Anaſarcous Swellings, 
where the Legs, Arms, Hands, & c. are affected, to which a ſtreight Stocking, 
Sleeve, Sc. being accommodated doth uſually repreſs the Humour, and diſ- 
poſe it to be carried off another way by Medicine. e 
Where the Aſcites follows Hæmorrhagiæ, Fever, or any acute Diſeaſe it ad- 
mits more often of Cure: but thoſe of our Profeſſion are rarely conſulted 
while there is hopes thereof by internal Remedies, which is ſo long as the 
Patient hath ſtrength to bear them. At laſt, when the Viſcera are tainted, 
the evacuation of the Water haſtens their deaths, and the Operation is ſcan- 
dalized: whereas if the Paracenteſis were made in time, better ſucceſs might 
be expected.

according to the ſeveral fancies of Chirurgeons. Some have made the Apertion

While he languiſhed in this deplorable 
condition, one undertook the Cure of him, by letting out the Water with a 
1 Thorn thruſt into his Navel, (though it were not at all ſwelled up.) The

ry; AGentlewoman of about thirty-eight years old laboured of an Aſcites with 
Acher. Anaſarcous Swellings on her Belly, Thighs and Legs; and, having taken much 
Phyſick unſucceſsfully in the Town, was removed to her Houſe inthe Country 
to die: but after ſome while, being tired with the weight and ſtretching' pain 
of her Belly, ſhe {ent for me to give vent to the Water. I'went provided for 
the work, and found the Patient reſolved to undergo the Opening. Other 
Symptoms to encourage me I had none. The next morning, ſhe having pre- 
pared her ſelf, and being placed on that Side ſhe could belt lie upon during the 
Evacuation, her Bracer being well fitted, I made the Perforation according to 
_ cuſtom three fingers below the Navel on the upper ſide. The Water ſpurted 
out forcibly whilſt J paſſed in my taper-pointed Canzuls, which fitting exactly, 
let out about three pints of Water, then applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam over 
it, with a Stupe wrung out of a carminative Decoction, and Bandage. She 
ſeemed ſomewhat relieved at the preſent, but reſted ill that night, and was 
much indiſpoſed in the morning, yet would have more Water let out.

This Diſeaſe is more or leſs dangerous according as it is complicated. That 
which is joined with a Dropſie cannot be cured, unleſs that be firſt cured : yet 
it ſometimes ſerves to diſcharge anaſarcous Swellings in the Parts lying above 
it. Thoſe which ariſe from an external Cauſe are more eaſily cured. If the 
Habit of Body be tolerably good, the Hydrocele may be cured ; and if it be 


bad, the Water may be let out as often as it fills, without danger. 


In the Cure of theſe Tumours there is required a regulation in Diet and 
manner of living, as hath been ſet down in the preceding Diſcourſe of Wateriſh 
Tumours in general : only here they are to be proportion'd according to the 


greatneſs of the Malady, and the Accidents that attend them. They allo re- 


quire to be treated with ſuch Diſcutients and Exſiccants as have been there 
propoſed, and you muſt retain your Applications cloſe to the Part to which 
they are applied. A Bag: truſs is neceſſary, it ſerving allo to ſuſtain the Part, 
leſt by the weight of the Humour the Tumour be encrealed : alſo after the 
diſcharge of the Water it furthers the corrugation of the Scrotam. © + 


While the Swellings are ſmall, they may happily yield to Diſcutients. An | 


accidental Bruiſe, by ſtirring up an Inflammation, hath ſometimes diſpoſed 


them to diſcuſſion. If they tend to Suppuration, further it by Suppurarives, 
as in a Phlegmon hath been ſhewed, and treat them as ſuch. But if the Tumour 


have any quantity of Water in it, your ſpeedieſt way of Cure is by Sue 


vent. If it be an Anaſarca that poſſeſſeth the whole Scrotum, the way to d 


charge it is either by Scarification, or by a Seton.

Scarification is proper when only the Scrotum is Anaſarcous. If it be made 


by Puncture with a Lancet, the Water will diſcharge. in few hours, and the 


Wounds agglutinate ſoon after, without other Application than a warm Stupe.

to it in caſe it be affected. In theſe Operations the Patient ſhould be of a 
tolerable good Habit of Body, and in his not declining age: for whether they 
be made by Inciſion or Cauſtick, they are generally ſubje& to Inflammation, 
Colick and Fever, till Suppuration be made.

Thoſe Tumours are without alteration of colour in the Skin, or pain, unleſs 
they lie deep amongſt the ſenſible Parts near the Periaſteum. One Sign is given 
us of them, viz. the ſudden increaſe and diminution. The Ancients diſtinguiſh 
an Ephyſema from other Tumours by the Sound it giveth when ſtruck upon. 
But that Sign I have not met with, no not in the Tympanites. Indeed a 


crackling is often felt, if the Tumour be in the Knee or other outward Part;

ſome years. 


A young Perſon having been ſome years afflicted with a Swelling in one of 


her Knees, after various Applications it encreaſing, I was ſent for, and faw it 
overſpreading the Joint and parts about, retaining the natura] colour of the 


Skin. It yielded to the impreſſion of my Fingers as a Bladder half blown up; 


by which I judged it flatulent. The Bone on the inſide of the Knee was alſo 
protuberant, which at their firſt diſcovery of the Tumour gave the Parents a 
ſuſpicion it was luxated. I began with a Fomentation made of a Decoction 
of ſome of thoſe Plants propoſed in the method of Cure, and embrocated 


it with unguent. nervinam, and with Wax made up a Cerote of the fame, 


- Which I applied with good Bandage till I got a Knee-piece made. Being 


made, I laced it on, and from that time repeated the Dreſſings once in a week 


or tem days. By this method the pain and Swelling diminiſhed, and ſhe 


walked on it with more ſtrength. Indeed the Cure of theſe chiefly depends 
on the well-lacing of them; for accordingly as it was ſtreightned, ſo the 
Swelling leſſened. The weather growing ſeaſonable, ſhe went to the Spa, and 
afterwards to the Bath: from whence returning no better, ſhe was again re- 
. commended to my care. I then attempted the diſcuſſing it by Medicaments 
more powerful: they heated the Tumour, and bliſtered it here and there, but 
did not leſſen it. After I had aſſwaged the heat by Lenients, and healed the 


Excoriations, I applied over the Tumour Empl. diaſulphuris Rulandii, laced on 


the Knee-piece again, and renewed the Application once in ten days. In 
their over-hard lacing of this Bandage the Leg ſwelled : to prevent which, I 


' cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on it. By the wearing thereof the Knee-

piece was laced with more advantage, and ſhe recovered ſtrength of it daily, to 
walk, dance, and viſit her Friends abroad. During this, Doctor Micklethwait 
being in the Houſe viſited my Patient, preſcribed fuch Internals as were 


proper for her, and propoſed the embrocating of the Tumour cum oleo ſulpb. 


terebinth. which was uſed daily for ſome time. After wards a Pultice was 
adviſed of the tops of green Wormwood, Rue, Sage and Feverfew, with 


good Bandage it was ſoon cured. Some other ſuch like Tumours I have met 
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dage ſome years. The Swelling on her Foot is ſince diſcuſſed, but the Toe 
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Hogs-greaſe : this was applied till it became offenſive to her. Aſter theſe . 


W (ycral Applications, it appearing to them more viſibly that her Cure con- 


ſiſted in the well-lacing of her Knee-piece, there was taken more care therein 
by her Servants, and a warm Cerote applied under it. The Tumour leſiened, 

and is ſince very much diminiſhed. I have lately taken of the Plaiſter and 
Laced-ſtockin, and hope in few weeks ſhe may leave off- the Knee-piece, the 


= Swelling being now inconſiderable. 


A young Gentlewoman came to London with a puffy Swelling ce 
Foot near her Toes; part of the Swelling ſtretched over the Toe next the Little 
one, on which the Tumour was near two fingers breadth. It was without 


Inflammation or. conſiderable Pain. I ſuppoſed it to be Wind, and would 


have given vent to it; but, not being permitted, I endeavoured then by 
Diſcutients to ſcatter it: it inflamed, and would not yield thereto. I then 
applied Emplaſtr. è bolo, and put on a Laced-Sock with a Bracer tacked to it for 
that Toe, and by Compreſs and careful Lacing ſuppreſſed the Swelling, and 
gave her ſo much eaſe, that after ſome time it hindred her not from taking 
thoſe Divertiſements others her Schook-fellows did. After ſhe had worn this 
Sock ſome months, ſhe left of the uſe of Emplaiſters, but-continued the Ban-

There are other ſorts of Truſſes made of Whale- bone; the ſtuffing of the 
Bolſter is placed upon Cork, which will fit firm upon Children and Youth, 


There are others made of thin Laminæ of Tin and Steel, with and without 
Joints, which do fit eaſily about the Loins : they have alſo Boulſters, that, by 
virtue of Worms and Screws fixed in them, do fit cloſer or more diſtant, and 


retain the Rupture up without preſſing upon the Spermatick Veſſels or Os 

pubis. They are uſeful in old Fernie. Theſe are made by Mr. Smith, a Scorch. 
man, who lives near Fleet-bridge. He is the moſt ingenious Man in that work, 
and maketh the beſt Truſſes for the retaining the Hernia umbilicalis within its 
bounds. But in great fat Bellies we find it often neceſſary to put them on 
+ a Bracer to encompals the Belly, which may be laced behind or on one ſide, 


to bear part of its weight. 


Having thus far provided for the retaining the Hernia within its bounds, 


you ought' to have the Hair ſhaved, if there be any, and apply Agglutinatives 


with good Bandage, If the Boulſter fit uneaſie, a Quilt may be made to lie 


under it, or a Compreſs of Brown-paper ſoak d in aqua fabrorum wherein ſome 
Aſtringents have been boiled; by which your Truſs wil fit the eaſier, and 


retain the relaxed or torn, Parts, and thereby they may be the ſooner agglu - 


Our next Conſideration will be matter of Diet, and manner of Living. Their 


Diet ought to be ſparing, but of good nouriſhment, as Mutton, Veal, Lamb, 


Puller, Chicken, and the like ; avoiding all Herbage, Fruit, Fiſh, and White- 


| meats, ſuch as may ingender Crudities. Their Bread ought to be of Wheat, 
with carminative Seeds in it. The confected ſemina carui, coriandri, feniculi, 

and the like, are commended after Dinner, and at other times, to further 

' Digeſtion. Their Drink a red Wine with a little Water wherein gads of Steel 


have been quenched; or Ale wherein ſome of the ſpecifick Plants have been 


infuſed. ? | 


Reſt is of great advantage in the Cure of theſe Hernig. Fabricius Hildanus, 


and others who have writ af this Diſeaſe, will tell you, that ſome have been 
cured of great Ruptures by keeping their Bed upon ſome accident of a Fra- 
cture, or fit of the Gout, when before their beſt endeavours in the Cure ſigni- 


fied nothing. In conſideration of which, they forbid all manner of Exerciſe ; 
and adviſe them, that, whilſt they keep their Beds, they ſhould often feel with 


their hands about the Part affected, principally in caſe of a ſudden Sneezing, 
or violent Coughing, and eſpecially in eaſing Nature by Stool; that, if any 


* Relapſe happen, it may be helped. But that you may the better avoid

ſuch Acridents, you ought to keep their Bodies ſoluble by Clyſters, Suppoſi - 
tories, or lenient Electuaries. Where the pituitous Humours abound, they 


require ſometimes alſo to be purged ; for which I refer you to the Chapter of 


Oedema.

Theſe Ways are not practiſed amongſt our People, they eſteeming 
ſuch Operations full of hazard and cruelty : yet they having been delivered to | 9 
us by good Authority, I ſhall ſhew you how they are performed, and begin with * 
that of the Actual Cautery. In the effecting of which work there are required 
various ſorts of Buttons, ſome bigger and leſs than other. Whilſt theſe are in 
the fire, the Patient muſt ſtand, and hold in his breath; by which doing, the Tu- 
mour in Inguine will be more apparent. Then it is to be circumſeribed within a 
triangular figure: after which, the Patient being placed on his Back, preſs with 
your hot Cautery on the middle of that Triangle, and repeat it oſten, making

Another propoſeth the reducing of the Hernia, and the thruſting up of the 
Teſticle to the Os pubis; then marketh the Compreſs of the Prominence made 
by the Teſticle, and, ſhoving it and its Veſſels out of the Scrotum, he burneth 
in the middle of that Mark (with a pointed Cautery a little curved) to the 
very Bone; then dreſſeth it cam albumine ovor. and cureth it as a Burn: by 
which if he burneth the Bone, it muſt neceffarily exfoliate, and unite with the 
Skin and fleſhy Parts over it, and hinder the prolapſe in Scrotum.

In order to the applying of any of theſe Cauſticks, the Part muſt be marked, 
and the Patient afterwards laid upon a Table, as hath been ſaid in the pre- 
ceding Operations; then the Cauſtick is to be applied croſs-wiſe, an inch 
long and as much tranſverſe, near the Os pubis; which having operated to the 
Bone, it's ſuppoſed that Bone ſhall exfoliate, and the Callus arifing from it will 
_ unite with the Ulcer in the fleſhy Pannicles and Skin, and ſtop the deſcent of 
the Yiſcera : which notwithſtanding cannot prevent a Bubonocele. Another 
way is by the application of a Cauſtick i» Inguine, then to raiſe off the Eſcar, 
and raking up the Membrana adi poſa with a Hook, to divide it, and free the 
Seminal Veſſels from the Proceſs of the Peritonaum.

There yet remain two ways of Cure by Inciſion : in order to which, the 
Patient muſt ſtand upright, (as hath already been ſaid) that the Rupture, by 
falling down, may plainly diſcover its bigneſs, and that the Part fo ſwelld 
may be encompaſſed with a Circle: after which, the Patient muſt be laid flat on 
a Table with his Heels raiſed up, as in the fore-mention'd caſes : then one of

The Empirical way is by Extraction of the Teſticle: in the doing of which, 
the Patient mult be laid on his Back, as afore-mention'd, and bound faſt upon 
the place: then the Inteſtines being reduced, the Aſſiſtant ſhall retain them 
up with his hands, whilſt the Operator maketh an oblique Mark in the Groin, 
to which place he thruſteth up the Teſticle ; then makes an Inciliogwfo deep 
and large upon it, as to take it out with the Spermatick Veſſels, which he.

may ſuffer. Ulcers in the Muſcles of the Spide of the Back and in great 
Juoynts are of great danger and hard Cure: amongſt the Tendons and Bones 
ol the Hands and Feet they are painful, by reaſon of their exquiſite ſenſe, and 
. e Ts 2 a 
The depth and largeneſs of the Ulcer makes the Cure hazardous: for in 
5 FR great and wide Ulgers the native heat is much weakned ; and if they pene- 
| trate under any great. Artery, Nerve or Tendon, that you cannot ſafely lay 
them open, the Cure mult needs be ſlow, and the great diſcharge of Matter 
may exhauſt the Spirits of the Patient. 3 On Tr eo 
Ihe Condition of the Ulcer is of great moment in Prognoſtich : where we 
-—y are to conſider both the quantity and the quality of the Humour flowing to 
it. If it be in a depending Part, and the Body Plethorick, the very multitude 
| of Humours (though otherwiſe not bad) is a ſufficient impediment of a Cure: 
Es ſo alſo if the quality be amiſs, though the quantity be not great. For when 

1 the Ulcer is accompanied with a dry Intemperies, it frequently eludes your 
Medicines. The caſe is as bad when Ulcers have continued fo lohg as to bring 
an habitual' Diſcraſy upon the Part: as we ſee in the Nomæ and annual Ul- 
cers, which are either not cured at all, or with danger to the Life of the Pati- 
ent. A decree beyond theſe are the Phagedænical Ulcers, and worſt of all the 

COancerous and Sphacelous: of all which in their due Places. 
cure. In the Cure of Ulcers in general, we ſhall conſider the Ulcer firſt as it is 
| ſimple, with Solution of Continuity and Eroſion; then as it is compounded, 
and hath other Symptoms or Indiſpoſition joy ned with it. . 
The Simple Ulcer, as it conſiſteth in a Solution of continuity, requireth 
Union; and as it hath loſt of Subſtance, Reſtauration: and this is effected by 
Exſiccation; for ſo long as the Ulcer continueth ſanious or ſordid, it cannot 
heal: therefore in ſuch caſes Digeſtion or Deterſion are required. Ws 
The loſs of Subſtance is either of Skin or Fleſh. f only the Skin be wan 
ting, the Fleſh is ſo to be dried with Medicaments, as the Jyices coming thi- 
ther may be hardned into a callous ſubſtance reſembling Skin: for that it is 
a ſpermatick Part, and cannot be regenerated.” If the Fleſh be wanting, it 
muſt be renewed : which work is performed by the Benefit of Nature out of 
a part of that blood which was deſigned for the nouriſhment of that Mem- 
ber. But foraſmuch as in the generation of Fleſh-in an Ulcer there is a two- 
fold Excrement ſeparated, the one thin, the other thick; the thin, as I ſaid, 
, requireth to be dried up, and the thick to be detergeee. 
But in the Cure of Compound Ulcers many Inclications are requiſite, accor- 
ding to the variety of Cauſes and Symptoms which attend them. In the appli- 
cation of Medicaments to thoſe Ulcers you ought to conſider their beginning, 

; augment, ſtate, and declination: In the beginning the Sanies is crude and wa- 

Teriſh, and requireth the benefit of Concoction whereby it may be made 
thicker, and turned into good Matter; in which caſe Suppuratives are of uſe: 
which is not allowable in putrid Ulcers, for in that caſe they increaſe Putre- 

5 faction; and in purulent ones alſo they render the Ulcer more lax, and at lengtn 
ſordid. If the Indiſpoſition of the Ulcer be cauſed meerly by the pain, Suppu- 
ratives are convenient; for by their digeſtive and lenient quality they miti- 

gate the pain, and thereby remove the Cauſe: which Suppuratives Fre to be 
continued till the Matter be well concocted. And for this reaſon it is ve ule .

Bur if the Ulcer labour under any Diſtemper or Symptom, whether it be 
internal or external, as influx of ſharp corroſive Humours, whether they

indicateth many Intentions : we ſhall reduce them to four Heads. The firſt 
ſhall be of a regulation in Diet, and the other Non naturals : the ſecond of 
Evacuation, Revulſion, and Derivation of the antecedent Matter: the third 
ſhall have a regard to the Part in which the Ulcer is ſeated to ſtrengthen K 


againſt the Influx : and the fourth and laſt treateth of a due application of 


Medicines to the Ulcer it ſelf. _ | * N 

1. To ſatisſie the Firſt Intention, their Diet ſhall be proportioned to the 
ſtrength of the Patient, according as the Humours are peccant in quantity or 
quality, and abound the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part; that their 
heat and acrimony may be contemperated. Te which purpoſt there is re- 


gard to be had that the Air be good, and their Exerciſe, P:Mons of the 
mind, &c, be moderated, according as hath been ſaid, in the former Treatiſe, 


of Tumours in general.

2. The ſecond Intention conſiſteth of Evacuation, Revulſion, and Deriva- 


tion of the Humours. If they abound in quantity, or offend through their 


evil quality, it may be made either by bleeding, if their ſtrength permit, and 
other things be conſentaneous, which alſo makes Revulſion; or by Purging 


or Vomiting. | 


3. The third Intention hath regard to the weakneſs and Intemperies. of 
the Part affected: to which purpoſe the Humour may be intercepted in their 


_ courſe by the application of aſtringent and repellent Medicaments on the 


ſound Parts above the Ulcer, in the nature of Defenſatives. If the Member 
be dependent, the raiſing. of it up, and placing it equal with or higher than 
the reſt of the Body, may be of great advantage: the Influx may alſo be re- 
ſtrained, and the Part ſtrengthened by expulſive Bandage. We may allo by 
Alteratives correct their acrimony, and, if the Humours be too ſerous, in- 
craſſate them, or, if otherwiſe they offend, rectiſie them by their contraries. . 


How farther to-refiſt the various Symptoms attending Ulcers ſhall be ſet 


down in the particular Cure of each ſeveral Species. 


4. The Fourth Intention is in curing the Ulcer it ſelf; which *, as I have 


already ſaid, by drying up the excrementitious ſerous Humour, and deterg- 
ing the more groſs. The Medicaments proper thereto, with the method in 


applying them, ſhall be treated of in the particular Cure of cach Ulcer, to

Io the proſecution of the firſt Intention, in reſtoring the loſt Fleſh, it is neceſ- 
ſary that the Part affected be free from diſtemper: for the generation of Fleſh is 
the work of Nature, and her ſtrength conſiſts in the juſt temperament of the 

Part; which being ſo, our endeavour ought to be, that the Succus nutritius, 
whereof the Fleſh is generated, be good, and that it low moderately into the 

Part affected. To which purpoſea good Diet muſt here alſo be obſerved, with 
a regulation of the Non. naturals; that the Air be temperate, Exerciſe mode. - 
rate, and in ſome caſes none at all. In Sleeping and watching a mediocrity... 

_ ought to be obſerved ; natural Evacuations are to be continued, and the Quiet 
of the mind to be preſerved. If theſe things be duly obſerved, and the tone of 
the ulcerated Part preſerved by the moderate inflowing of good Juices, and 
the Matter in the Ulcer well digeſted, it is then capable of being healed : bur 
if the Ulcer be too dry, moiſt, or crude and undigeſted, it cannot incarn. There- 
fore it behoves that we conſider the temper of the Part ulcerated, and the Ex- 

cremes flowing thereout, and thence take indication whether to uſe Suppu-„ 
ratives or Detergents, and when Sarcoticks are convenient, or one more than = 

another. Suppuratives ought to be of a lenient quality, temperately hot and 
moiſt, proportioned to the Habit of Body, as it is weak or ſtrong, and to the 
temper of the Part they are to be applied unto. The common Digeſtive is te- 
rebinthina in tender Bodies, with far tritici, a little crocus pulv. cum vitell. oui. In 
drier Bodies we add far. hordei, fabar. colophon. thus, pulv. ſem. fenugreci: to 
which we ſometimes add mel. roſat. & Hr. de rof. ficc. Unguent. baſilicon is ngt 
inferiour tf any. Theſe Medicaments ought to be of a moderate conliſtence : - 
not too liquid, leſt they'make the Fleſh too lax, or run off the Pledgits, and 
leave them uneaſie to the Sore. For the fame reaſon your Medicaments are 
-not to be of too hard a conſiſtence, The deeper Ulcers may admit of the more 
liquid, that they may reach to the Bottom. They are to be uſed upon Lint in 
the form of Pledgits, Doſſils, or Tents; and over them may be applied Re- 
frigerants, to contemperate the heat of the Part, and reſiſt the Fluxion.

The Ulcer incarned, you are to endeavour to cicatrize it by drying the 
Fleſh into Callus: and foraſmuch as Callus is drier and harder than Fleſh, 
thergfore your Medicaments ought to be more drying than thoſe you incarn- 
ed with, and to be endued with an aſtringent Quality. EE 
The making of this Calus is the work of Nature, yet is furthered by the ap- 
plication of Medicaments, (as I have faid.) If the temperament of the Part 
be well diſpoſed, you may obſerve the Ulcer to skin from the edges While it 
is filling with Fleſh within and without the help of Epuloticks : but Where 
the Part hath been long affected with Ulceration, it is uſually weak and our

1672. her pain returned with ſuch violence, as to afflict not 


only the place of the Iſſue with ſuch pains, that ſhe likened it to the cutting 


Shoulder, yea the very Side it ſelf ; ſo that many Attempts being made, the 


Chirurgeons in the Country opened two Iſſues on each ſide of the ſeat of the 
old one. Many other things were done, till at laſt ſhe came into my hands. 


Doctor Walter Needham was her Phyſician, and upon examination found her 
afflicted with a Rheumatiſmus, for which he inſtituted a convenient courſe, and 
judged withal that the Pain of the Part was from the uſual way Nature had 
taken to the old Iſſue, whither the ſharp Humours making their paſſage, and 
finding no vent, did diſperſe themſelves through all the branches of the Axil- 
lary Artery on that ſide, viz. to the Scapulary and Thoracick branches, &c. the 
Pain being every where found according to the places of their diſtribution. 
Tothe Cure of this, beſides what was inwardly adminiſtred, it was thought 
requiſite to eat down deep by a Cauſtick into the place where the old Iſſue 
had been, and thereby to divide the Fibres of the Membrane of the Biceps, 
which lay juſt under it, and ſeemed to be the place of the principal Pain. 
When this was done, we divided the Eſcar, and cut it out, then filled the

4 CARIES, or Rottenneſs in the Bone, is frequently found in Ulcers, 
A and ſometimes giveth riſe to them: but however it is, it always pro- 
ñongeth and rendreth the Cure of them difficult _ \ 
Cauſes, The Cauſes of Caries in the Bones are either internal, as through retention 
or acrimony of the Matter, or fome occult quality, as in Lues Venerea, where 
the Bone is carious, and the Skin is whole; or in ſtrumous Ulcers near the 
Bones, where the Eroſion begins in the Bone it ſelf: or they are corrupted 
externally by the Air. Bruiſes, Wounds in the Head, through ill Chirurgery, 
may corrupt both Tables, Sc. But this I never met with in any Patient of 
1 my own, or where | had power to govern. The Bone may alſo be foul'd by 
-over-ſharp Medicaments|—Rﬀ\&' —_ EE 
Signs. 1f the Bone be bare, its Corruption is eaſily diſcerned, though ſometimes it 
be covered with a grumous or viſcous Matter; which rubb'd off, the Bone ap- 
* peareth white, brown, or black. If the white be porey, the Caries may be 
| deeper and more dangerous than if it were black and hard. If the Bone he ſo 
hid as that you cannot feel it with your Probe, yet you may judge it carious 
from the quantity or quality of the Matter. If the Bone lie near, and the Fleſh 
lax and white, it is ſhrewdly ſuſpicious that the Bone is carious : but if the 
Matter ſtink or be oily, it is a more certain ſign of a Rottenneſs.

The ſpongy Bones in the Hands or Feet are to be kept bare by Doſlils, ag. 
cording to the length of the Carzes + and if the whole Bone be corrupt, it will 


dry and ſeparate from the Joints in time, and the Ulcer happily cure; yet, 
to haſten it, you may dry it with an actual Cautery. But if the Bone be 
only carious in one part, as in the middle or at the end, to haſten the Cure you 


may nip it there in pieces with a pair of Pincers, pull away the broken bits, 

and dreſs it lightly with ſbme of the above milder Driers ; whereby in few _ 
days the Caries will caſt forth, a Callus thruſt out, and unite the two ends, as 
in fractured Bones, if the Native Heat of the Part be preſerved the while. 


But if the Caries be in the great Bones, and lie deep, and be ſubject to the 


inflowing of Matter; your ſpeedieſt way will be by Manual Operation, viz: 
either by Rugins or actual Cautery. If you can come eaſily to the Bone 
to ſcrape it, as in the Cranium, that way will be moſt proper. Vou are to 
ſcrape till you find it firm, or that you diſcern a ruddineſs in the Bone; and not 
only till it look white, for that is the natural colour of the outer Shell of the

In the Cure of theſe Ulcers a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, to prohibit 
the encreaſe of ſnarp Humours. The Body is alſo to be purged, the Humours 
contemperated, and the Matter to be diverted by Revulſion, Derivation 
and Interception, if it be poſſible. The virulent Humour affecting the Ulcer 
requires to be dried up, and the Intemperies to be corrected. But foraſmuch as 
theſe Ulcers differ one from another in their corroſive quality, the Medica- 
ments muſt accordingly vary. If the Intemperies be hot, and the Ulcer corro- 
ſive, your Applications are to be cold and dry, with ſome little aſtringency; 
as wnguent. tutice, è plumbo, de calce, & de lithargyro. If theſe anſwer not ex- 
pectation, you muſt proceed with more ſtrong Medicaments. But by the 
authority of the Ancients you muſt ſcarifie theſe Ulcers, or ſome way pro- 
voke them to bleed, that the ſharp Humours may thereby be diſcharged.

While 
was doing this work, Dr. Barwick was conſulted to help us in the Cure by In- 
ternals, who preſcribed a Traumatick decoction of Sarſa, &c. with the more 
temperate Plants, and Balſamick Pills to contemperate the Humours. Du- 
ring my diſpoſing of this Ulcer to retain a Cannula, the Matter diſcharged 
by Urine in great quantity, and the Patient was as ſore afflicted, and had 
the fame Symptom that others have who are diſeaſed with Ulcers or Stones 
in the Kidney ; but after vent was given by a ſhort Cannula of Lead, ſhe re- 
covered. Having continued the uſe of the Cannula ſome months, I removed 
it, and kept a Pea, juſt in the Opening, and by-red Sparadrope and Compreſs 
. retained it on; then left her to her Mother to dreſs, and only called ſome- 
times when they gave me notice of their wants. After a year or thereabout 
that ſhe had kept this Fontanel open, the internal pains and diſcharge of m- 
purities ceaſed, and the grew more fleſhy and ſtrong. . She went alſo daily to 
- - a neighbouring School, where ſhe was exerciſed in Dancing, &c. After the 
ſpacè of two years or thereabour, the Ulcer ſeeming not to matter more than 
might be expected from a ſmall Fontanel, the Mother caſt out the Pea, and 
permitted it to heal up. But being ſoon alarm'd by the old Accidents which 
returned upon the Child, ſhe ſent tor me. I opened it again, and left them to 
keep it ſo.

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CHAP. I. 
Of Hæmorrhoids 


ARTIX in general, hath been handled in one of the foregoing 
Treatiſes. But becauſe there is one ſort of Varices more impor- 
tant than the reſt, I mean, the varicous $wellings of the Vena. 

= Hemorrhoidales, I thought it convenient to diſcourſe of them 

rticularly by themſelves. Theſe happen very often both in Men and 
omen, ſo as ſometimes to break, and void Blood ; other-times only to 
ſwell and diſtend. But the Conſequences of theſe are very great, both as 
to the Duration and Intenſeneſs of the Pain, and alſo as to the Tumours 
and Ulcers that ariſe from them. Theſe Tumours are ſometimes Phleg- 
monous, ſometimes Scirrhous, ſometimes Cancerous ; many-times they are 
VUlcerous and Fiſtulous «© = | „„ 
I. ſhall therefore take occaſion from that Chapter of Yarix, to add in this 
place an entire Diſcourſe of the -H A M ORRHOIDS, together with all 
the Diſeaſes that are of the ſame kindred and family with them; in which if 

I ſwerve from the accuracy of Method which learned Men may expect in the 

diſpoſition of the Parts of this Book, I hope the young. Chirurgeon will at 

leaſt think that fault ſufficiently recompenſed, by having all the troubleſome 
Diſeaſes of that Part brought at once into one view. 8 

Ĩ be perſpicuity of this Diſcourſe will depend much upon a true notion of the

teſtinum rectum, to which all theſe things belong, and for the motion of which | 
they are all deſigned. Theſe Muſcles; and: — the T#teſtinum refum it 
ſelf, are fed by ſeveral Arteries: As, firſt, the Arteria meſenterica inferior, which 
being almoſt wholly deſigned for the lureſtinum refum, doth ſpread branches 
all over it copiouſly, and very particularly to that end which we call the Anzxs + 
| and, ſecondly, the Arteria bypogaſtrica doth ſend branches to the Anus; bur 
chiefly to the Mauſcles belonging to is. Theſe Arteries bringing Blood hither, 
have proportionable Veins deſtined for its return; one of which is the bæmbr- 
rhoidalis externa, uſually fo called, which is a branch of the Hypogaſtrick. 
Vein, and @rreſponds with its cognominal Artery. The other indeed moſt im- 
portant Veſſel is the hemorrhoidalis interna, which receiving the Blood from 
all the Parts of the rectum, and eſpecially about the Auus, unites into a ſlender 
Trunk, which paſſing along the Gut, by degrees creeps into the Meſentery, 
and uſually inſerts it felt yp between the Meſenterical bygnches of the Porta, © 
ſometimes into the right, ſometimes into the left, and ſometimes into the 
Trunk of the Porta. More rarely it forſakes this courſe, and is inſerted into 
the Splenick branch, ſometimes without, and ſometimes within the Spleen. 
This laſt caſe happens but ſeldom: yet furely it happened to thoſe that firſt 
conjectured this Vein to be the Evacuator of the melancholick Humours of 
the Spleen. How elſe ſhould they gueſs that a Veſſel ſo viſibly inſerted eiten 
into the Trunk of Porta, or at leaſt into the Meſenterick branches, ſhould de-

rive Humours rather from the Spleen than the Liver? 
Bnt ſince the doctrine of the Circulation hath quite taken away the found © 
tions of N fy pothets, we are of late taught clear a new leſſon, viz. That ©* 
the Blood Yeſcends hither only by the Arteries, chiefly by the meſenterica Info- 
rior, by which being caſt into the middle ahd inward Coats of the Gur, it is 
carried back by the Vein foreſaid. Now, if any Man ask me the Reaſon of the 
frequent Tumours and Apertions of this Vein, I ſhall give him this Account: 
Firſt, That it is ſet in a depending Part; which reaſon is common to it and the 
Legs, both of which are more common to V anices than other Parts of the Body, 
Secondly, That the Legs and all muſculous Parts of the Body, when they res 
ceive Blood into them, do contract themſelves more vigorouſly for the expul- 
ſion thereof, and promoting of its aſcent, than the Gut, which is a more lax 
Part, and contracts with lets force at All times, fave, when Nature aims at an 
_ expulſion ; in Which caſe, the tendency of Nature is downwards, quite contrary *_ 
to that of the motion of the Blood, and father hinders the return than fug-+ 
thers it, binding up the Blood in its owu Veſſels. Thirdly, The Veins here- © 
about are in themſelves fo very ſmall, thar they have no Valves; ſo that Blood 
being detained in them, is not ſo eaſily carried up or hindred from reſtagna- 
tion, as where Valves are frequent. Fourthly, The place is fo often moiſſne  _ , © 
by the frequent afflux of Humours, that it is very forward to encreaſe the nat. 
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ral Laxity of the Part, to dilate the Veſſels, and to provoke an afflux of Hu. 
mours; by virtue of which, ſometimes. ſpongy Fleſh is thruſt out, and ſome:* _ 
times Tumours of other natures generated.

ed in caſing of nature by reaſon (as he thought) of the Piles which of late was 
much more grievous to him, they in a manner ſtopping up the Anus. I view- 
ed the Part, and faw a numerous company of Excreſcences, great and ſmall, 
overſpreading the Anus, inſomuch that it was very difficult to find their in- 
ſertion. There were five very large, of the form of green Figs, the leaſt of 
them about an inch and a half long, inſerted within the Anus. There were other 
leſſer growing more externally, upon the verge of them ſome hung like fo 
many Leeches. There were alſo about the Auus many Tiymi growing right 
up of different ſize; under which were Rhagades, Chaps and Fiſſures, with 
ſmall Excreſcences or Papulæ thruſting here and there out of them. Theſe be. 
ing all waſhed and cleanſed from the Excrements, - retained the natural colour 
of the Skin, and were not painful. He had concealed his Diſeaſe fo long as 
he could, and was encouraged to ſend for me, upon a report he had heard from 
a Neighbour of his, whom I had freed from an Excreſcence in the ſame Part.

A charge of Matter, adviſed Midwites and others, who though they 
could not diſcover the Cauſe of her Pain, yet preſcribed Medicaments, and kept 
her long in tlfeir hands, to the great encreaſe of her Malady. At length I was 
conſulted; and diſcovering nothing outward about the Anus, | paſſed my Finger 
up into the Reclum inteſtinum; about an inch within, on the left (ide, I ſeſt a 
Perforation; I pulled back my Finger, and ſaw it Mattery: I concluded that 


was the Orifice of the Ulcer, and ſuppoſed its Sinus lay among(t the Mulcles, 


and that it took its original from a Phyma; which ſhe concealing, as in that 
modeſt Sex it frequently happens, the Matter had corroded and penetrated 
the Inteſtinum rectum, and the adjacent fleſhy Parts: I preſſed with my Fingers 
on the outſide, where I conjectured the Abſceſs to lie; and tho] felt the Sus, 
1 marked the place, and purpoſed the Opening when it ſhould be deſired. 
At that time my Buſineſs was to ſatisfie rhe Relations concerning her Diſeaſe; 
which I declared to be an Ulcer in Auo; and, for further Proof, offered to Open 
it in that place 1 had marked: which they conſenting to, 1 came about ten 
days after, and applied a Cauſtick in that very place, in the preſence of ſome

2. Obſer-. A Gentleman of a full Body, aged about thirty - ſix years, came to London, 


labouring under various Diſeaſes, as the Gour, Colick and Stone in the Kid- 
ney, and a Sinuous Ulcer in Ano... Si V. Prujean was his Phyſician, and ſent 
for me. The Sinus did ſtretch it f down from the verge of the Anus near 
the cocgyx, towards the perinæum, about two inches, diſcharging much Matter. 
1 laid open the Sinus with a pair of Probe- ſciſſors to the Anus, and dreſſed it 
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Feli + tus over it, and Compreſs and Bandage to retain it on. Lafterwayds 


deterged cum mundif. Paracelſ. & Merc. pracipitat. with the help of the Vitriol 
ſtone, and with Epuloticks, Unguents, ag. calcis, &c.' cicatrized that Sina to the 
verge of the Anus : then conſulting the Phyſician in the proſecuting of the 
Cure, we conſidered the Patient's ill-habit of Body, and the advantage he 
might receive in keeping the Ulcer open, as a Fontanel, for the diſcharge. of 
peccant Humours. This being reſolved upon, I adviſed the Patient to apply 


upon it a Pledgit of fine ſoft Tow, morning and evening, or ſo often as occaſion 
required; it kept on without Bandage, and received the Matter which dif 


charged, and ſerved as a Fontanel, without any diſturbance to him in ridivg 
or ſitting. Thus it was continued ſome years with great eaſe and advantage 


to his health ; but ſince that Phyſician's death, the Patient was perſuaded by 
others to have it cured.

| culi glutei, making various Fiſtulous Ulcers, but one in Perinæo, which, through 
length of time, was encreaſed to a great bigneſs, and reached to the Scrotum. 
I began with that, by the application of a Cauſtick from the Scrotum upward, 

and divided the Eſcar ; there iſſued out only a little foul Gleet, which had 


' flowed into it from within the Iuteſtinum rectum. ] dreſſed this Eſcar with © 


Loenients, as in the former Obſervation hath been ſhewed : and as it ſeparated 
with the Callus, the Sinus appeared dry and hardned with thick Lips, lying 
not unlike a trough: therein appeared many Excreſcences, which put me upon 
the uſe of Eſcaroticks, viz. the Cauſtick-ſtone, Precipitate, Alume, Sc. Alſo by 

the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone I rubbed them off, and diſpoſed the Ulcer to cica- 

trize: then 1 applied a Cauſtick to the remaining Callus, which run up from 

thence to the Anus, the Pain whereof ſtirred up a Swelling in ſome withered 

Piles. To prevent their inflaming, and to put them out of my way, I ſnipt

e having in a former ſearch with a bended Probe, diſcovered a cavity a-

Bolus s and Juleps were alſo preſcribed, Lenients to appeaſeghe 7eneſmus, and 
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ſomewhat of Injections we conſidered of to caſt up in ſome little quantity to 


heal the Abſceſs which lay above the Spheniter. After we had ſome-while con - 
tinued that opening laſt made, and obſerved it painful, and not to empty the 
Matter, nor divert it from flowing its wanted way, we cut it down to the 
Anus and cured it.

But in the old and hard Strumæ we do ſeldom obtain a compleat Suppu- 
ration; ſometimes during the application of the moſt ſubtil Diſcutients we 
raiſe a heat in the Skin, which affecting the cyſlis and part of the Gland next 
under it doth cauſe an imperfect Suppuration : by the continued uſe of the 
Diſcutients it at length frets its way through in ſmall Apertures, in which 
caſe if you continue the Applications, they grow bigger and become ſo many 
painful Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the body of the Gland remaining 
hard without hopes of Suppuration.

lady. But be aſſured one rotten Bone cannot caſt of another, they may well 


rot in pieces; but until the Z7yperſarcofis be removed, and the Bones laid bare, 
you can expect nothing but Apoſtemations one after another, and your Pa- 


tients at length will die Hectick. Therefore when you ſhall be called to ſuch 


deplorable cafes conſume that Z7yperſarcofis by ſuch Applications as their 


ſtrength can bear, and make way to the Bone or Bones, and pull out ſuch as

In taking off the Dreſſings, 
the Blood burſt forth with ſuch a guſh as gave no leiſure to call for: an actual 


Cautery, nor was there poſſibility of uſing it with any Advantage. I preſently 
thruſt in a greet Mere. ſublimat. and preſt a Paſtillus of Celſus cloſe upon it, 


- and held it ſo with my hands; which ſtopt the Bleeding in a Moment. I held 
my Hands on it till we judged the Eſcarotick had ſecured the Bleeding: then 


they cleanſed. the Parts about with a Sponge, and refreſht the Patient with a 


Draught of a cordial Julep: after which the Reſtrictives were applied one 
over another over her Throat, up both ſides of her Neck. I kept my hands up- 
on them till they were dried faſt on. Then we put her on a Crevat, and, laid 
her again in Bed. It did not bleed; but ſhe. complaining daily of Pain more 
and more, we agreed to dreſs her the fourth day. I attended then with our 


Servants, preparing our Dreſſings, to ſtop the Blood and heal the Excoriati- 


ons. My Copartner not coming, I took off Dreſſings, with Deſign only to 
dreſs the Excoriations : but they came all off together, bringing with them a 


very thick Kſear. While I was looking upon the Fungus, I ſaw the Blood rite. 


out of it in many places, as if it had been pricked with a Lancet Thoſe drops 


immediately inlarged their way, and bled forcibly in ſo many Streams. At 

ſirſt ſight of it 1 applied a piece of Mere. ſublimat. The Blood burſt forth be- 
i. tween my Fingers a while; but upon the applying a proportionable Paſtil over 
the Sublimate the Bleeding ſtopt. Whilſt l continued my hands upon it, my 
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Servant wiped away the Blood, and dreſſed the Excoriations with ,p 
alb. camph. &c. and applied the Reſtrictives over all as before: which being 
dried on, a Crevat was put on, and ſhe placed again in her Bed. From 
this Dreſſing I grew confident of Succeſs, the former Eſeaꝝ appearing extraor- 
dinary thick and large, as well it might, conſidering the. Cauſtick, (which 
Vas ſuch as l would not adviſe to uſe in any caſe where there may be the leaſt 
hopes to fave their Lives without it.) Where the Opening is ſmall, a Finger 
may ſtop the Bleeding of an Artery : but in a Fungus ſo branched, in a place ſo 
incapable of Bandage, what could have reſiſted ſuch a guſhing forth of Blood 
but Merc. ſublimat. whoſe force is far more penetrating in ſuch Faxge than a 
hot Iron 2 eſpecially conſidering how the Blood would have dulled it by the 
way. The Ute of the Sublimate the ſecond time cauſed a Fainting and Palpi- 
ration of her Heart: in which caſe Sir Fra. Pruj. came again, and aſſiſted us by 
his Preſcriptions ; yet it terminated into a Ptyaliſmus. The fourth day aſter 
this we met all together, and took off her Dreſſings, whereupon was ſepara+ 
ted a thick white Eſcar; the remaining body appearing like a glandulous «_ 
Fleſh, ſomewhat hard, and of the bigneſs of a ſmall Cheſnut It bleeding no 
more, we dreſſed it with ſome of the milder Eſcaroticks, and the Excoriati- 
ons with refrigerant Epuloticks, with Emplaſters of diachalcit. &c. we waſt · 
ed that Fungus, and alſo healed the Excoriations in the ſpace of 3 weeks; 
There was a fair Opportunity of extirpating the remaining Glands : but the 
Relations ſuſpecting perhaps that new Miſchiefs might happen from ſome _ 
Branches of the ſame Artery, we cured this Ulcer, and left the Extirpation 
of the other to farther Conſideratioo. * « ip 
A Maid aged about 30 years, of a tolerable ſtrong Conſtitution, came to 10. oper. 
me with a complicated Tumour lying on the left ſide of her Neck, from her vat. of 
Ear to the Aſpera arteria, and fo ſtretching over it upward to the other fide of 8 | 
the Neck. It was ſoft, and ſeemed to be full of Matter, but without Inflani 
mation. I made a Puncture into the body of it, and diſcharged a ſtinki | 
Serum not unlike Horſe piſs, That being let out, the Tumour ſunk, a 
felt unequally hard. I dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of unguent. bafilicon and 
empl. diachalcit. The next day taking, off Dreſſings, and ſeeing the e | 
lank, T applied a Cauſtick the length of two inches, about 3 Fingers breadt 
diſtant from the Ear; the Eſcar I divided, and diſcharged a foul Matter, and 
afterwards dreſſed it up with Doſſils dipt in Mere. precip. with Lenients over 
the Eſcar; and from that time haſtened the falling off of the Slough. After the 
ſeparation of it, I thruſt out a different ſort of Matter, not unlike that of an 4. 
theroma and Meliceris mixt together. I paſſed in my Probe-: ſciſſors, and laid it 
open downward to the Aſpera arteria, and pulled out with my Fingers ſeveral 
VHeſiculæ, ſome containing a foul Serum, others a gritty Subſtance. There alſo 
came away gobbets of Fleſh, with which the Bas of the Abſceſs ſeemed to be 
covered. Having thus cleanſed it, I filłd it up with Doſſils dipt in Præci- 
pitate, and kept the Lips dilated; repeating this Method of 2 Wer 
other day, and rubbing the Strumous Excreſcences with the Vitrioh tone. 
The Sinus contracted narrower within; but the original of this Tumour be! 
Strumous, it would not heal whilſt there remained any hollow neſs, but fill 
with that fort of Fleſh, and raiſed a Tumour.

the Extirpation of it to my care. Accordingly I met him at her Chamber. We 


deſigned the taking it out by Inciſion; and to that purpoſe, having all things 
ready, I made Inciſion into it. But the Blood trickling faſt down, we for- 


bare the Operation that xime, and dreſſed it up with Aſtringents. The ſe- 


cond day after we met again, and in taking off the Dreſſings ſaw it had not 


bled, nor was there any Pulſation to be felt in it whereby we might ſuſpect 


any conſiderable flux of Blood. What did flow proceeded, as we ſuppoſed, 


from ſome ſmall Fungus. Upon which conſideration we refolved to eradicate 
this preternatural Tumour by Eſcaroticks ; and began with the Application 


of a ſtrong Cauſtick on the middle of it, according to the length of the Tumour. 


The next day we divided the Eſcar, and filling it full of his pulv. fine pari, I 


embrocated the Parts about, and dreſſed the Eſcar with «ngyent. bafilic. &c. 
By the Application of this Powder we penetrated into the body of the Tu- 
mour: and after ſeparation of the Sloughs, ſeeing no danger of its bleeding, 
we repeated the Ule of the pulv. fine paric and having thereby diſcovered the 
Tumour: toconſiſt of many ſeveral Species, viz. Strumæ, Atheroma, Meliceri, 


and Steatoma, we laid it more open by Inciſion, and with a crooked Spatula 
and our fingers pull'd out ſome of them in pieces, others whole in a Cluſter, 


then fill d it again with the faid Powder, and dreſſed the divided Lips with 
Doſſils ſpread with Digeſtives. By this Method we eradicated this great bo- 
dy: but in our approaching near that part of her Cheek which had bagg'd fo 


long time between her Jaws, we found it penetrated, and the Liquor ſhe took 
in her mouth diffuſing it ſelf into the Abſceſs, alſo the Matter made in the 


Abſceſs diſcharging it ſelf into the Mouth. Whether this Opening was made 
by the Teeth, or fretted by the Acrimony of the Humour within, I ſhall not 


diſpute; but it contributed much to the forwarding of the Cure there: for 
by Injections deterſive and drying we cleared that part of the Ulcer, and ci- 


catrized it with the external part of the Cheek ſo cloſe, that her Jaws were 


at liberty to chew her Meat, which they had not been in a long time before. 


The laſt Difficulty was in eradicating that part which lay in a manner round 


under the root of the Ear, threat ning the very Organ. We laid it open, and 


by the milder Eſcaroticks at length eradicated the Srrame there without of- 
fence to the Organ, cicatrizing it ſmooth the whole length of the Ulcer, by 


bringing the Lips together within a narrow Cicatrix, to the ſatisfaction of 
her Relations. During the Application of ſome of theſe Eſcaroticks, The was 


ſubject to a Palpitatio cordis, and did ſomewhat ſalivate; but was therein 


relieved by Sir Alex. Fraſier's Preſcriptions and reſtored to perfect health, 
which I have lately heard ſhe yet-enjoyeth.

A Lady brought her only Son to Town, who was about 7 years of a 8 
of a ſickly weak Conſtitution, obſtructed internally with the Kinga Evil in his der, bot 
Meſentery and Lungs. He had externally many Sirame under his Jaws, che Chaps. 
from his left Ear down to his right Jaw. Some of them were bigger than 
others, and vicerated : one whereof had made its own way out, was grown 
callous, and lay protuberant in the form of an over-grown Excreſcence. I,de-. 
fired the aſſiſtance of a Phyfician : but the Mother would not, yet promiſed 
if there were a neceſſity, ſhe would at any time conſult one. I began his 
Courſe of Phyſick with a Solution of Hr. de rhab. in a Tincture of Sena, and 
preſcribed him a medicated Ale of ſarſa, liz. lentiſe. Chine, raf. eboris, rad. 
ruſci, ſcrophul, &c. with millepedes. I dreſſed the ulcerated Glands with un- 
event. baſilic. and Præcipitate, and after Deterſion with ungnent. diapomphol.. 

to the other Glands, which were hard and intire, I applied empl. diachyl. treat. 
as it is ſet down in the method of Cure. during which application, I purg- *' 
ed him again, and with a few grains of diagrid. and Merc. dulc. vomited him 
once: it worked churliſhly with him. That night I ſent him ſome of the 
anodyne Syrup to take in a draught of Mace ale; which quieted the Ferment 

raiſed by the Phyſick. From that time I purged him with Infuſion of Rhu- 

barb in his medicated Ale once a week, giving him 7 or 8 grains Of Calomel. 

the night before he drank his Rhubarb : the intermitting days he took one 
of the teſtaceous Powders preſcribed in the method of Cure. The gallous 
Struma I rubb'd down with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of the 
Eſcar I deterged with the Vitriol-ſtone, and ſomerime Merc. præcipiſas, nubr. 

The ulcerated Strumæ digeſted well, and as the Glands waſted, the Ulcers 
cured. To the other Glands not ulcerated, I applied a Malagma of Corn. Cel- 
ſus, by which they viſibly refolved. Whilſt I proceeded in this method, 
Dr. Micłletbwait was conſulted by the Mother, he being her Phyſician. He © 
ſaw the Patient in this thriving condition, and, I think, preſcribed him only a 
cordial Julep. .The Winter D I ſupplied the Patient with Dreſ- 
ſings and internal Remedies, ſhewing his Maid how to apply them, and di- 
rected her how to regulate the Patient. The Cure of theſe Diſeaſes is the 
work of time: for till the internal Viſcera be free of the Strumæ which gene- 

rally they are ſtuft with, the external Cure of them ſignifieth little. They _ 

returned into the Country, and the Child enjoyed a' good meaſure of health 
till about Chriſtzras, and then the Matter fermented again internally and ex- 
ternally, that Air difagreeing with them: upon which account they returned 
back to London early in the Spring, and ſent for me again, and, I think, for 
Dr. Micklethwait. The Child was put into much the ſame Courſe of Phyfick 
as before. I alſo digeſted the Ulcers, and proceeded as I had done thelaſt year:

Foot. rupted. But there being a neceſſity of opening it, I applied a Cauſtick pro- 
5 portionably, and gave vent to an Albugineous Matter, and felt thoſe Bones bare 
from the Tarſas to the firſt Joynt of the Toes. I fomented the Part affected 
with a diſcutient Decoction, and dreſſed the Eſcar with Lenients, to haſten 
ſeparation of the Slough : and as it began to ſeparate, I deterged with Aerc. 
præcipitat. and the Vitriol-ſtone, making way through the luxurious Fleſh to 
the Caries. Then with Doſſils dipt in el. roſ. and ſpir. vini, and preſt out, 
I dreſſed the Bones, and kept the Ulcer ſo dilated, as to ſee the Bones fo far 
as they were carious. But in the applying my Doſſils, they preſſing upon 
the Tendons, render the Ulcer painful, and ſubje& to great Defluxion of a 
thin ſerous Matter, and threatned worſe miſchief. To remedy which, I cut 
off thoſe Tendons, dreſſed up the Ulcer with Digeftives, and applied Refrige- 
- rants externally to reſtrain the Fluxion. At the next dreſſing, finding the 
Tendons contracted, and the Bones more eafie to come at, and ſeeing the Exfo- 
liation of them by Medicaments like to be a tedious work, the Matter ha- 
ving made its way under them, threatning Apoſtemacions in the Sole of the 
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Foot, I reſolved to attempt them by actual Cautery. To which purpoſe I at 
dreſſed them with Doſſils of Lint, to dilate them more for my view; and the a1

On his left 
Leg there was one upon the head of the Fibula near his Knee, another upon 
the Calf of that Leg, a very large one lyingon the out- ſide of that Ancle, ne 
lying upon the middle Toe of the ſame Foot, and two upon his right Arm. 5 
Theſe were all ſuppurated, and there was great. ſuſpicion that the Bone was 
carious in thoſe of his Ancle and Toe. In order to the Cure, they required all 


to be laid open. But how the Patient could bear ſo great an evacuation at 


once, I much doubted: and to open them one after another, would be a flow 
way of proceeding, and ſabje& to many inconveniences. ., I concluded it beſt. 
to lay them all open at one time, while he was in heaft, and had ſtrength to 


bear it. To which purpoſe Icauſed a quantity of ſoft.Cauſtick to be made, _ 
and the next day applied it proportionably large upon every one, ſo as to take 


off all their Covertures, and diſpoſe them to a healing condition. For a ſimple 
Opening in theſe Tumours ſignifies nothing, but to render them fo many ſinu- 
ous Ulcers.

wards cicatrized them all, except thoſe upon the Ancle and Toe, with the 


But thoſe being carious were 
a longer work, the Matter there riſing from within the Bones: they were 
alſo full of looſe Fleſh, and that of the Ancle ſinuous and accompanied with 


Fluxion. The end of the Fibula being likewiſe corrupted by the Tame Mat-

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cicatrizing of it to M Sinus penetrating to the Bone. While that was cicatri. 
zing, I kept the Bone bare with Doſſils preſſed out of ſpir. vini, and dreſſed the 
Bone of the Toe after the ſame manner, till the Ulcer about it was digeſted and 
ready to cicatrize to it. Then I conſumed and dried the Caries in the Bones of 
the Ancle and Toe with actual Cauteries, penetrating very deep into that of 
the Ancle; and repeated this way again and again, till I had waſted the hnmidity 
in each part of it: then dreſſed them with Doſſils of Lint preſſed out of Red 
Wine;and the Parts about with Refrigerants. After I had thus calmed the heat 
in the Ulcers, I kept the Bones dry and bare by the application of Doſſils in ſpir. 
vini, and attended their Exfoliation. But in the mean while a Spina ventoſa 
aroſe in one of his Hands, and the next Toe to the diſeaſed one began to ſwell, 
Upon ſight whereof Dr. Cox was conſulted, and preſcribed Calomel. and other 
Specificks, The Swelling increaſing in the Toe, I propoſed the cutting off 
the other, ſuppoſing that to be the cauſe of it. The Patient appearing unwil- 
ling, I brought in Mr. Hollyer, who incouraged him; and about a fortnight 
after I prevailed, and cut it off, and ſome while after, cut off the other Toe, 
to ſave that Foot. I digeſted and cicatrized theſe Ulcers to the Bones, but 
could not make them exfoliate, till I had burnt the ends of them with an aQu- 
al Cautery ʒ and then they caſt off but ſlowly. The Ulcer in the Ancle I ci- 
catrized down to the Bone, that it lay dry; yet did that Bone make no haſte 
away. During my attendance on theſe, a Swelling aroſe on the outſide of one 
of his Arms near the Elbow. He concealed that from me till it was grown 
very large, and ready to burſt. There alſo aroſe in one night a Spina vertoſa 
on the Fore finger of the ſame Hand where the other aroſe : upon which I 
applied an empl. de ranis cum Mercurio dupl. I laid open the Strumaupon his 
Arm with a Cauſtick, and endeavoured Digeſtion in it by the method uſed 
in the Cure of the other Strumæ: but it grew corroſive, and reſiſted my Endea- 
vours. Iconfulted Dr. Cox again; and conſidering the acidity in his Blood, and 
the approach of Winter, we thought it neceflary to attempt ſomewhat extra- 
ordinary, to prevent farther miſchief; and together concluded that he ſhould 
be put into a light Salivation. Accordingly Iattempred it with Merc. dulcis. 
gut he having taken of that all along, it worked downwards; and he being 
© weak, I durſt not move it by Vomit. But by Suffumigation I raiſed it, and ſali- 
vated him above 17 days: during which the Ulcer in his Arm cured, and the 
Spina vemtaſa on his Hand reſolved: But that other in the Bone of his Fore-fin- 
er increaſed with great Inflammation and Tumour. In the declination of his 
ſpitting we purged him, and ſweat him with a Decoction of ſarſa, &c. After- 
wards he drank his former preſcribed medicated Ale, &c. recovered daily his 
ſtrength, and grew fleſhy ;; his Ulcers healed up, and the Bones caſt off in the 
Ancle: ſo as there remained only a piece of the compaſs of a filver Two-pence, 
and that looſened and thraft off by virtue of a Callus, which cicatrizing with 
the Lips of the Ulcer, made a firm Cicatrix. Vet the Spina ventoſa remained, 
and raiſed a ſmall Apoſtemation on the inſide of the Finger. I laid it open by 
Inciſion to the Bone, and aw it ſmooth and white. I penetrated into it with an 
actual Cautery, and dried it, then dreſſed it with Doſſils preſſed out of ſpir. 
vini, and digeſted, incarned and cicatrized it to the Bone. Having thereby 
diſpoſed it to Exfoliation, and concluding him as it were cured, I left him Di- 
rections to dreſs it, and others to judge of my work, I taking the while a Jour- 
ney into the Countrey.

Others both in City and Coun- 
try informed the Grandmother, that the caſting off of the Rottenneſs in the 
Bone was the work of 5 atid that the Ulcer needed no ſuch Dreſſings as 
L applied. Upon which ſhe perſiſted in ſoliciting the Parents to bring the Child 
back to her ip the Country. Theſe things coming to my knowledge put 
me upon as great a defireto be freed of the Patient, and made me cautious in 
the drefling the Bone: for it did certainly require the actual Cautery; but! 

Areſſed it only ſome days with an armed Probe dipt in à Solution of unguent. 

eiae. and extract. ſcordii ſcalding hot, and afterwards with Doſſils dipt in 

a Compoſition of ol. myrrbæ diftillat. &c. by which at length the Rottenneſs 

ſeemed to be caſt off. I likewiſe complied with all their Inclinations, leav- 
ing out the Doſſils, and permitting the Ulcer to time. At the firſt leaving 
aut the Doſſils the Ulcer contracted, and being callous, and dreſſed with 4 
Pledgit of unguent. tutiæ, retained an Opening large enough todifcharge its ſmall 
quantity of Matter: which gave hopes of its being as it were cured. The la. 
cCeéd Stocking with Compreſſes under it reſtrained the influx of Humour, and 
ſtrenghthned her Foot ſo that ſhe walked tolerably well on it. But not long at | 
ter her Blood fermented, and the Small- pox burſt forth abundantly, threatning 
Her Life. But ſhe happily recovered out of them: yet from that time her Eyes 
began to be afflicted with ſharp Defluxions, and the Humours fermented in 
one of the Glands in her Arm, which was ſeemingly before diſſolved. This 
put me upon the opening it by Cauſtick, and proceeding in the Cure: which 
7 did, rea foon cured it. In order to the Cure of her Eyes, Fon- 
tanels were made. Leeches applied behind her Ears, bliſtering'Plaiſters to 
| her Neck, Intercipients to her Temples, and Applicatiens were made to her 
Eyes z lenient Purgatives and 0 mi were alſo repeated: by which "ſhe 
was relieved. But they being weakened by the Defluxion ; 9 
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ſubject to it, Thus ſhe returned with her Parents. into the Country, ſupplied ; 
with Directions from hence. After her being there ſome. time, her Heel 


apoſtemated, and I was conſulted by Letter. But her Grandmother, liſtenn 
ing to every, Pratler, governed the Child accordingly, and I ſuppoſe it con- 
tinues (till daſlepled. ef ts Noni: ; amr awed oi 8 
A Gentlewoman aged 16 years, of a ſeeming healthy Conſtitution, was ſei- 23 Oba. 
zed with a pain in her Right Foot. Various Remedies were applied; a Bone- my 
ſetter was alſo employed, but the pain increaſing with Tumour, a Chirur- Ab ces in 
geon was entertained ; who, after ſeveral Applications, ſeeing ſomewhat with rot- 
like a Suppuration, opened it: but from that time it growing more ſinuous, REG 
and the Swelling greatly increaſing, he conſulted others of his Profeſſion, and 
afterward left her to be dreſſed by one and another. After ſhe had languiſhed 


near the ſpace of a year and a half, I wasconſulted,and found her Foot laptupin 


a Cataplaſm. Upon the taking which off, I ſaw it extreme big, and all apoſte: 
mated, diſcharging its Matter round, at the outſide, inſide, Sole of the Foot, 
and Heel, ſo that it was eaſie to paſs a Probe through any way. The exter- 

nal Ulcer on the Foot was large, and over- grown with an Hyperſarcoſs : the 
Bones within the ſaid Foot were moſt of them carious in one part or other 5 
ſome of them were rotted to pieces. If this Patient had been tolerably ſtrong of 
Body, Amputation had been of uſe: but ſhe was emaciated, and frequently 
afflicted with a Diarrhea, Cough, and a great weakneſs and dejection of Ap- 
petite. Upon which conſiderations the Ulcers were ſuperficially dreſſed with 
Pledgits of unguent. Apoſtolor. and the Patient perſwaded that the Exfoliation 

of the Bones was the work of time. But it being viſible, that Nature could 
do nothing in her caſe without the help-of Chirurgery in dryingup theluxu- 
rious Fleſh and making way to pull out the rotten Bones, and dreſſing of the 
others which were lefs carious with Medicaments accordingly drying; I'decli- 
ned the medling with it, unleſs I were permitted ſo to dreſs it. Not that I 

had any great hopes that way: but if that were not attempted, ſhe would 
certainly die. At that inſtant we dreſſed up the Ulcer on the upper part of the 
Foot, which was over-ſpread with luxurious Fleſh, with Merc. precipitat. the 
other with unguent. di apomphol. &c. and with Compreſſes and Bandage endea-. 
voured the preſſing out = the Matter, and reſtoring the Foot to ſome ſhape. 
This method was repeated every other day, with Compreſſes of Tow preſſed 
out of acetum wherein had been diſſolved ſal nitri, mytrha, camphora, &c. But 
finding the Fungus ſtill increaſing, we applied the actual Cautery, and there- 

by at once conſumed it down. to the Bone, and drefled it up with Lenients, 
From that day's dreſſing the Matter leſſened daily, and grew well digeſted. 
After the ſeparation of thoſe Sloughs, we attempted the remaining Hyperſar- 

coſts in ſame parts with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and in others with ol. vitrioli. We ap- 

plied Daſſils of Lint dipt in ſpir. vini on the Bones, and ' ſprinkled the luxuri- 

ous Fleſh in the.circumference with Merc. præcipitat. as we ſaw cauſe. If this Pa- 
tient had been any whit ſtronger, I ſhould have uſed the actual Cautery oft- 

ner, and thereby laid all the rotten Bones bare, and dried them with it: butby* © 
reaſon of her weakneſs and great indiſpoſition of Body, I proceeded for the” 
moſt part with Præcipitate, as aforeſaid, and dreſſed her twice a week, or eve- 
ry third day; during which the Foot recovered a better ſhape, the Ulcers alſo 
diſcharged leſs Matter, and ſhe was more at eaſe. Her Phyſician preſcribed 3

_ Spina ventoſa ; alſo the fourth Finger of the ſame Hand was ulcerated, and the 


Bones rotten from the ſecond Joynt to the Knuckle. In order to the Cure of 
this Child there was required a neceſſity. of nouriſhing it, and Fa 


the Habit of body: for he was extremely emaciated, and the Ulcers were 


corroſive and exceeding painful. Upon which conſideration I declined the 
medling with him till they ſnould conſult ſome eminent perſon of our Pro- 
feſſion, who might ſee his deplorable condition, and aſſiſt in the Cure. They 
ſent for Sir Fra. Prujear, who preſcribed medicated Broths, cordial Julips, 
Decoctions of Sarſa, and other Specificks proper in his weak condition, 
I began with the opening that Abſceſs on his Thumb by Incifion, whence 
I diſcharged a curdled Matter; and feeling that Bone carious, I dreſſed it up 
with a Doffil ſpread with»zgnezt.baſilic. and a Plaiſter of the ſame over it: the 
other Fines I dreſſed with ſome of the ſame Unguent, mixt with Merc. pre- 
cipitat. and with unguent. tutiæ over all, endeavouring Digeſtion there. My 
main buſineſs being, to diſpoſe thoſe Ulcers to a healing condition which 
were in the Foot, which diſcharged fo large a quantity of Matter, and threat- 
ned the corruption of the Bones. I made a ſearch into that Ulcer on the in. 
fide of the Foot, and finding it hollow round, I ſtopt up the Orifice with a 
Doſſil, and applied a Cauſtick the whole compaſs of it. To the Ulcer on the 
other part of the Foot, I alſo applied a Cauſtick. The next day Idivided theſe, 
and after the ſtuping them with Red wine, I dreſſed them up with Linients 


and good Bandage. In the dreſſing of the Ulcer on the outſide of the Foot, 


pereciving the Matter likely to raiſe an Abſceſs in the Sole of the Foot, I paſ- 
ſed a Seton-needle between the Bones through that Abſceſs, and prevented its 
farther inſinuation by keeping that Apertion open. As theſe Eſcars caſt off, 

I deterged with Mere. præcipitat. or the Vitriol- tone, and by Epuloticks leſ- 
ſened the Matter, and cicatrized that Ulcer on the infide of the Foot in three 
Months. The other Ulcer I cicatrized alfo to the very Sins paſſing to the 
Sole of the Foot: but one of the Bones being there carious gave me a longer 
trouble. I dreſſed it with a dry ſmall Doſſil; and by keeping the Apertion 
open under it in planta pedis, I drained the Matter, ſecured the exfoliation of 
it, and cured it ſome time after. While theſe Ulcers were digeſting and cica- 
trizing, I proceeded in digeſting and deterging the other Ulcers in the Thumb 
and Fingers. That in the Thumb I dilated with Gentian-roots, and after- 
wards dreſt the Bone with a mixture of unguent: Mgyptiac: ſpir: vini. myrrh: 
and euphorbium hot upon an armed Probe, and kept it dilated with Doflils 
and Refrigerants over it: But finding the Sinus to abound with Matter, and

Ulcers on Fraſ. and Sir Fra. Pruj. who were his Phyſicians. One of the Tumours lay 
the Wriſt tranſverſe the inſide of the Wriſt, and ſeemed to have Matter in it: the other 
To-. lay upon the Joynt of the great Toe under the Nail. I concluded the. Bones 
fool in both places, and began with that in the Wriſt by the application of a 
mild Cauſtick. That night the Child was ſeized with a pain in its fide and a 
Fever. This was thought by the tender Mother to proceed from the applica- 

tion of the Cauſtick: but the Child ſoon recovering out of it, ſhe was ſatisfi- 

ed by her Phyſicians otherwiſe, -and I was permitted to proſecute the Cure 

as I Judged neceſſafy. Whereupon I went on in dividing the Eſcar, and gave 

vent to a curdled Matter, dreſſing it up with Lenients, and provided againſt 


the next dreſſing a Fotus diſcutient and drying. At the next opening 1 fo- 


mented the Tumour, ſprinkled Præcipitate into the divided Efcar, and dreſſed 
it up. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, the Ulcer appeared full of a luxurious 
Fleſh, and the Matter abounded much. I made a ſearch with a Probe, and 


found a Sinus between the Radius and Ulna, and the Bones carious. I laid open 


that Sinus by Cauſtick, and after ſeparation of the Eſcar, deterged with Merc, 
ræcipitat. &c. and kept that part dreſſed with Doſſils preſſed out of ſpir. vini. 
here was in the Child ſuch an acrimony in his Blood, that I could not keep 
the Ulcer digeſted 2 days, nor check the influx of Matter, it ifffinuating it ſelf 


into the Wriſt in ſpight of all my endeavours. The very tranſpiration behind 


his right Ear ulcerated, and grew difficult of cure. Upon ſight whereof the

Having thus in ſome meaſure checked the Fluxion, and 
diſpoſed the Hand to cure, I began with that Tumour. upon the Toe by the 


application of a Cauſtick, and gave vent to a curdled Matter. Upon ſearch, 


finding the Bone carious, and part of it lying under the Nail, I was neceſſita- 
ted to apply a ſmall Cauſtick thereon ; which having ſoftned the Nail, I cut 
refled it with Doſſils of Lint preſſed out of 

ſpir. vini afterwards I dreſſed it with a mixture of anguent. ꝑjptiac. &c. up- 
onan armed Probe hot, and diſpoſed it to exfoliate. . This Child had an ex- 
tream ill Habit of body, the IIlcers frequently corroding one part as it heal. 

ed in others, or fermenting in his Blood, and affecting his Lungs or his Bowels 
with bilious Colieks, G. ſo that the Phyſicians met alſo with much difficul- 
ty. But at length an Exfoliation of the Cartilage of the Joynt of the Toe caſt 

off, ſo alſo the Caries in the Bone, and that Ulcer cured : two flips of Nail 
alſo thruſt out from the remaining Ligament along the ſides, but there grew.

dut the Ulcer between the Radius and the Vina did not caſt off its Bones; but 
being well digeſted, and the Bone diſpoſed to Exfoliation, it was thought fit 
to ſupply them with Medicaments and Directions, and remove him into his 
own Country, to take the benefit of the Air.

_ "Compreſſion with a laced Sock thruſt the Matter out of its ſeveral Cavities, 

\ Yet in a declining part of the infide of the Foot I afterwards feeling a ſmall 
collection of Matter which could not be diſcharged that way, I gave vent to it 
by Cauſtick, and digeſted it. After I had thus made way for diſcharge of the 
Matter, I reſtrained the Humour from flowing into the Foot, and reſtored itto | 
its natural figure, having no more left to do, but attend the Exfoliation of the 
ſeveral Bones. Dr. Willis began to purge the Patient with the above-preſcribeq 
Bolus: but there happening thereupon a Superpurgation, he declined the re- 
peating of that Purge, and omitted the proſecuting of the aforeſaid Courſe pre- 
ſcribed by Dr. B. upon which the Matter fermented; and cauſed a pain in the 
Knee of his other Leg Dr. Bate being deceaſed, Dr. Tl. Cox was conſulted, and 
adviſed the repeating of Calomel. &c. But it not being proſecuted, other pains 
aroſe. During which it happened that an old Gentleman came in, who had 
formerly lived in the Barbzdoes, and practiſed Chirurgery amongſt his Slaves. 
He deſired to ſee our Patient dreſſed, and ſeeing the Foot without Tumour,

and the Matter little and well digeſted, confidently undertook the Cure, by the 
giving him a Wound- drink. and applying an Ointment to the Ulcers.” The Pa- 
rents rejoycing to hear their Son might be ſo eaſily cured, deſired me to give 
way to it, and permit my Kinſman Jaques Wiſeman to dreſs him with that 
Unguent, (which was no other than the Juice of Clowns All-heal made up 
with Butter or Hogs-lard.) I complied: with their deſires, but withal adviſed 
them to leave off the uſe of the Bandage, knowing well that it would ſwell, 
and diſcourage the Undertaker. - But they continued it; and after ſome of 
their Servants had learned how to dreſs him, they diſmiſſed my Kinſman. 1 
would gladly have finiſhed the Cure, but I took my leave by the way of a 
Letter, wherein I predicted what followed: for what could be expected from 
greay Ointments, but corruption of the Bones; This young Gentleman be- 
ing thus taken dut of my hands, gave occaſion to ſome envious men of my 
Profeſſion to report it otherwiſe to my prejudice ; whereof I have here in- 
ſerted the Letter I received from his Father in anſwer to mine.

A Child of about 5 years of age came out of the Country the Summer after 1 Obſer⸗ 
the burning of the City of London, with an Ulcer in his Heel and another in 3 
his Arm, with carious Bones. His Friends conſulted a Chirurgeon of their Ulcers * 
acquaintance, who perſwaded them to return with the Child into the Coun- 8 
try, telling them Time would cure it. But that proving an ill Chirurgeon; : 

and not performing it, they brought the Child agkin about a year after to 


London, and came to me with him. He was then languiſhing under a Hectick 


10 Fever, the Ulcer in the Heel was very large,and the Bone totally rotten, There 
1 was alſo another upon the Os aſtragali as bad, and others upon thoſe Bones 
40 which led to the ſecond and third Toes. On the outſide of the other Leg there 
4 was a ſinuous Ulcer, and the lower part of the Fibula was carious, as likewiſe 
5 was the inſide of that Ancle. The right Hand was ulcerated from the Wriſt 
12 upon the Arm between the Radius and Ulna, making Ulcers on both ſides of the 
1 Bones: they were alſo carious the length of between two and three inches: 
7 his Neck was alſo full of Strumæ, and to theſe he had an Ozæna, and athick 
FR chapt Lip. I would gladly have declined the medling with him, as beingmy _ 
p ſelf then much indiſpoſed, and the more at the fight of this miſerable crea- 
od ture, mhoſe condition I knew not how to help. For to propoſe Amputation

us licet colligere, neque facilem neque omnino tutam hanc Chirurgiameſſe, &c. The 
firſt Chirurgeon in my memory that attempted the Extirpating them, was the 
late deceaſed Mr. Ed. Mol. an excellent Operator. He attempted it upon a 
Perſon of Honour by actual Cautery through a Cannula well contrived for 
chat purpoſe. * I afterwards ſaw. him burn ſeveral. He paſſed the Cautery 
through the body of them, and by repeating of it twice or thrice he burnt a 
hole through them, and accordingly crimpled them up; as may be yet ſeen | 
in that Noble Perſon, ſomewhat of the Excreſcence ſtill remaining; and not &1 
without ſome uneaſineſs at certain times : upon which account Thad the ho- 
nour to ſee it ſome years ſince. The way by potential Cautery is, by work- 
ing with a Cauſtick-ſtone and other Eſcaroticks fix d in ſuch an Inſtrument as 
may ſerve to eat into them, without offending the neighbouring ſound Parts. 
To which purpoſe I make my way into the body of the Gland, conſuming it 
within and at laſt the Shell (or exteriour parts) falls in pieces and is ſo ra- 
dicated. The way by Exciſion is, by making a Ligature about the baſes of 
them, and ſnipping them cloſe off with a pair of crooked Probe-Sciffors. 
In this work you ought to conſider well how they are radicated, For ſome. 
times they are rooted like a Criſta deeper in the Throat: in which, if in cut- 
ting them out you only cut that part you tied, and cut the Ligature at the 
fame time, it will ſlip down into the Throat, and hazard their choaking. 
Therefore whilſt you hold the Ligature with onè hand, you muſt paſs the 

| Sciſſors dowm as cloſe by the baſes of it as you can, ſo as by one ſnip you 
may cut it clear off. But wet ſhould fail, it will be neceſſary td have 
another Ligature fitted in an Inſtrument for your purpoſe, and the Patient's 
Head to be held ſteady, that in caſe you fail in the firſt attempt, and it fall 
into the Throat, you may readily return it, and tie it'at the ſame time, which 
is no difficult thing to do. The Exciſion made, the bleeding will ſoon he ſtopt 
by gargling with Oxycrate; and you may cicatrize it in a few days by Wack 
ing it with the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones. I ſhall give you ſome Inſtances of 
my practice therein, and ſhew you my firſt attempt in the Extirpation of 
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them by Eſcarotick and Exciſion in this following Obſervation. AOL IL 
A Perſon of Honour, aged 10 years, having been ſome years diſeaſed with 1. Obſer-- 
{A preter-natural Swellings in her Tonſils, with great Defluxion tpon her "or bg 
Lungs, alfo Difficulty of breathing, and at laſt of ſwallowing; her Drink fre- on of boch 
quently running out at her Noſe, was brought to London, and put into tlie hands * 
of Sir Fra. Prujean and Dr. Luke Rugely. Mr. Arris was Chirurgeon to the fa. 
mily. Various Remedies had heen preſcribed; but they proving ineffectal 
to remove them, I was conſulted, and propoſed the Extirpation of them by 
actual Cautery. But that not being admitted, I undertook it by Eſcaroticks, 
and carne the next day prepared, and placed her in a clear light, her head lean. 
ing to a Bed-poſt, Mr. Arris fitting behind, holding it ſteady. I began with 
the left Tonſil, holding her Tongue down with a Speculupe Lingus, while 1 
preſſed into'the body of the Tumour wich a long- pointed Cauſtick-ſtone fixed 
to a Stick. After I had held it a while, I pull'd it out, and with a Firr-ſtick 
dipt in oleo vitrioli preſſed into the ſame place, then pulled out that too, and 
gave her a Glaſs of water to waſn her Mouth, I repeated the uſe of the ſeve- 
ral Cauſticks ; ſhe waſhing her Mouth always: after the uſe of them: By this 
method I penetrated into both the Tonſils, and divided the left into two. In 
the time of working with the Cauſtick, 7 dried up thg Salts of them with 
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armed Probes, ſo well, that her. Mouth was not fretted in any part by them: 
and after I had finiſht the work, I waſh, the Tonſils with deen. hordes, and 
ſhe afterwards gargled with a pleaſant Julep made of diſtild Water, acet. rof. 
and ſyr. diaworov. Having divided the one Tonſil, and diminiſhed the other, 
I cauſed an Inſtrument to be made to convey a Ligature about the baſis of 
them, with deſign to tie and cut them off one after another. I began with 
the left Tonſil, paſſing a Ligature upon the one half, and cut it off cloſe, 
There happening no diſturbance by bleeding, I tied the other, and cut it off: 
then with a Vitriol-ſtone I rubb d the remaining baſes, and thereby ſmoothed 
and cicatrized in 4 or 5 days: I then began with the right Tonſil. Mr. Ari, 
holding her Head as formerly, I made a Ligature upon the baſis of it, and hold. 
ing the end of it with thy right hand, I paſſed a pair of Probe-Sciffors with 
my other hand cloſe by the ſaid baſer, and ſuppoſing I had encompaſſed the 
root, I clipt; but it not coming away, I thruſt my Sciſſors downwards, and 
cut again, being confident I had clipt through the fleſhy body. I pull'd the 
Ligature, but it not coming, I was ſomewhat ſurprized what ſhoulds be the 
cauſe : therefore pulling my Sciſſors a little back, and turning them more off 
from the baſes, I clipt again, cut off the bigger part of it, and brought it out 
with my Ligature : at which inſtant ſhe choaked. The Ladies ſeeing it ſhrie- 
| ked, and became troubleſome. I deſired Mr. Arris to fit ſtill while the Pa- 
tient choaked : ſhe gaping, I gaſſed into her Throat the Inſtrument I had 
made the Ligature by, and railing up the remaining Excreſcence, ſhe teco- 
vered, and cried, Shall I live? I replied, Yes, if you ſit ſtill. I paſſed ano- 
ther Inſtrument fitted with a Ligature. In changing the Inſtruments the Ex: 
creſcence ſlipt down, and ſhe choaked again, but L raiſed it up and relieved her: 
then tied the Ligature upon it, and looked into her Throat, where I ſaw it 
rooted like a Cocks Comb, and that in endeavouring to cut the Tonſil cloſe 
by the root, I had cut below the part I had tied. Which if I could have fore- 
ſeen, and have paſſed my Sciſſors cloſe a little lower, one ſnip had brought 
it clear away ; but not ſuppoſing it rooted ſo low, and working blind-fold, 
I was at a loſs, But being now better informed, I paſſed my crooked Probe- 
ſciſſors down lower, cut it clean off by the roots, and brought it away with 
my Ligature. I cicatrized it with the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones in few days. 
vet ſome while after ſhe was cured, a part of her Drink came out of her Noſe; 
which happened by reaſon of the Tonſils drawing that part of her Palate 
down lower than naturally it ſhould ; and I ſuppoſe that was the Guſe of 
her ſpeaking ſo. But ſome while after, ſhe was freed of thoſe Inconveniencies. 
A Gentleman aged 25 years, who had been long ſubject to Defluxions, Ge. 
Le from over-grown Tonfils, and taken much Phyſick unſucceſsfully, was recom- 
rightTon- mended. to me. The right Tonſil being very large, I propoſed the cutting it 
8 a. off. The Patient's Friends conſulted their Phyſtcian and Chirurgeon: they 
daʒdd not really aſſent to it. But notwithſtanding, the Patient and his Friends 
perceiving ther e was no other way of Cure, they recommended hini again to 
my care. I made a Ligature upon it, with deſign to have cut it off at that 
inſtant z. but obſerving their great apprehenſions of a Flux of blood, c. 1 
deferred it till the next morning, and then Iſaw it ſnrunk and much leſſened. 
I took hold of the Ligature with one hand, and paſſing my Probe- ſciſſors doſe 
by the root of it, at one ſnip cut it off, and brought it away with the Ligature, 
it ſcarce bleeding one jot.

I then made a ſearch with a a 
Probe, and perceived the Matter had not only made a deep Cavity down- 
ward, but alfo rendred all the inner part of the Tongue hollow. I dreſſed 
the Abſceſs with ſyrup. de roſes ſiccis, and applied empl. ad herniam with a 
third part of empl. Cæſaris externally under the Chin; deterging it afterwards 
with a Solution of e Xg yptiac. in decoct. ſalvie, beton. apii, &c. then incar- 
ned and cicatrized it. But ſome While after it roſe again in a Tumouras for- 
merly. Upon ſight whereof I opened it by actual Cautery on both ſides of 
the Ranula, by which the Matter was again diſcharged, and the Tumour wa- 
ſted. During the time I was endeavouring the Cure, ſhe was purged, and 
put into an Antiſtrumatical courſe of Phyſick, and was at laſt cured as above- 
ſaid. Whether ſhe relapſed afterwards I know not, having neither ſeen nor 


heard of her from that time to this.

She came to me daily 
to be drefſed. The Abſceſſes digeſted, but the Tumours would not fink: 


- Wherefore I cut off their Lips; yet they did not lie ſo ſmooth as deſigned. 


Upon which conſideration I would have burnt them by actual Cautery : but 
the mention of that ſo terrified her, that ſhe came no more to me I have 
inſerted this Caſe for the rarity of it, and am confident the actual Gautery

' WOU ND is a Solution of continuity in any Part of the Body ſud- 
denly made, by any thing that cuts or tears, with a diviſion of the 
- This Definition differs much from what is uſually delivered by Authors Y 
and it is fit it ſhould, For they generally defining a Wound by a Solution in 
parte molli, do thereby exclude a Cut made into a Bone, as that into the Cra- 
nium by aPole-axe, Oc. which why it ſhould not be called a Wound I know 
not. I fay, it is made by any thing that cuts or tears. Other Authors define it 
to be made by an external Inſtrument, &c. How then do they call that fra 
Curam cum vulnere, a Fracture with a Wound, where the Bone from within 
makes the Wound, and thruſts it ſelf quite through the Fleſh > Sexxertas 
adds to his Definition, that it be done à re ſecante & acuta + yet he reckons | 
thoſe for Wounds that are made by Bullets, although it be a Cannon-ſhot. 
I do therefore think it fit to make my Definition more comprehenſive, and to 
take in whatſoever makes a ſudden Solution of continuity, at leaſt immediate- 
ly and by it ſelf, on what Part ſoever it lighteth. So a Cut into a Bone is a 
Wound: Tearing: the Fleſh, Nerve, Sinew, Tendon or Cartilage, by Bullet, 
Stone, Splinter, &*c. is a Wound. Only I add this reſtriction, that the Sin 
ſt be likewiſe divided: by which laſt words I exclude Fractures that come 
not through the Skin, and Contuſions if the exterior Parts be continuous. 
But by the word in I underſtand not only the external Cutis, but alſo the

Diff= A Wound thus defined admits of many Differences, of which I know none 
rence of that can be properly called eſſential. Great or ſmall, deep or ſhallow, wide 
| or narrow, ſtraight or crooked, round or angular, are but accidental Diffe- 
rendes. Diſtirctions taken from the Weapons, whether ſharp or blunt, Sword, 
Rapier, or Bullet, Cut, Prick, or Tearing, are likewiſe but accidental. Thoſe that 
took moſt like eſſential Differences are they which are taken from the Subject 
in which the Wound (which is it ſelf but an Accident) inhereth, viz. from 
the Fleſh, Skin, Brain, Nerve, Tendon, Artery, Vein, Griſtle, Bone, ec. All

The time of taking out the Stitches is, when the Parts are agglutinated; 
which is ſooner or later according to the habit of Body, or Seaſon of the year. 
Commonly in great tranſverſe Wounds eight days are required; in leſs 
Wounds not ſo deep, three or four days: in the Face, do it the next Dreſſing, 
leſt the Stitches make ſo many Scars. But in this work you muſt uſe your judg- 


ment: for ſometimes the Wound may ſeem to be agglutinated, while the Lips

are held together by Suture, which, after the Stitches are cut out, is not ſo ex 
actly cicatrized, but that you might have done better to have leſt the Stitches

en daily. A young Gentleman about 18 years of age, of a good Habit of 
body, one day ſporting in the Country with his Gun and Dogs, was prickt 


with a Thorn on the outſide of the Calf of his Leg. He took little notice of 
it till the Evening, and then dreſt it with a little Balſam. The next Morning it 


was more painful and inflamed, and at length terminated in a Phlegmon. I was 
then ſent for, and found the Tumour large and full of Matter, and in the lower 
part about the Foot an œdematous Tumour. I opened the ſwelling above, and, 
diſcharging a quantity of Matter, cured the Patient as is uſual in Phlegmons. 

If this perſon had been treated according to the univerſal Regiment, by 
Bleeding and lenient Purgatives, G. nay, if only after this particular Regi- 


- begianivg ment, in preſerving the Temperament of the part, he had been dreſſed, as in 
of a Hb this caſe he ought to have been, by Refrigerants and Aſtringents, to have pre- 


vented the influx of Humours, and with a Pledgit of baſilicon, to cauſe Ma- 
turation in the feſtred Scratch, with convenient Bandage over all; it had pre- 
ſerved the Tone of the Part, and cured the Sore without farther trouble. 


To proceed rationally by this Intention in Wounds, your firſt Application 


ought to be of ſuch Medicaments as have- an aggultinative faculty, as bolus 
Armen. ſang. dracon. thus, aloes, gum. elemi, colophon. terelinth. and apply over 


them ſuch as are cooling, and of an aſtringent quality, to reſiſt the Influx of 
Humours, as Cloths dipt in the Juices of the following Plants, fol. plantag.

Lips contracted various ways, and ſo the Cure is rendred much more difficult. 1 
Theſe kind of Wounds are not ſo often ſeen in times of Peace, but in the 9 
Wars they are frequent, eſpecially when the Horſe- men fall in amongſt the 
Infantry, and cruelly hack them; the poor Souldiers the while ſheltering their 
Heads with their Arms, ſometimes with the one and then the other, until they 

be both moſt cruelly mangled: and yet the Head fareth little the better the 
while for their Defence, many of them not eſcaping with leſs than two or 
three Wounds through the Scull to the Membranes, and often into the Brain. 
And if the man fly, and the Enemy purſue, his Hinder parts meet with great 
Wounds, as over the Thighs, Back, Shoulders, and Neck. Mr. Sanderſon, now 
one of the Chirurgeons of St. Bartholomew's Hoſpital, was once with me 
aſliſting in the dreſſing ſuch. At Sterling in Scotland Mr. John Chaſe, Apothe- 
cary to his Majeſty, helped me in the like work. One of the Souldiers had 
ſuch a gaſh thwart the Nape of his Neck, that it was a wonder to us he lived. 

His Wound was full of Maggots ; and ſo were thoſe of all the reſt that were 
inflicted on the Hinder parts, they having been ſome days undreſt. 

In order to the Cure of theſe Wounds, you are in the firſt place to cleanſe 
them, and then to endeavour the bringing of the Lips together by the Incar- 
native Suture, making ſo many Stitches as may retain them together. And if 
you doubt this way nor ſufficient, you may then, as in a Hair-lip, paſs Needles 
or Pins through the Lips of the Wound, with little Plates of Lead to ſecure 
them from tearing. But if the Wound be ſo deep as you ſuſpect its incarning 
in the bottom, you muſt leave a declining Orifice for the diſcharge af Matter. 

If the Wound hath laid long undreſſed, or were not ſtitched at the Hrſt dreſ- 

ſing, and be now ſo contracted and ſtubborn that the Lips of it will not be 

brought near one another; you muſt then foment them warm with ſome le- 

nient Decoction.eæ fol. & rad. althee, malve, viol. ſem. lini, &c. or with new 

Milk ; then joyn them together, as hath been ſaid, and dreſs them ks Wounds 

ſo ſtitcht.

If it did not thus digeſt, yet I concluded that at the next dreſſing it would be 
in our power to lay open the wound, and divide the Artery, without hur- 
ting the Nervous or Tendanous bodies near it. But the next day I found the 
Patient unſatisfied how his wound could cure ſo dreft, without a Tent, and 
often murmuring that it would rankle; yet he continued pretty eaſie, and did 
not bleed during thoſe three days. The fourth day at the opening we found 
no Blood but what was mixt with Matter, the wound alf6 lockt well; yet 
I complied with the Patient, and put in a fhort Tent ſpread with the Dige- 
ſtive as before. The third day after we opened it, and ſaw upon the Dreſſing 
ſome freſh Blood followed by a thick white Matter, as from a Phlegmoy. 
It procggded from gn Apoſtemation made by the Eſcaroticks. The wound 
thus digeſting, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and Dreſſed it with a Doſſil, 
and by good Embrocations, Compreſs and Bandage endeavoured the preſ- 
ſing out of the Matter: which accordingly leſſened each dreſſing, but was not 
well digeſted, nor free from ſome ſmall tincture of Blood. But this proceeded 
from his ill Habit of body, he being higbly Scorbutical, and ſubject to Fain» 
ting, loſs of Appetite, and pituitous Swellings on his Feet. Upon which account 
Doctor V. was conſulted , and fomewhat relieved him. After his wound 
was cured? I cauſed a ſtreight pair of Stockings tobe laced on both Legs, to 
reſtrain the Swelling, and prevailed with him to rife daily: and after he was 
able to walk, he retired into the Country, but hath not yet got off the Dif. 
eaſe he heightned by keepifig within doors with this little wound. Doubtleſs - 
this Cure had been ſpeedier, if immediately at the firſt dreſſing his Leg had 
been bound up with Aglutinatives, and the whole committed to Nature.

©. Of A poor fellow living in the Country was accidentally in letting blood prickt 
var. of an in an Artery. The Arm ſwelling and growing painful, he put himſelf into 


in another Barber-Chirurgeon's hands,who by unfit Applications rarified the Tu- 
lung mour, and made way tothe Extravaſation of the blood; which increaſing the 
blood. Tumour, and rendring it ſoft, was ſuppoſed by the Barber to be a Suppura- 
tion of Matter. He accordingly opened it by Knife or Lancet: at which an im- 
petuous Flux of blood burſt forth, w the quantity of 4 flaggons (as they told 
me.) They made a ſhift to ſtop it: but the Bandage being made too Hard and 
unequal, the Arm ſwelled, and inclined to gangrene. While this poor man lay 
thus afflicted, we his Majeſty and Royal Highneſſe's Chirurgeons, attending the 
Court, viſited him, and prepared for the taking up this Artery, or, in caſe of fail- 
ing, to cut off his Arm. The Patient being taken out of his bed, and placed in 2 
Chair towards the light, we took off the Dreſſings, and I viewed the Arm: 
where finding no Gangrene, according to the report of the Chirurgeon, but 
rather an Ecebymoſis, we made a Bandagg above the wound, to prohibit the 
Influx of blood. One of the Chirurgeons making a gripe thereon, we made 
an Incifion into the Tumour on the inſide of his Arm, according to the length 
of it, over the Artery z and after we had pMed out the coagulated blood, and 
laid the Veſſel bare, we paſſed a Needle with a Ligature under the Artery, and 
tied it, then cut off the ends of it, and looſened the Bandage above: and ſeeing 
ñt bleed no more, we dreſſed it up with Pledgits dipt in the common Dige- 
tive ex terebanth. cum vitell. ovi, applying them with pv. Galen; next the Ar- 
tery, and lightly filled up the wound with Pledgits of the Digeſtive dipt in 
- ol. roſ. warm ; then embrocated the Arm with ſorpe of the ſame Oil, and laid 
_  a,dzachalcit. Plaiſter over the wound and Parts about, alſo applied exvpl. Pa- 
racelß and diachalcit. over the Hand and Arm, which were œdematous. Then 
with Bandage we began at the Hand, and rowled up to the wound, taking 4 
turn or two over it, and ſo rowled up the Axilla. He being returned again 
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to his Bed, we placed his Hand upon his Breaſt, and felt his Pulſe beat ſtrong- 
ly in that Wriſt: At the next dreſſing we found the Tumour diſperſed, the 
Wound freſh, and tolerably digeſted. We then paſſed another Ligatare upon 
the Artery above the firſt, and in pulling the firſt to divide the Artery between 
the Ligatures, the Artery broke; which was as welt. We dreſt it up as be- 
fore we had done, only leaving out the Powders. At the next Opening, find- 
ing the wound in a very good condition, the Lips of it being digeſted and 
contracted, we-dreſt it up with mundiſ. Paracelſi, &c. Then ſeeing it in a 
hopeful way of Cure, I returned to London, leaving the Patient to my Fel- 
lows, who dreſt it ſucceſsfully the ſpace of io days without any appearance of 
blood. In ſome of their abſence the Barber-Chirurgeon dreſſed the Patient. 
Whether it was in wiping off the Knot, or crowding in Doſſils, but it burſt 
out again: yet the Artery being divided, it ſoori ſtopt by the application ok 
Colcothar, and from that time it bled no more. The ancient way of Deligati- 
on is, as I have already ſaid, by tying it in two diſtinct places, and cutting 
the Artery off between : but the Patient's often fainting interrupted us in 
that work. And truly in this caſe, where a Barber was to be intraſted with 
the Cure, it had been better that the Artery had not been divided; for then 
it would not have been in his power to have rubb'd off the Ligature, and be- 
fore the Wound could have been ready to cicatrize, the Ligature would have 
fallen off of it (elf, without danger of bleeding. Ss] 3

fderation in Chirurgery, becauſe they wholly ceaſe from action and are irre- andi Ten- 


coverable : but when prickt by a ſharp-pointed Weapon, which kind of wound dns. 
is called a Puncture, they are much to be regarded. So alſo Tendons : not 
the ſmall Fibres of them, (which are in every wound of the Fleſhy parts,) 
but the main body of them, (which uſually make up either the tail or head of a 
Muſcle. If you would know whether theſe are wounded or not, conſider the 
place wounded, viz. whether near the Joynt in the inſide of the Arm or Leg, 
or the end of the Muſcle, or in the Tendonous parts of the Hand and Foot. 
The Symptoms are, great Pain and Inflammation, alſo a contraction and hard- Signs. 
neſs in the Nerve or Tendon. But if the Nerve be quite divided, the pain is 
little, only a kind of Stupor or Numbedneſs. According as the Nerve is more 
or leſs conſiderable, ſo alſo the particular Part is lame more or leſs.

Such Accidents: have and will happen to all that let blood, whether Phyſicians 
or Chirurgeons: Which is the reaſon, that ſome of our old experienced Chi- 

rurgeons Tia. after letting blood, always apply aPledgit of baſilicom upon the 
Aperture with emplaſtr. diachalcit. over it, which by its digeſtive quality ſe- 


dipt in Water, endeavour to reſtrain the flowing of the Serum to the 
Dreſſing. At the time we let people blood, they are commonly labouring 
under ſome great Fermentation, or apprehend it ſo : no wonder then if it 
ſometimes fall upon the Part, where it was invited by Bandage. I have been 
ſent for into the Country to a perſon, that, after a letting blood, was ſeized 

with an Eryſipe las or bilious — nmation the whole length of the Arm. The 
Aperture in the Vein might poſſible be the cauſe ; but that place was not af- 


conſcionable, as he ſaid, to ask five pounds for curing an Arm he had made 
ſore by his letting Blood. But I. hope no perſon is ſo ignorant or malicious, 
to impute ſuch Accidents to a Puncture of the Nerve or Tendon. , © | 
For when they are really prickt, their Symptoms (as you may read in all 
thoſe that have writ of them) are ſudden, with vehement Pain, Faintings, 
Convulſions, and attended with great Defluctions. They do not terminate 
preſently in Suppuration, but gleet, and will not yield to a ſimple anodyne Ca- 
taplaſm of White-bread and Milk. 5 . 
All Wounds of the Nerves and Tendons are dangerous, but more or leſs ac- 
cording as they are of uſe. Thoſe of the Nerves are attended with the ſevereſt 
Symptoms, and ſeize the Patient more ſuddenly. But whether it be Nerve or 
Tendon, the tranſverſe Wound is moſt dangerous, and difficult of Cure. 
In order to their Cure, there are other conſiderations required ; and in the 
firſt place, whether the Nerve or Tendon lie open in view, or under coverture 
of the Skin. If they lie covered under the Skin or Membrana adipoſa, then 


ded Nerve or Tendon. Your Medicaments proper in theſe Grievances ought. 
to be ſuch as are of hot, dry and ſubtle parts, to conſume that Ichorous water 
which firſt affects them, and cauſeth the Putrefaction. In the beginning uſe 
ol. roſ. with a little Bay- ſalt diſſolved and dropt into the Part ſcalding hot; 
upon which may be applied a Pledgit ſpred with beſlicon dipt in the ſame Oil, 
- and thè Part embrocated about cum ol. lumbric. and emplaſt.ò bolo over it as 
a Defenſative. But if the Inflammation and Tumour be great, apply this Ca- 


flor. rof; rub. flor. cham. ſambuci, & ſummit. abſinth. an. 511. boil theſe in Wine, 
or in common Li xivium, adding oxywel. Ji1j. ol. roſ. 3j, Miſe. fo rowl up the 
Part gently. If there be much Pain, dreſs it twice a day. If the Part requires 


rebinth. or elſe, Rol. ſabinæ & terebinth. 3ij. Miſc. or oleum coſtinum, rutæ ſabinæ, 
aneth. ſcorpion. &c. Theſe are all proper Medicaments to dreſs them with; 
but ol. rof. and Salt have alway ſerved my Purpoſe. 3 nd 

In your application of Medicaments you muſt confider what degree of heat 
and ficcity is proper for the offended Nerve or Tendon. If in your uſe of theſe 
Medicaments your Patient feels not the heat of them, or feels it vehemently, 
they are not then rightly fitted, for in the former caſe they do not enough 
dry that Sanies ; in the latter they do inflame the part. If the Patient feel the 
heat moderately, the Medicine 1s good : but if from the uſe of the Medicine 


the Part-itch and ſmart, and the Aperture made by Puncture gape, then the Me- 
dicament is ſtronger than it ſhould be. If the hardneſs go off with the contra- 
' Rion, and the Lips of the Wound relax, tis a good ſign. I ſhall give you one

Fallopius tells us, that where the Cranium is contuſed, certain Spots will ap- 
pear red, not unlike thoſe white ones which are uſual in the Nails of the fin- 
gers; but after the third day the blood exhales, and that redneſs ceaſeth.

He on, — 7 
ſent for a Chirurgeon, who dreſs d his Wound and cured it ; during which the wound by 
Patient went daily abroad without any conſideratipn of it. About the ſeven: ger 
teenth day, towards the Full-moon, as he was coming home one Morning, he checrown 
felt his Legs faulter, and before he was got up ſtairs into his Chamber his 
Tongue failed him. His Frfends and Servants put him into Bed, and ſent fag » 
me. They declared to me how he had been wounded ſuch a day, and the 
manner of his being ſeized with the Paralyſit. I ſaw a neceſſity of lay ing open - = 
the Hairy Scalp, and offered to go away, that I might ſend for ſome of mx m/ Mw 
Servants tohelp me. He apprehending that I was leaving him as deplorable, . Bf 
catcht hold of me, and would have ſpoke to me, but could not. He made 
 figns for Pen, Ink and Paper, and endeavoured to write, but could not form 
one Letter. He then threw himſelf. down in his Bed, breathing out Jeſ. 1 
prayed his Patience telling him I would*return ſuddenly, But before I went _ 
I let him blood 10 Ounces, and returned again within an hour, and found 
that he had loſt the uſe of his Arms. I conſidered'the Wound, and conclu g 
a neceſſity of ſetting on aTrepan, I cauſed his Head tobe preſently ſhaved, and 
made a circular Incifion-about the Wound. Then ng Ng the Hairly, KB 
Salp ſmooth off with my Spatula, I both ſaw and felt the Bone, but eould . - , | 
diſcover no Fault in it. I dried up the Blood with Spunges dipt in Vinegar, JF 
raiſed up the Lips round with my Spatula from the Bone, and with a freſh 
| Spunge having dried up the Blood, I looked again under them 5 but could diſ - 
cover nothing ill in the bared Cranium. I then filłd up the Wound with Doſſils 
of dry Lint, and applied a Digeſtive ex terebizth. over the Lips, embrocating 
the Parts about cum ol. roſ. and laid on a Cataplaſm-e farin. hord. flor. roſcrubr. _- 
balauſt. in vino rub. with Hr. de roſ. ſtec. &c. That day Sir Fr. Pruj. gave him 
a viſit, and preſcribed him a Clyſter, Cordials, Juleps, and what elſe he thought 
neceſſary. The next day was Full- moon, at which time the Brain is thought 
to riſe high, and the Veſſels are turgid; wherefoge I deferred the ſetting on 
the Trepan, contenting my ſelf wich the letting him blood agam. All this 
while he was in a Fever, and depriv d of his Speech and Limb. The next mor- - 
ning, between 10 and 1 of the clock, in the preſence of Sir F. mj. Serj Pyle, 
Mr. Arris and Mr. R. who thought himſelf concerned for his Servant, and- 
had firſt dreſs d him, I took off Dreſſings, and look d into the ound. We 
found no Fiſſure, however there was a heceſſity of perforating the Cranium. 
Whereforg without delay I began to Work with the Trepan, which I much * 
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pPrefet before a Trephine, it e Fn Inſtrument which doth its work/lightly,

to be commended befote the Trephine. After I had bored the Bone, and taken

4 little Reſin warm. This way of dreſſing was objected againſt, as I expected; 


but 1 dreſs d it up, and aſſured them that I would cure this Patient without ap. 
lying any other Remedy to the Dura mater than theſe two ſimple Medicaments: 

ut withal, I was much unſatisfied in my ſelf, that ſuch grievous Symptoms, 
as loſs of Speech and Limbs, with a Fever, ſhould afflict the Patient, and yet 


no depreſt Bone or Fiſſure, nor ought of Matter or Sanies appear upon the Dy. 


ra mater. This, I ſay, troubled me much, I fearing ſome other place, or that 
the Blood lay putrefied under the Dura mater. But I dreſs'd it up with a ſoft 
found Doffil next the Sindon, and the Bone with Sximent. Arcei, continued the 


Digeſtive to the Lips of the Wound, and applied an epi. de beton. mag. over 


all, them laid him down in his Bed. Going preſently out of hiscloſe Room 
(where I was crowted up with great Lights burning near me) into the freſh 
Air, I preſently burſt out with a violent Coughing of Blood: yet the next 


day I dreſs'd the Patient again, and found his Speech and Limbs, reſtored ;| 


but he was hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened his Wound, and finding all as 
| well as I could expect, I dreſt up the Dura mater again as before, with the 
* ſame Oil and Refin : and after had bound him up as is uſual in theſe Caſes, 
J let him blood 10 Ounces, and adviſed the repeating of Clyſters, ec. as occa- 
ſion ſhould offer. The Phyſicians: and Chirurgeons viſited him no more after 


the firſt dreſſing; but I retained the young Chirurgeon that Had firſt dreſs'd his 


little Wound, he dwelling near the Patient. After 3 or 4 days dreſſing, this 
Wound digeſted, and all the Symptoms went off. Upon which conſideration 
I diminiſhed the quantity of ol. reſ. and increaſed the Reſin; making good my 
word in curing him with thoſe fimple Medicaments; I deterging-and incarning 


as firmly and ſpeedily this way as by any Sarcotick I ever uſed. While the Bones 


were caſting of, Icicatrized the Lips as hath been ſet down in the preceding Ob- 
ſervations, Coming once to dreſs him while the Wound was cicatrizing,he being 


abroad, I ſubſtituted the young Chirurgeon in my place; yet I ſaw him twice 
or thrice dreſſed afterwards. He was well cured, and remaineth ſo to this day.

vat. of a grievoully diſeaſed with a great pain between the Coronal and Sagittal Sutures, 
- Conculſt” occaſioned by a Blow ſhe had many Months before received riding under a 
Brain  Pent-houſe. The Blow had ſtunned her, yet (he recovering her Senſes was 
brought to London, and viewed by ſome Chirurgeons of the City, who cured 
her little Wound, and returned her back: but from that time her Pain in- 
creaſed daily with a Vertigo, and ſhe returned again to Lowdow. We judged 

it to ariſe from that Blow, and concluded the extravaſated and putrefied Blood 

had cauſed that Pain. We viewed the Hairy Scalp, and took notice that it was 

thicker in the upper parts of it than was uſual ; but we could not diſtinguiſh 

with our Fingers any inequality under it in one part or other.

appeared to us moſt ſuſpicious, and to ſet on a Trepan : but ſhe would not Fo 
admit of it. At length, feeling her ſelf Janguiſhing, ſhe yielded to the ma- 
king a Fontanel in the part moſt affected by a Cauſtick. Which I did, and, 
by Dr. Cox's Conſent, I made ir to the Bone, and fo large, that I might af. 

| terwards ſet on a Trepan ; and then dreſſed it with Lenjments. After ſepara- 
tion of the Eſcar, there appeared neither Fracture nor Fiſſure. We moiſtned 
the Bone with Ink, and rubbed it out again: but no Mark of the Ink remgin- 
ing, I raſped it; and no Crack appearing, I ſprinkled the Bone, with palv. 
myrrh .aloes, &c. and dreſt the Ulcer with baſic. &c. Her Pain increaſing, with 
other Indiſpoſitions which threatned her life, ſhe yielded to the application of 
a Trepan ; which accordingly I ſet on, and opening the Scull, found the Du- 
ra mater retaining its natural colour, but a ſmell aroſe from within as in cor- 
rupt Wounds of the Brain. I dreſt it up with Lenients as the former, vis. ol. rof. - 
and alittle Reſin. The next day I dreſſed her again, and found the Wound 
_ digeſting ; yet was ſhe extremely ſtupefied with the exceſs of pain in her 
Head. The third day I dreſt her again, and in the Opening found good Di- 
geſtion, and a beginning to incarn, a little red Fleſh ariſing upon the Dura 
mater. The next day it was increaſed, and ſo the next: but when I opened it 
a day or two after, I found the Lips of the Wound ſinking, and little Matter; 
but that which appeared was of good colour. The Dura mater ſeemed drier,the 
little ruddy Fleſh was not increaſed. The next day the little Fleſh upon the Dura 
mater beginning to look pale, I then left off the ol. roſ and added, nel. roſ to te 
Reſin, with a little pulv. myrrhæ, and a fewdrops of ol. terebinthᷣ. and dreſt the Lips 
of the Ulcer with unguent. baſilic: mag. Jig on. cum ol. terebinthᷣ. warm, laying over 
the bared Cranium Lint dipt in a Tincture of Myrrh, Aloes, Oc. and applying 
empl. melilot. with a good Compreſs wrung out of a Lixivium wherein was 
boiled ſome of the greater Cephalicks, as flor. anth. beton. majoran. origan. &c. 
But that night ſhe was ſeized with Convulſions, and the next day after the Lips 
of the Wound appeared without heat; all things looked ill ; and ſhe died 
within a day or two after. We would have opened her Head, but ſhe had 
forbid it: but in bowing her Head a putrid Matter of a brown colour flowed 
forth her Noſtrils, of the ſame. ſmell that I complained of in Trepanning the 
Bone, only more fœtid. I believe this Putrefaction proceeded from the cor- 
' rupt blood extravaſated between the Piæ and Dura mater; which at firſt by 
large Bleeding and proper Applications might have been relieved. Nay poſ- 
ſibſy, if we had timely opened the Dura mater, this Matter might have there 
diſcharged it ſelf. But if it had been attempted, and not ſucceeded, her Death 
would certainly have been imputed to that. LE non oo 
Aͤ little Gitl was brought to me with a ſoft Swelling upon the left fide of her 3 
Head, about two fingers off the Temporal Muſcle, of the bigneſs and ſhape of en , 
half a great French Walnut. This Swelling happened from a fall down a zlage 
pair of Stairs ſome weeks before: but, whether through ignorance or negli- Fa F 
gence, the Fracture was not ſuſpected by them, though there were viſible Sym- aer 
ptoms of Concuſſion, as that of Vomiting, &c. The Child even languiſhing butrefed. 
of it, e the Mother, that the only way to relieve her Child was by 
opening that Tumour wide, and afterwards I ſuppoſed that there required as 
much to be done to the Scull underneath. She prayed my help and ſubmitted 
to the laying open the Swelling, or what elſe I ſhould think fit to be done. 
The way of opening this in a ſtronger Body had been, to have cut round the 
Tumour, and raiſed. off the Skin: but the Child was fo weak, that I feared it 
might the while die under my hands. Wherefore to avoid that danger, I 
applied a mild Cauſtick, and delivered the Child to her Mother, who bound 
on the Dreſſings, and carried her home. About two hours after I took off the 
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Cauſtick, and finding it had workt well, I divided the Eſcar, and diſcharged 
about three or four Spoonfuls of a filthy Series. I took off this N 


ſooner, ſuſpecting leſt it might by longer lying penetrate through, and offend 


the Parts within. Upon

Arcei, e g into the Fiſſure the Balſam preſcribed by 
Vigo; by which it incarned, and, as the Bone exfoliated, united with the Lips 
of the Ulcer. There was a Tumour behind the Ear before I began the Cure: 
but by embrocating it with ol. roſ. daily, it went off after the Digeſtion of the 
Ulcer above. Thus this Infant was cured : but ſhe being the product of a diſ- 


eaſed Mother, grew lame about a year after ofa Pain in her right Hip, whe- | 
ther it happened by accident of a Fall, or that it was Strumous ; but when 
ſaw it, it was diſlocated.

with my Finger, the more rough the Bone felt. I was unwilling to cut the Tem- 


poral Muſcle; but there ſeeming to me a neceſlity of it, I'drew my Knife 
downward, and laid open the Wound in the form of a Roman T. But the 
lower Lips, being muſculous, would nos ſo turn back to bare the fractured 
Bone as 1 deſigned, therefore I contented my ſelf with what I had done, and 
filled up the Wound with Doſſils of Lint, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum album. ovi, and applying empl. e bolo over it, with Compreſs and 
Bandage, then laid him to reſt with an Anodyne draught. The next mor- 
ning I found the Patient in a Fever. He had reſted ill, and had vomited of- 
ten, and complained of, much pain in that lower Jaw, I took off the Bandage 


and Emplaſter, and dreſt the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex gere- 


hinth. &c. upon the Pledgits dipt in ol. HAyperici hot, embrocating the Parts aBhut 
with ol. cham & rof. and applied a Cataplaſm eæ far. bord. flor. roſ. rub. balauft 
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&c. as you may find ĩt deſcribed in the method of Cure. Then we let him blood 
in that Jugular, and adviſed a Clyſter: a Ptiſan and contemperating Juleßs 

were alſo made him. Having afterwards conſidered of the neceſſitj o ma- 
king more way to the depreſſed Bone, and the danger which might happen 
by cutting more of this Muſcle, I reſolved to conſult Doctor Walter Need 
ham to which purpoſe I ſent to him, and he accordingly met me the next 

day. We found the Patient reſtleſs, and accompanied with an incteaſc of all the 
formentioned ill Symptoms. We took off Dreſſings, and diſcerned the up- 

per Lips of the Wound digeſted, but the lower more dry and ſwelled, . 
cially upon the lower part of the Temporal Muſcle; upon the preſſure 
whereof a white Matter diſcharged from within, hetween the Craninm and 
maſculous Fleſh, where we judged the Depreſſion of the Bone to be. There 
was a neceſſity of cutting off part of the Temporal; Muſcle, and that in the ER 
form of Semicircle : wherefore we marked it with Ink-from the upper part, 9 
ſo paſling within an inch or more of the external g anibes of the Eye, and 
carrying towards the Ear, to take off that Lip which was lying over the © 
Depreflure. This being ſo marked, we cut ig off. There was an-effuſion f 
blood out of both ends of the Arteries: but baving Doſſils ready dipt in 
the Royal Stiptick, we applied them; and having filled up the Cra- 
vium with our Dreſſings, we bound up the Wound. From this time his 
Jaw was ſo weak, that we were forced to muffle it up with Chio-cloaths.

RE AT hath been the contention amongſt the Learned about Fire and

Gun-ſhot | Venom in Gun-ſhot Wounds, ſome maintaining the one to be in them, 


3 ſome the other; and others holding that there is neither. That which 
I ſuppoſe might be the occaſion of their ſuſpe&ing a burning and a poiſo- 
nous qualityy was the deadly Colour of theſe Wonnds, which in thoſe early 
days, when the invention of Guns was novel, ſurprized them, they looking 
not unlike poiſoned and burnt Wounds: Where the Bullet pierceth, it extin- 
guiſheth the natural heat, and the Lips of the Wound are livid or blackiſh; 
and if they he not dreſt rationally, they inflame, and are accompanied with 
Tumour, and Bliſters frequently riſe about them, alſo the Matter is of a ſœ- 
tid ſmell. In this condition the Wound is commonly the firſt day, and ſo to 
the ſeventh ; and, if not ſuccoured, it gangrenes, and ſo the Patient com- 
monly dies. If in thoſe days the Learned were thus deceived by their aſpect, 
and dreſt them as venomous Wounds ; it can be no marvel that they ſnould 
write ſo of them; I verily believing, that in their way of treating them they 
were directly as poiſoned Wounds difficult to digeſt and cure. | 
In theſe our later times, although they do not call them venomous, yet is 


drefling it a difficult thing to diſſwade many of our Chirurgeons from dreſſing theſe 


Wounds with Tinctures of Myrrh and Honey of Roſes, and thruſting in of 
great Tents: by which way of dreſſing I have ſeen theſe Wounds undigeſted 
the tenth day; one whereof was in the Cheek with dry and flaggy Lips. 
Theſe leſſer fleſhy Wounds being undigeſted, at laſt gangrene : and in truth it 
is not to be wondered at; I will undertake to ſhew you the Experiment eve- 
ry day, and that in a Fontanel or Iſſue made by a Cauſtick. Cut you through 
this livid or black Eſchar, and put in a Pea in the middle of it, with Tincture 
of Myrrh and Honey of Roſes, as I have ſeen ſome of them dreſs Gun-ſhot

inflamed ; it alſo gleeted much. After 2 days I was conſulted, and by jenient 
Medicaments, and good Bandage keeping up the 8 Jaw, I aſſwaged the 
pain, and digeſted the Wound, leaving it in the ſa Chirurgeon's hands, who 
cured it. In this perſon the wound was burnt by the flame, the very Powder ſtick- 
ing in ſome parts of his Cheek. This, with the Putrefaction occaſioned by the 
hot weather, and the improper Applications contributed to our Brother Chi- 
rurgeon's apprehenſion. It is this ugly aſpect that puts the inconfiderate Chi- 
rurgeon out of his method, and fo renders Gun-ſhot more difficult of Cure than 
otherwiſe it would be. For if ſuch Wounds were rationally dreſt, they would 
digeſt and heal as eaſily as any complicated Wound. What L have ſaid of un- 
ſhot, happeneth at Sea frequently by Splinter, which though it may have loſt 
its force to make a Wound, yet it ſometimes bruiſeth the Skin to the Fleſh ſo 
forcibly as to extinguiſh the natural heat, and to make it black: If this be dreſt 
as a Gangrene with ſpir. vini and unguent.

3. 7. or 11. day, incafethe Fracture be not reduced before Inflammation, would __ 
in theſe caſes never be; for by that time the beſt that could be expected would 
be Apoſtemations and crude Tumours, too big taybe diſculſed. Therefore 
however the Reduction of the Fracture may have been omitted, yet it will be- 
bove the Chirurgeon then conſulted to extract the extraneous bodies immedi- 
ately, ſo ſhall it lie more quiet, and fitter for Reduction at his more leiſure. 
But to avoid theſe Inconveniencies, make your Extenſſon ſafeon as you may,

voured to get up out of the Hold as others did, verily believing I ſhould ne- 
ver dreſs him nor any of them more. But our men bravely quitted themſelyes 
of the Fire-ſhip, by cutting the Sprit- ſail Tackle off with their ſhort Harchets, 
(which they wore during Fight ſticking in their Saſhes.) So we were freed of 


the Fire, and by our hoiſting up the Top-ſails got elear ef our Enemy, and 1 


returned to my work. But I was at aloſs hat to do with this man, who lay 


not far off complaining of his Arm. I would have cat it off inſtantly with a 
| Razour, (for the Bone being ſhattered, there needed no Saw :) but the man 


would not ſuffer me to meddle with his Arm, he crying, it was already dreſt.

This gave a ſtrength to the weak Member, and was deſigned to prevent the 


Influx from above. Juſt under this Emplaſter there lay a Splenium. To an- 
ſwer that I applied three more, one on each fide, and another above: Which 
four were of ſuch a ſize, that they, lying a little off from one another, encom- 
paſſed the Arm. They were ſpread lightly with a little Cerote made of ax-

Then I brought the Bandage which lay under the Spleninm, with three 
heads at each end. The lowermoſt of theſe took in the lower part of the Arm,

The uppermoſt ſerved to reſtrain the Influx, as I ſaid, and preſſed that Matter 
out which was already in the Part.

ent. Then I brought the wet Paſtboard cloſe to the ſides, and cut another piece 
to anſwer it, which I wetted in aceto, and by the three Ligatures under made 


them faſt, but without diſturbance to the Patient. If it could got have been 
ſo put on, I ſhould have forborn the uſe of them, the Cure of theſe Wounds

But I kept my Patient flat on his Back, and that after a while was 
his greateſt pain; for the Wound digeſted, and the Tamour was not then con- 
ſiderable. After the Wound was well digeſted, and the bruiſed Fleſh ſepara- 
ted, I xenewed the Dreſſings, taking all the old ones off, and fomented the Mem- 
ber with warm Water, to give a breathing to it; then applied a Cataginatick 
emplaſter, dreſt the wound with mundific. Paracelſ.or ſuch lle, and bound upthe 
Mein ber as at firſt, and ſo continued my way of Dreſſing as I ſaw cauſe, putting 
into the Wound only a Doſſil or Tent made upon a Skewer ſoft and hollow, to 
give way to the Wound to incarn ; ſcarce uſing any Injection, but by gentle 
compreſſion aſſiſting nature, _ ſeldom faileth in ſupplying the loſt Sub- 
ſtance in Wounds, if we diſturb her not by ĩimproper Applications.

This Wound was mortal the very minute it was inflicted, and the party ought 
then to have been diſmembred : But ſuch Propoſals were not admitted of in 
the firſt dreſſing, whilſt there was, as they judged, hope. Afterwards the 
vehement pain brought ſuddenly on ſevere Accidents, as Fever, Delirium, &c.  - 
and then it was too late fo make Amputation. I made my firſt Dreſſing by the 
Application of a Digeſtive dipt ol. Iuunbric. warm, and embrocated the Parts 
about with, ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying my Reſtrictive over all. In the depending 
Orifice there was a throbbing of the Arterial blood, as in an Aneuriſma, the 
blood being choakt in by the contuſed Fleſh: It therefore was not there tobe 
tented, for fear of makinga Flux of blood ; nor yet eould we hope to ſtop 
the bleeding by Cautery, actual or potential, that Part being full of Ligaments 
and Tendons, the burning whereof would have been difficult, and grievous 
painful. Wherefore I dreſt that Wound with the ſame Digeſtive mixt with 
pulv. Galeni upon Doſſils with thick Pledgits, and ſome of the ſame Reſtrictive 
over that, with ſuch Bandage as that Part wascapable of; hoping this way to 
hinder the Influx of Humour, and thinkingby ſuch Dreſſings the Wound would 
digeſt. But the pain increaſed vehemently, and yielded to no Application, nor 
was there any poſſibility of conveying any Inſtrument, whereby I might 
thruſt or pull out the ſhivers of bone, if any ſuch were in betweemthe heads 
of the Joint. Mr. Penicube, formerly General Chirurgeon to the Scotiſb Ar- 
my, and other Chirurgeons were with me at the Dreſſing of this Patient: 
But in ſpight of all our Endeavours, the Putrefaction increaſed, and was at- 
tended by Delirium and Spaſm. Death followed, as commonly it doth in all

ſpark flew out of the Pan, and gave fire to the Powder underneath him, and 


ievouſly burned the Hands, Arms, Breaſt, Neck, and Face of him that was 
ling his Bandeliers.

In his abſence a little Boy from ſome other Apartment took the 
alarm, came in, and ſeeing his - School-fellow in a flame, catch up a Baſon 
of water, and threw it upon him ; then ran away for help. Others came in 
and reſcued him out of his burnt Cloaths. A neighbouring Chirurgeon was 
ſent for, who dreſſed him. The next day they brought the Patient to Town. 


I found him burnt into the Fleſh from a hands breadth below that Arm pit 


down that Side, with part of his Belly, and from thence it ſpread down to

Cauſes The Canſes of Gangrene are various, viz. whatſoever deſtroyeth the natural 
Heat: as Interception of the motion of the blapd by over-ſtrict Bandage in 
Wounds and Amputations, want of timely extracting of extraneous bodies 
in Gunſhot, &c. from whence Pain and Fluxion do ariſe ; fo exceſs of Cold 
in hard Winters, alſo in Old age, and the like. A Gangrene doth ariſe alſo 
3 in Phlegmons, through the unſeaſonable application of over- cold Medica. 
ments; or for want of timely Digeſtion; or by exceſs of Heat, ſuch as be. 
cometh cauſtical, as we find in Carbuncles and al! Eſchars, But that which 
moſt of all contributes to it is the Degeneration of Humours in unſound Bodies: 
in ſome of which not only all great Operations, but even the application of a 
Cauſtick, cutting a Corn, or paring a Nail of a Toe to the quick, will endan- 
ger Mortification. Some I have ſeen (you may call them Scorbutical perſons 
if you pleaſe) who upon the appearance only of a ſmall black Spot, on the 
Foot without Tumour, have ſuffered a very quick unavoidable Mortification. 
Bat I would not have you therefore conclude every Scorbutical Spot a Gan- 
grene: for this latter lies dry in the Skin without either Inflammation or Pain, 
: In one of theſe aboveſaid caſes, where ag . was hoped by the ſpeedy

Ddigns. The Signs of a Gangrene are, change of the natural colour in the Skin to a

©. digeſted, ſhould have been accompanied with Fluxion and Inflammation; the 
Lips ſhould have been full, the Orifice contracted : but on the contrary, the 
Heat was decayed, the Lips were lank without ſenſe; and at that time Je 
celated. A day or two after he died, too certainly juſtifying my Prognoſtick. 
HSßpßpbacelus is diſtinguiſhed from a Gangrene by the total Corruption and 
Stink, it being alſo inſenfible both of Knife and Fire. If a Gangrene proceed 
from Pain, the Tumour and preceeding Inflammation will ſhew it, and the ſud- 
den ſinking of that Tumour is the beginning of the Gangrene. If the Gangrene 
be from cold, the Part is firſt benummed, then accompanied with a pricking 
Pain, alſo a Redneſs, which by degrees turneth black, and Horror and Ri- 
gour ſeizeth upon the Patient. If it be from Interception of the Spirits by rea-

But if the Gangrene have crept deeper, or aroſe from the bottom of the 
Wound, then ſcarifie accordingly unto the fleſhy Parts: and if there be any 
abſceſs lying under the Muſcles or Lips of the Wound or Ulcer, let it out. 
If in making ſuch Scarification you chance to cut ſome Veſſel, whereby a 
Flux of bie happeneth, have a care you choak not the Heat of the Part 
by crowding in Doſſils; for ſo the Mortification may be encreaſed. To 
avoid which, I do rather adviſe the actual Cautery, for thereby you will not 
only ſtop the Bleeding, but dry up the Putrefaction. After the uſe of it, 
irefs up the Wound as hath been adviſed in the Chapter of Burning. If in 
ſcarifying you prick a Nerve or Tendon, you will encreaſe the Gangrene. © 
So you may do if by the actual Cautery you burn them but in part; or if you 
apply ſharp Medicaments on them when newly hurt by Scarification. For 
we frequently ſee grear Fluxions ariſe from Iittſè Diſturbances of the Nerves * 
and Tendons: Therefore conſider well, and if ſuch lic in your way, you had 
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better cut them off or burn them through, then ſcratch or prick them. For the 
confirmation hereof,\you may ge ſome Inſtances in the Cure of Ulcers amongſt 
the Nerves and Tendons in the Treatiſe de Strumis.

fight. Amputation at that Inſtang whilſt the Patient is free of Fever, Oc. There- 


fore that you may the better make your judgment of the Wounds, I ſhall give 
ou ſome few Remarks of ſuch as require Amputation: viz. Ifa Leg or Arm 
ſhattered by Splinter or great Shot, the loſs of Subſtance will direct you. 
If the principal Muſcles be torn off, and the Bone fractured in pieces, or if 
the Wound be with Musket-ſhot in the inſide of the Joynt of the Elbow, or 
in the Knee or Ancle, with a Fracture of the Bones of the ſaid Joynt, nay, ſup- 
poſing it hath not fractured them, yet if the Bullet be fo lodged that you can- 
not extract it, you ſhall then Preſently make Extirpation of the Part. 
If it be the Arm, cut it off in the place where it is ſo ſhatter'd, and ſaw off 
the end of the Bone ſmooth; your Aſſiſtant the while pulling up the muſcu- 
lous Skin and Fleſh. If the Ancle be thus maimed, yon ſhall then cut off 
the Leg within three or four fingers breadth under the Knee, in regard ſo 
long a Stump would be troubleſome. But if the Leg be ſhattered off by the Calf, 
do not put your Patient to the pain of new Amputation for theſhortning it a 
hand's breadth or a little more, Save what you can of a ſhattered Hand. 
And if the Toes with part of the Foot were ſhot off, cut off the lacerated Parts 
ſmooth, but with care to ſave as much of the Foot with the Heel as you can; 
it being much better than a wooden Leg. But if the Arm or Leg be not ſo ſhatter- 
ed, though, the Wound be large on one fide and hang gaping down with great 
Fracture of Bones, yet be not diſcouraged, the largeneſs of the Wound will 
make for your better pulling out thoſe extraneous bodies, Shivers, Splinters, 
Nr or ought elſe, and for the eaſier diſcharge of Matter, Dreſs it as a Wound 
a Splinter. e . Ter 
| "If tho great Joint be ſo ſhot by Musket-bullet; that you think it not reaſo- 
nable to cut off the Member, be ſure you make Extraction of the Bullet, and 
free it of all extraneous bodies, leaving not the leaſt Shiver to prick the Nerves 
or-Tendons: And make fuch way preſently, that you may be able to dreſs the 
wounded Nerves, Tendons, Oc. without making new Incifion, when the 
Part is inflamed and unfit for it. . Fern 
If after ſome days the Wound do not digeſt, but inflame and gangrene, and 
the Gangrene do not yield to your Applications as hath been propoſed in 
Gangrene; then, as in a Sphacelus, you are to proceed with the Extirpation 
of that rotten Member while the Patient is free from Delirium, and hath 
ſtrength to bear the Operation. VV 
Seat him fo as it may be for your conveniency. At Sea they fit or lie, I 
never took much notice which; nor do 1 remember I had ever any body to 
hold them; but with the help of my Mates, and ſome one or two that belong - 
ed to the Hold, I went on with my work. At Sterling T made an Amputa- 
tion above the Knee, and had as little help; beſides my Servants, there was 
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- out by a Forceps, is not a work to be done in the heat of Fight, nor without 
a clear day-light. If you attempt it on Land, his Arm ſhould be bowed, al 
bis Leg ſtretched out, that the Veſſels may be the longer after Extirpation, that 
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only a Sea Chirurgeon aſſiſting me. We ſtopt tlie Flux of blood by actual 
Cautery, and the Wound digeſted and cured without any i Accident, Yet _ 


where we have convenience to proceed more formally, we always plate the 
patient to our moſt advantage, where he may be held firm, and im a clear 


light, and fo that our Aſſiſtants may come better about us. The Member 


is to be ſupported by-ſome one, whilſt another ſtandeth behind the Patient, 
and draweth up the Skin and Muſculous fleſh. Then make your Ligature 


two fingers breadth or thereabout in the ſound Parts, ſo that if you am- 


putate in caſe of Mortification, you may be ſure to quit your ſelf of it. This 
Ligature is omitted by,. many of our Chirurgeons here in this City, they only 
= 4 turn with a Tape, pinning it on as a mark to circumcide by: And 


inſtead of the Ligature I propoſe, they make a Gripe, which Gripe is com- 
monly made by ſome aſſiſtant who hath ſtrength to do it. Indeed this is 


good, where 'a ſhattered Member is to be cut off, to ſmooth the Stump ; 


in which caſe there is no great ſtar of Bleeding. But in Amputations it ſeems 
to me to be very inconvenient :, For I never'yet ſaw any man ſo gripe, but that 


ſtill the Artery bled with a greater force than was allowable ; yea, hen 


Mr. Woodatl griped, who was ſo applauded, and in truth made for the work: 
It being ſo, in what a huddle is the Stump then dreſt? But ſuppoſe the un- 


eaſie poſture and the long griping- tires the Griper, or that his Hand be crampt 


the while, what condition is the Patient then in? Whereas by this ancient way 
of Ligature the Veſſels are ſecured from Bleeding, the Member benummed, 


and the Fleſh, held ſteady, ready to receive the impreſſion of your crooked 


Knife, (or Razor, which I have often amputated with.) This Ligatüre made 
the Aſſiſtant ſtrengthens it, whilſt he draws up the Muſculous Fleſh,” Tn the 
mean time the Operator, with a ſharp crooked Knife, by a turn with his 
hand cuts the Fleſh off. round to the Bone; then with the back of it he ſcrapes 


the Perioſteum from the Bone; if there be two Bones, then with adividing Knife 


he ſeparates the fleſhy Membrane from them. The Bones freed of the Perroften, : 


Guido propoſes a linen Cloth, and Hildanus a kind of Purſe, to be brought 


over ther upper divided Fleſh, to pull ie upward, and make more way for the 


Saw. But I think that needleſs. The Fleſh divided, the Parts feparate 


enough of themſelves, beſides the Aſſiſtants pulling up the muſculous Fleſh 
and Skin is ſufficient. That. done, you are at liberty, whether you will cau- 


terize the Veſſels by a Button cautety, or by Ligature ſtop the Bleeding, or 
by Agglutination. The uſe of Chalcarthamt do not approve. To apply Eſcharo-- 


ticks to the end of the Nerves and Tendons newly inciſed, cauſes great pain, 
weakens, the Part, and makes way for Gangrene ; it not being likely you can 


ſo apply them to the Artery,but that you muſt burn the Parts about, which are, 


as I faid, the Nerves, &c. The way Hildanus propoſes, by drawing the Veſſels 


you may the better take hold of them. Ambroſe Par. propoſes a more eaſie and 
ſure way of Deligation, by paſſing a Needle with a ſtrong twiſted Thread 
thrgugh the Skin near the great Veſſels ; making your Stitch over the ſaid 
Veltels by piercing through the raw Fleſh and Skin: Then make your Liga- 
ture upon a fold of a Rag. Thus you bind the Artery and Vein. Theſe ſeve- 
ral ways have been practiſed by eminent Chirurgeons for the ſtopping the 


blood of the Arteries in Amputation: But the late diſcavery of the Royal Stip- 


tick hath rendred them of leſs iſe, But in heat of Fight it will be neceſſary to 
have your actual Cautery always ready, for that will ſecure the Bleeding 


Arteriesin a moment, and fortific the Part againſt the future Putrefaction: they” 


require 
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require after Cauterization no ſuch ſtrict Bandage as that thereby you need 
to fear interception of the Spirits. When we cauterize the Artery, we do 
then touch the end of the Bone, it Haſtening the Exfoliation. The next thing 
is tlie looſening the Ligature, and bringing the Lips cloſe over the Stump. Then 
whether you ſhould with a croſs Stitch hold them fo, or content your ſelf bß 
Bandage as well as you can, is by ſome controverted, They that object againſt 
the former, ſay it cauſes Pain and Inflammation. So doth Bandage alſo : if 
it be made too ſtreight, Therefore they ſhould object againſt that alſo. | The 
moſt that I have ſeen without the croſs Stitch have the next dreſſing been 
broad Stumps, {ome of them with Lips turned outward by the Bandage; in the 
leaſt of them the whole Stump hath been bare: Whereas in thoſe in which! 
have made the croſs Stitch, the Lips have been found cloſe to the Bone at the 
next dreſſing covering the great Veſſels, and a third part or half of the Stump 
hath been well digeſted, and by the ſecond dreſſing hath been near agglutina- 
ted fo far as it lay under that Skin, and witHout Inflammation happily cured. 
Whereas the broad Stump is a certain ſign of a long Cure, and commonly the 
death of the Patient. The expoſing theſe inciſed Parts too much to the Air 
cauſes Pain, and the want of native Heat makes them gleet: Or if they do digeſt, 
the diſcharge of ſo great a quantity of Matter commonly exhauſts the Spirits 
of the Patient. If the muſculous Fleſh and Skin are well pulled up in time 
of Amputation, and brought over by a moderate extenſion as far as they 
- will eafily admit, you will find it not painful. You ought to pierce the 
Skin with a Needle and ſtrong brown thred ceared about half an inch 
from the edges of the Lips. Having made them croſs from fide to fide equal- 
ly, tie them with a moderate Aſtriction, then apply a Pledgit on the caute- 
rized Veſſels with pulv. irid; ſucc. cepar. cum melle.- But if no Cautery was uſed, 
then Buttons of Tow-ſpred with your Reſtrictive, and, dipt in put». Galeni, 
- - muſt be applied to the Mouths of the Veſlels. Afterwards ſprinkle the Stump 
thick with this Powder; R bol. Armen. farin. volatil. picis naval. an. Fiiij. 
| aloes, thuris, maſtich. ſang. drason. an. 3j. gypſs 3jÞ. pil. lepor. corii raſpati, an. 
51ij. Miſc, S. A. You may mix ſome of the ſame cum album. ovor. and apply it 
upon thick round Stupe, which hath firſt been wet in Oxycrate and dried; 
and over that another Stupe ſpred with thedame ſo broad as to come over the 
firſt, and up a pretty height about the Stump. This latter muſt be ſnipt deep in 
the edges, that it may lie ſmboth about the · Member. An Ox- bladder ready 
cut and wet is to be turned over it, and a croſs Cloth next the Bladder, 
to hold the dreſſing ſteady. Then with a* Royler with two heads begin 
upon the Stump, and rowlup to the next Joint, and ſo again about the Mem- 
ber, to retain your Dreſſings firm. Then faſten it ſo as that it may not be 
capable of fallingof. But before you make this Bandage, you ought to ap- 
ply your Defenſative over the Parts above the Stump. So apply it before 
they begin the Amputation: But then it is apt to wrinkle, and to fit un- 
alice. In the dreſſing of the Stumps, you ought ſo to apply* your Medica - 
ments, thatyou may without much bungle rowl up the Member. Then place 
it to the eaſe of the Patient, one holding his Hand ſome while tpon the Stump.

of fix weeks. I found the Wound undigeſted, and full of a looſe ſoft white 


within the Joynts, and incapable of being drawn out: The lower part of the 


Arm was &dematous to the Fingers ends as full as the Skin eould well contain, 
and the upper part was inflamed, alſo about the Os humeri and Axilla a per- 
fect Phlegmon was formed. The Patient thus tired with Pain, deſired to be 
cured, or have his Arm cut off. To which purpoſe he had procured the Go- 


vernour's. leave for my ſtaying with him. But while that Phlegaron was upon 
the upper parts, there was no hope of a proſperous amputation, nor of Cure 
while thoſe Shivers of Bones lay pricking the Nervous parts within the Joint. 
The Phlegmom was too forward for Repercuſſion, and yet not likely to ſuppu- 
rate in leſs than a week's time. Wherefore I endeavoured by Emollients and 
ſomewhat Diſcutients to ſuccour the grieved Shoulder and Parts thereabout 


the Part. Then with good Fomentations I corroborated the weak and œdema- 
tous Member below: To which end I alſo raiſed his Hand nearer to his Breaſt. 
Alſo by Detergents and Bandage I diſpoſed the wounds and fractured Part 


Caries. After ſome days the Abſceſs ſuppurated in the upper part of the 


the Tumour diſcuſſed, and that upper Orifice cured ſoon after. But the con- 
tinual Pain in the fractured Joynt kept that opening in the Axilla from healing. 
The Patient growing weaker, and without hopes of Cure, I was neceſſitated 

to proceed to Amputation. To which purpoſe I ſent to Cheſter for Mr. Marry 

2 knowing Chirurgeon, (ſince Mayor of that City,) to come with Inſtru- 
ments and other neceſſaries whereby I might the better do the work. He 
aceordingly came, and we prepared Dreſſings ready; which were Stapes or 
Pledgits of fine ſhort Tow well workt, ſome like Splenia, others were round, 
and bigger or leſs. We wetted them all in Oxycrate, and dried them. We 
alſo made ſome Buttons of Tow, Compreſſes of linen Cloths dipt in Oxycrate, 


ded and ceared for making the croſs Stitch, and leſſer Needles threaded for 
common uſe, with Filleting for Ligature, and Bladders ready cut and wet 
in Oxycrate:z alſo a defenſative of the above-mentioned preſcription ſpred 
upon a ſoff linen Cloth, to apply upon the Parts above more diſtant, and 

the Splemia and Buttons, which Buttons were alſo dipt in ſors of the fame 
next to the Stump, Mr. M. propoſed that they might be ſpred with a Mix- 


in his Obſervation of an Amputation he performed upona Servant of the Lord 
Gerrard s at Gerrad's Bromly, whoſe fame yet lives in that Country, and will 
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The Spparatus thus made, and the Patient ſome while before refreſhe with = 
a draught of a good Candle, his Friends took him out of his Bed, and pla- 
ced him ina chair towards the light. One of his Servants held his Arm 


another of his Friends held his other Hand. Then Mr. Marry drew up the 
Skin and Muſculous Fleſh of the Arm towards his Shoulder, whilſt I made 2 


ſtrong Bandage ſome three or four fingers breadth above the affected Part. 


Then with a good Knife Icut off the Fleſh by a quick turn of my hand, Mr. M. 
pulling up the Fleſh whilſt I bared the Bones. After which with as few 
motions of my Saw I ſeparated the Bone, the Patient not ſo much a whim- 


pering the while. After this Mr. Marry thruſting his hands down ards 


with the muſculous Fleſh and Skin which he had drawn upwards, I paſ- 


| ſed a ſtrong Needle and Thread through the middle of the Fleſh and Skin on 


both ſides, within half an inch of the edges, and brought the Lips cloſe with- 
in a narrow compaſs: And having tied that Ligature faſt, and cut off the String, 
I paſſed the Needle again through the two contrary ſides, which I tied as 


cloſe ; then looſened the Ligature above, and applied the little round Stupes 


of Tow ſpread with a quantity of Galen s Powder mixt cum album. ovi. The 
long Pledgits were applied from the middle of the Stump each-way upwards 
along the Arm, over which I put on a Bladder and a croſs Cloth, then row- 


led up the Stump, and made the Bandage under his other Arm and over his 


Neck. This Bandage prevented an Accident which hath ſince happened to a 
Patient here in London, where many of the beſt Chirurgeons were concerned. 


He being thus dreſt up, we put him into his Bed. The third day we took off 


the Dreſſings, and found the Stump well digeſted, and ar leaſt two Spoonfuls 
of Matter diſcharged. We then dreſſed it with a Digeſtive ex terebizth. lot, 


in decoct. mal var. the Yolk of an Egg and ol. roſ. ſpread on a large Stupe of Tow, 


on which was ſprinkled a proportion of Galen s Pcwder :* Then embrocated 


the Parts about with ol. roſ. applying exzplaſt. e bolo over all, with moderate

Bandage, and afterwards deterged with that of Paracelſ. and with Sarcoticks 
incarned the Wound. During which the Bone exfoliated, and the Stump 
ſoon after cicatrized. Then having procured a Paſs to come to London, 1 
At the Seige of Weymouth I was called at break of day to an Iriſb- man 
of.Lieutenant-Col. Ballard Regiment, who ſhooting off his Musket, it brake, 


and tore his Hand to pieces after a ſtrange manner, I deſigning to cut off his 


Hand, ſent preſently to my quarters to one of my Servants to bring both Saw 


and Knife, alſo Dreſſings, of which at thoſe times we had always ready. They 
being brought, I took a red Ribbon from off my Caſe of Lancets, and bouhd 
it about his Arm ſome four Fingers breadth above the Carput ; and having cut 
the Fleſh round off, I'bared the Bones, and ſeparated the Fleſh between them. 


Then I ſaw'd off the Bones, and united my Ligature, and bringing down the 


muſculous Fleſh and Skin over the end of them, without making any croſs 
Stitch, I dreſt up that Stump with reſtrictives and good Bandage, and return- 
ed again to my Quarters. I had not been one hour gone, but I was ſent for 
again to this Souldier, he being (as the Meſſenger ſaid) grievouſly pained. I 


Wo. wondredat it, and haſtned away : But betore I came to his Hut, Lheard him 


crying. I enquiring the cauſe it was ſome while before he would anſwer me. 


Butat laſt he told me, he was not able to endure that red Ribbon that I tied 


his Arm with. I wasat firſt ſurprized to think I ſhould leave the Ligature up- 


on his Arm, that being a ſure way to bring a Mortification upon the Part. 


I therefore put my hand in my Pocket, and feeling the Ribbon on the Caſe of 


Lancets, ſhewed it him. He ſeemed at firſt to doubt it; but after he ſaw it 


was ſo, belaught, and was from that time incaſe. Two days after, our men

lncen. . The third Intention in curing of Fractures is, in preſerving the Tone of the 
in Part. Natura enim oc unire uequit, wy pars fit ſana ; Nature cannot knit the 
Bones while the Parts are under a Diſtemper : And that cannot preſently be 
removed. For though fractured Bones be very well ſet, yet there will remain 
ſome Cavernula, which will be apt to fill with Sanies, which the part through 
its weakneſs can neither well aſſimilate nor expel, and fo is like to be bur- 
thened with excrementitious Humours. Therefore Phlebotomy may be here 
of ſpecial uſe, and the keeping of the Belly ſoluble by Clyſters, or otherwiſe, 
and a fender Diet muſt be preſcribed. This is the work of the Phyſicians, 
But they not being always at hand, I thought fit to mention it, and ſo to 
proceed to our own work, in keeping up the Tone of the Part. And here- 
to we have need of ſuch Medicines que materiam influx am deſiccgut, & in- 
| flamgrationem repellunt, which dry up Seroſities, and repel Inflammation. And 
theſe in a word are Aſtringentia, of which we have choice. Hippocrates uſed 
Cerote, then Red wine: Celſus, as you have heard, uſed Oil of Myrtils and 
Roſes, Red wine, and Whites of Eggs together: Others again uſed Whites 
of Eggs alone ; and others added Oil of Myrtil, balauſt. rof. rubr. ſaug. dra- 
con. bol. Armen. and with a little Wine made it up to the conſiſtence of a Li- 
niment, and applied it upon Cloths over the Fracture. By the uſe of this 
latter Medicament I cured a man whoſe Arm was ſore bruiſed, and fractu- 
ted in many pieces, by the fall of a piece of Cannon, which brake looſe 
ia a Storm, while we were preparing to lay abroad our Enemy. Over this 
Reſtrictive I applied Sp/enia of double ſoft 77 with Bandage, as in Com- 
pound Fractures, and happily Cured him. If the Inflammation be not great, 
I I then take empl. diapalme, and ſome of the forementioned Powders, with a 
little Oil of Myrtil and Vinegar, made up to the conſiſtence of an Emplaſter, 
which I ſpread upon Cloth pretty thick, and apply over the Fracture. It 
not only reſtrains the Defluxion, but ſtrengthens the Fracture. The Medica-

For without that liberty ſure- 
ly we cannot fail to compleat our Cure; the Bones having naturally a Por.

Gome years before the Fire, I was ſent for to a poor Widow inhabiting near 066;e;

Wharf, was ſtruck by one of thoſe great Cart · horſes full in the Face, beating x" 
the Erhwoides quite in from the Or cribriſorme, without any great Wound. 
The Boy lay for dead a while, and dozed longer. It appeared a ſtrange fight 
at firſt to me, his face being beaten in, and the lower Jaw ſticking out: Nor 
did I preſently know how to help him, or by what art to make my Extenſion. _ 
But after awhile, he a little recovering his Senſes, was perſwaded to open his 
Mouth. And there I ſaw the Os palati Uuula beaten ſo cloſe backwards, 
that it was not poſſible for me to get my finger behind, as I deſigned ; and 
other way of Extenſion there was none. Upon which I preſently formed an 
Inſtrument bended up at one end, by which I got up behind the aula; then 
railing it a little upward, 


ulled it forward with the Bone into its former

Aue bruiſed his Face, and broke his right Collar-bone. He was taken up and car- 
 Clavicle, ried to the next Pretender to Chirurgery, who ſeeing his Face much ſwelled, and 
6 his Noſe bloody, concluded it fractured, and fill d up his Noſtrils with Tents, 
| binding them up with Plaiſters; and finding his lower Jaws ſtanding unequally 
with the upper, concluded them laxated, and that part of the Sternon under the 
Collar: bone was broke down. Things being thus repreſented, I was ſent to view 
this Vouth: and pulling off the Plaiſter, and the Tents out of his Noſe, I ſaw 
neither Wound nor Fracture. His Jaws did not anſwer equally to one another; 
but by his frequent motion and champing with them, it was evident they were 
neither luxated nor fractured. But by his Fall the Bones of his Face ſeemed to 
= | be preſſed inward, and the uppermoſt Jaws were cruſhed nearer one another 
= than they ſhould: and this made the Inequality which our Chirurgeon thought 
1 a fault in the lower Jaws, and by his pulling them had like to have broken or 
diſlocated them. The next day he called in a Chirurgeon to juſtifie his pro: 
ceedings. But there appearing nothing of Luxation or Fracture in the Jaws, we 
looked upon the Sternon, and found it well; but that Collar-bone was broken 
oblique, which we ſet and bound up, with reſolution not to open it till it ſhould 
be united. All things being in this hopeful condition, we adviſed him to keep 
his Bed, and left him to obſerve the Directions of his Phyſician, by whoſe 
preſcription a Clyſter was adminiſtred that evening, which he voided into a 
white earthen Chamber- pot, which his Chirurgeon looking into call d it blood 
and alarm'd his Friends. But a difcreet perſon looking afterward upon it, con- 
cluded it only the Clyſter tinctured with red Sugar, Hicra picra, &c. I being 
ſoon after fetched confirmed the ſame, and appeaſed that clamour. About the 
_ tenth day our Chirurgeon, contrary to former order, undreſſed the fractured 
Clavicle: upon whoſe binding it too ſlack the Bone ſtarted, and from that time 
it grew painful; ſo that he dreſſed it again four or five days after: but the Pain 
increaſing the more,I was fetched, and upon opening ſaw one end of the Clavicle 
riding over the other, and pricking againſt the Skin. The Calls being confirm- 
ed, the Patient was removed from his Chirurgeon's houſe to his Mothers ini the 
City, where being in great Pain, his Chirurgeon dreſſed him again; and the 
ſtreighter he made the Bandage, the greater was the Pain. He not imagining 
the cauſe, imputed the fault to the unrulineſs of the Patient, and declared that 
the Fracture was yet in the Bone, and that it was incapable of Cure. Upon 
which I was ſent for, and ſeeing the Pain to proceed from the end of the fractu- 
red Bone pricking in the Skin, and the more when it was bound, I cauſed half a 
Walnut-ſhell to be plaiſtered over it: and having thereby defended it from 
P'reſſure, he made uſe of his Arm, and complained no more of Pain.

Thus much for a Fracture with a Wound where the Bones ate fiot expoſed 


to the AF.

A Commander at Sea, valiantly fighting in the midit of the Enemy s Fleet, 2. e. 
had his Leg fractured by the fall of his Mizzen Top maſt, it breaking his Le = |

tranſverſe near the Ancle, the edge of the Bone thruſting: out through hy Leg: 
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_-:- Skin. He not ſuſfering the Bone then preſently to be ſet while it was warm, 
| afterwards when it was ſwelled and tiff, it did not yield to extention, but 
became painful and inflamed. After ſome few days he was brought to Lon- 
don, and I was ſent to him. He was of an ill Habit of Body, ſubje& to the 
Gout and Dyſentery; and the fracture being accompanied with great De- 
fluxion was not in a condition to admit of Extenſion. Therefore, according 
to Fallopius and Hippocrates, before cited by me in this Treatiſe, I propoſed 
to his Chirurgeon to proceed by Lenients, to mitigate Pain, Inflammation, & . 
and by Bandage to hinder-Defluxion. Which we did; and his Chirurgeon 
continued that method à few days, by which the Accidents were remitted. 
When we -met again, finding the Patient in eaſe,” we took off the Dreſſings, 
and agreed to make Extenſion, and reduce the Fracture. The Patient was of 
a dry tough Body, and the Member yielded difficaltly to the Stretch: upon 
which confideration' we ſatisfied our ſelves with a moderate Extenſion, 
doubting that upon a more forcible one ill Accidents might follow, (as an 
Inflammation preſently did.) We dreſt it up as a compound Fradture: and 
after ſome days dreſſing a Callut thruſt forth, and united the Bones. That 
Callus being confirmed and dried, we haſten d the Exfoliation of the foul Bone 
by a little Ægyptiacum and pul v. myrrhæ diſſolved in ſpir. vin, applied hot upon 
an armed Probe. Thus the Bone was exfoliated, and the Ulcer cured by the 
ordinary Intentions in ſuch caſes. Tet the inward leaning of the Bone conti- 
nued a weakneſs in the Member a long time, as is uſual where the Fracture 
hath not been timely or well reduced. To remedy this, I cauſed a Bar of 
Steel to be fixed in his Shooe with joints, and by a Bracer of Cloth to be la- 
ced on, or tied with Ribbons on the outſide of his Leg; by which it was 
marvellouſly ſtrengthened. 55 „ „ Ee ue 
But if the end of the bared Bone do chance to thruſt it ſelf fo out, as that 
without great force it cannot be reſtored to its place; tune e duobus malis

far ont is to be ſaw'd off: and if this be done timely, before a Gangrene hath - 


. ſeized upon the Part, it may be performed with good ſucceſs. 


4. Obſerv. - In St. Clemert's Pariſh behind the Church, ſome years fince, while I was 
ofbothibe one evening preparing my Preſſings for the ſetting of a fractured Thigh-bone 
che Leg in a little Child, I was haſtily fetchr to affiſt one Mr. Powell, a Barber-chirur- 
_ fratured- gen, in the ſettſtig of a Fracture of both the Focils of the Leg in a Man about 
ſixty years of age, of a tough dry Body. There I met Mr. Tatham, an in- 
duſtrious knowing Chirurgeon. The Fracture was oblique, almoſt ſecundum 
longitudinem; and the Os tibie or greater Focil had ſhut it ſelf out by the in- 
„ {ide of the Ancle a great length. We eadeavoured by a ſtrong Extenſion to 
reduce this fractured Bone into its place; but it yielded very difficultly to 
dur endeavour: yet we redueed it, and afterwards cleanſed the Wound of 
what Shivers or pieces of Bones we met with, and brought the Lips of the 
Wound together by Suture, hoping thereby to keep the fratuved Bone the 
cloſer. Then we dreſt the Wound with our Digeſtive warm, and with an 
empl. diachalcit. malaxt with of. roſ. and over the fractured Parts we ap- 
FRM plied the Mixture following Y 5 * upon a double Cloth: R flor.woſc rubr.

This we faſtned by Bandage, 
as hath been ſhewed in Compound Fradures: and for the more ſtrengthening 
the fractured Member, we placed Splenia oyer that Bandage, with Ferulæ 
upon them; and having faſtened them by three Ligatures, we placed the 
Member as much to the eaſe of the Patient as we could contrive, upon a 
Pillow- quilted. in the middle, with Junks to keep jt fteady, But *

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great Fractures with large Wounds, and gear the Joint, are always ſubje& 


to grievous Pain; and this much more, for that the Tendons and Muſeulous 


fleſh were ſorely torn, and ftretcht by the great Extenſion: ſo it was not likely 


to be attended with leſs miſchief than after ward befel it. We let him blood 
that night, and gave him an Anodyne draught to diſpoſe him to reſt. But 


he ſlept little, his Pain continuing with much diſturbance: a Fever alſo fol- 
lowed, and within two or three days he became delirous, and in the abſence 
of his Attendents got out of his Bed; upon which the great Focil flew out 


as at firſt, and the poor man fell down on the floor as half dead; We were 


both preſently feteht, and taking off the Dreſſings, we ſaw the Bone diſtorted, 
the lower Stitches broken, and the Wound of an ill afpe&, as it were tending 
to Mortification; alſo the Bone thruſt ont ſo far, that there was no hopes 
of its being any more reduced by a new Extenſion. Upon which conſidera- 
tion we reſolved to ſaw off the end of it : and to that purpoſe having pre- 
pared all things ready, we cut out the remaining Stitches, and turned the Foot 
on one ſide towards the ſmall of the Leg, thruſting the Bone more out; the 


one ſawing the end off, whilſt the other with a Spatula, defended the Ten- 


donous fleſh underneath from being wounded by the Saw. That done, 


we cleanſed the Wound from the Saw-duſt, as alſo from the Shivers of little 


Bones which we had not diſcovered in our firſt dreſſing, they lying pricking 
the Perioſteum, between the fractured Bones and Membranes, by which thoſe 
{ad Accidents had been haſtened. The Wound thus cleanſed, we turned 


the Foot right into its natural place, there being no need of Extenſion: 


which being done, we ſcarified the Lips of the Wound, and waſht them 
cum ſpir. vini, with a little AEgyptiac. diſſolved in it, and applied to the ends 
of the Bones Pledgits dipt in the ſame, and preſt out. We alſo dreſt the reſt 


of the Wound cum unguen t. baſilic. with a little ol. terebinth. warm, and ap- 


plied a Mixture of an Emplaſtrum Paracelſ. and diachalcit. over the Wound 
and Parts about, and then Compreſs and Bandage over that, as in Com- 
pound Fractures. The great work was now, how to ſupport the Foot, and 
keep it even with the reſt of the Leg, there being ſo great a diſtance between 


them without any Bone. But we having placed the Leg upon a quilted Pil- 


low laid him again in his Bed, and fitted it in a Wainſcot caſe, where it 


vas kept ſteady and equal, and lay conveniently for our daily dreſſing him, 


This done, we committed him to the care of his Friends to keep him there + 
quiet, and ordered him cordial Juleps; Gc. After ſome hours we let him 

blood again, From that time his Pains leſſened, and his Fever and other 

ill Symptoms went off as the Wound digeſted. But after ſome days the Heel 
became very painful, and a Slough, was diſcovered to us inflamed ul, cl 
Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone. The Patient not permitting to have 
the Caſe, wherein his Foot and Leg was, ſtirred, it had not been raiſed up, as 


for perſpiration it ought to have been; whence this Ulcer became very 
troubleſome to us. For a preſent Relief, we laid him upon his Side, and 


dreſt the Ulcer with Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of that Eſchar. And be- 
cauſe the Patient grew ſoon weary of his Pofition, which alſo was inconve- 
nient for our dreſſing the great Wound, we therefore deſigned an Inſtru- 


ment of Tin to receive his Boot and Leg, his Heel to lye hollow in a place 


cut for that purpoſe, whereby we could daily dreſs it without diſturbing 
the Patient, only placing him down lower towards the Bed's feet, that 
the Heel might lye over it. The fide of this Inſtrument, that came up by 
the Wound, was to be taken off at the time of dreſſing his Wound, and af- 
terward placed cloſe again; whereby he was dreſt without diſturbing the 
weak Member. It lay alſo ſoft, by reafon of the Folds of Linen we placed 
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under and between the Leg and Inſtrument: it was alſo kept ſtreight, in hopes 
it might be ſupplied with C/{us,” But the Wound became finuous, and the 
Matter fouling the Bones hindred the growth of Callus; and while we waj. 
ted for Exfoliation, the Lips of the Ulcer became callous, which prolonged 
the Cure. The Ulcer in the Heel we digeſted : and after we found the Bone 
would not incarn, we dreſt it with anguent. Mg yptiac. with alittle Mere. ſabl. 
diſſolved in it; by which dreſſing we haſtened the Exfoliation of the Bone, 
and cured the Ulcer. The Wound above was a larger work: but after the 
Generation of Calas it cured as a Fiſtula with carious Bones. The Patient liv- 
ed many years after ; but through the ill diſpoſition of the Ulcer, the call: 
was hindredin its growth, whereby the Leg remained the ſhorter, almoſt 25 
much as had been ſawed off of the Bone. Yet this was better, I ſuppoſe, than 
to leave the Bone diſtorted until Digeſtion, as in ſuch like Caſe I have ſeen 
done. But if the Bone be not ſo much diſtorted as that you may come to 
ſaw off the end of it, or if you cannot reduce it after the ordinary way; 
then you may with a Chizel-like inſtrument thruſt between the fractured ends 
of the Bone, and uſe it after the manner of a Lever, for the reduction of 
the Prominencies. But then it is ſuppoſed theſe fractured ends of them are 

within the Wound, and have not much over-ſhot one another, and the 


Fracture is tranſverſe or oblique - otherwiſe this way will do little good, 


nay may poſſibly rive up the piece of Bone, and make another kind of Fra- 
Cure, and grievouſly pain the Patient to no purpoſe. And that you may 
eaſily do, if the ends break off upon your hard and unſteady Extenſion. 
Therefore it becomes you to be very wary in making this Extenſion; elſe, 
I fay, you may put the Patient to ſad pain, and do him little good. 
But to conclude, after your Extenſion is made, and the Bone reduced, you 
are to feel if there be any Shivers of Bones looſe, and pull them out. And 
if you perform this Operation in a Fracture newly made, then you are to 
prevent Inflammation and all other Accidents, by dreſſing up the Patient 
with ſuch Medicines as have been propoſed in Compound Fractures ; and 
make your Bandage ſo, that you may come to dreſs the Wound, as occaſion 
ſhall offer, with as little moleſtation of the fractured Member as is poſlible ; 
having a care you grieve not the tender Parts with Splints, until the Inflam- 
mation be over, and the Wound well digeſted. | 
Then afterwards tis to be endeavoured, that the Bones robb'd of their Pe- 
rioſteum may again be incarned or exfoliated ; which is the work of Nature, 
yet ought to be helpt by Medicines which have a manifeſt hot and drying 
quality, and a peculiar faculty thereto, of which there are enough ſet down

» Theſe are all ſuch convenient excuſes for the more ſhie and coy Patients who 
will not otherwiſe be brought to confeſs their diſtempers, that it is pity to 
diſcountenance them. Nor will I deny the differences of Conſtitutions to be 
ſo great, and ſome of them ſo liable to this Diſeaſe by ſome other previous in- 
_ diſpoſition of body, that they may be infected with the tenth part of what 
another would eſcape ſound from. And this eſpecially I do acknowledge in 
Women, the ſoftneſs and tenderneſs of whoſe Sex being frequently attended 


prefſions: yet in Men, and indeed in the generality of Patients, we find the 
- Diſeaſe not ſo active as to conveigh it ſelf from the ſubject to another with- 
out actual coĩtion, or ſomething very equivalent to it. And as to wearing of the 
ſame Cloaths, it is notorious that many hundreds cured by us Chirurgeons here 
in the Town, do commit that error (if it be one) without the leaſt inconve- 
nience.

In ſqualid and dry bodies where the Lues hath been long confirmed, Bath - 
ing is neceſſary to humect and rariſie the humours, and diſpoſe them to ſalivate. 
They are alſo proper after the Patient hath paſſed through the ſtrict courſe of 
Salivating, Purging, ſweating, Gc. The body being thereby dried and ema- 
ciated, is hereby cooled, rhoiſtened and reſtored to its natural temper. . 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and purge, if there be ple- 
thora ʒ but in poor emaciated dry bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their bodies 
may be kept ſoluble by a lenient Bolus of Caſſia, Manna, Syr. Violar, &c. and 
before the Patient enter into the Bath he may drink a draught of Caudle or 
Broth, and in the Bath he may take a ſpoonful or 2 of Harts Horn Jelly, &c. 

Ihe Veſſel we bath in is a Tub, wherein he may fit up to the neck. For 
want of ſuch, a Barrel may ſerve, the one end being beat out and a Stool placed 
in it to fit upon. The Bath Liquor is according to the occafion and quality of 

' the Patient, ſometimes it isall Milk, othertimes Milk and Water, or only Wa- 

ter, with a Bag of wheaten Bran, wich ſerves the Patient as a Cuſhion, and 
makes the water milky. They are foinetimes perfumed with Lig. Caſſie, | 
ſant. citrini, Calam. aromat. Junc. odorat. flor.. Roſ. damaſe. & c. The Baths of 
Milk are apt to ſour, therefore ought to be renewed daily, the other will laſt | 
longer ſweet. In the time of Bathing there ought to be plenty of hot and cold 
water of continue the Bath of a moderate temper, neither too hot nor cold. 
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Some Hoops ſhould be faſtned over the Head of the Tub, whereon-a Blanket 
0; Sheet as a-Canopy may be caſt, in caſe the Air be old. A Servant or two 
vught alſo to be attending in caſe. of fainting. Jeſt he fink into the water? 
Therefore upon his complaint raiſe him up, and caſting a ſheet. about him put 
him into a warm bed, where he may refreſh himſelf, and at his leiſure ariſe and 
cloath himſelf; and dine or ſuꝑ as his appetite requireth; They may bath twice 

a day, but never upon a fall Stoma 8 
Chamber, and that it be made temperately warm; The taking of Phyſick and 
rambling a broad in the cold being extremely prejudicial to theit Cure, and is 
frequently attended with a diarrbæa, or noiſe in their Ears with deafneſs. 
There is alſo a ſpecial care to be taken concerning their Diet, that on thoſe 
days they purge, their Dinner be of good nouriſhment, boiled or roaſted. 

We alſo allow them good Broth and Bear or Ale to raiſe their ſtrength, ſo 
as they may be able to bear the evacuation which is required. But in the time 
of their ſweating we confine them to a very ſlender and drying Diet, only ſuf- 
ficient to ſupport their Spirits. A chop of a neck af Mutton, or two Ribs dry 
roaſted was the old ſtint. 4 permitted them to make choiſe of ſome one ſort of 
meat, and keep them to that, which among the better ſort is a Partridg, and 

that without ſauce. Their ſuppers may be Bisket, Raiſons of the ſun, and a few 
blanched Almonds, and their drink decoct. ſarſæ, & But in weak and ex- 
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tenuated bodies, China Broths, or a mixure of Milk with their Diet drink may

He having thus preſcribed a method of Cure, 
the Apothecary proſecuted the courſe, and indeed there was little for me to do; 
but the Patient deſiring my day ly attendance, I dreſſed him with a pledget dipt 
in lac ſullumat. u medicament not inferiour to any in ſuch a caſe.

T admired the igno- 
rance of the Empirick to glory in ſuch work, but am ſince ſatisfied that a 
confidence in prating is a ſufficient baſis to build a practice upon amongſt ſome 
kind of People. As to his Inſtruments they were well enough. contrived to 
pull out bones, but it would have been more for his credit to have Deſigned 
ſome way to have kept them in. For in ſome of thoſe places the leaſt diminu- 
tion of a bone cauſeth a deformity ; and in others, as thoſe of the Palate, there 
will want a ſupply of callus, and fo Conſequently it would not only ſpoil his 
drinking but his voice. Upon which conſideration thoſe Inſtruments were laid 
aſide, and errhina were preſcrib'd, as in the method of Cure hath been ſhewed, 
of which he ſnuft up or injected ſome into his noſtrils often ina day. In order 
to his Cure I reſolv d to Salivate him by unction; to which purpoſe I let him 
blood and purged him with a lenitive Bolus, and afterward bath'd him 3 or 4 
times; then cauſed him to be anointed, and thereby raiſed the Salivation ;

5o. Obſer. A Woman of about 28 years of age much emaciated was brought to me 
ere broken out all over her head, face, and ſeveral parts of her body and limbs. 
Gr. lt being with a virulent Gonorrhæa, the cauſe whereof not being diſcovered, it 
continued long upon her, and after ſome months was accompanied with a 
pain in her head; for remedy whereof ſhe conſulted her Phyſician, but ſhe be- 
ing her ſelf ignorant of the cauſe could not inform him, and conſequently 
duffered very long under it : but after theſe eruptions the Gonorrhæa ſtopped, 
and the pain in her head ceaſed. What theſe breakings out were ſhe had been 
lately informed, and defired my boy. I let her blood and purged her with 
decoct. ſenæ Gereonis,and by a few doſes of præcipitar. alb. and a purging Diet» 
drink I dried up theſe paſiu/zand Ulcers, and deſigned then a decod. ſarſæ with 
ſudorificks; but ſhe believing her ſelf cured. retired to her own houſe. With 
in half a year aſter ſhe came to me again, afflicted with pains in her head, and 
Nodes on her ſhins, and Ulcers in her tonſils. I let her blood and adviſed a 
Clyſter, and dreſſed the Ulcers in the tonſils as hath been ſaid in the like caſe, 
and preſcribed her calomel. Dj. in Dij. diaſcord. and purged her the next morning 
* with a ſolution of Manna in Poſſet-drink. After I had by calomel. ſome- 
what digeſted thoſe Ulcers I raifed a Salivation by Union, which ſhe bore 
very well, and was thereby freed of her Nodes. In the declination of the 
Flux I purged her with the bitter decoction five or fix days, then put her into 
a decoct. ſarſæ, and afterwards by drying Diet, ſweating, &c. the pain in her 
head went off, and the Ulcers of the tonſils were (long before I diſmiſſed her) 
well and perfectly Cure.

a decoct. hord. with Hr. de roſ. & diamoron, alſo an empl. de mucilag. with de 
ranis cum mercurio to apply to the Gumma. Dr. Lentha# who brought her to 
me, preſcribed her an opening apozeme and to be let blood in the Country. _ 
Thus we diſmiſſed her, but within few days after ſhe returned to us again, le 
Ulcer having ſeized upon theZvs/a and ſpread it ſelf to the edges of thePalate. 

| Upon fight thereof we diſputed not of her qiſeaſe, but conſidered of her Cure. 

| She had of late years been ſubje& to great diſcharge of the menſtrua, and was 

thereby rendered of a lax and weak conſtitution, and her body having been 

ſo lately purged and bled,there required no other preparation than of a warm 
room, which was provided with all Expedition. For thoſe Ulcers that arife 

on the interiour part of the Palate, ſoon corrode their way through; if the 

alarm be not taken from the inflammation that preceeds,a little miſchiefthere 

being for the moſt part irrecoverable. - To prevent which we gave her that 

night Dj. of Calomel. and repeated it ſo often as we might conveniently do, 

and preſcribed her a your: arſe to drink with milk. We alſo preſcribed her 

ſome of the Lotions ſet down in the Method of Cure, ſome whereof we caſt 

up with a Syringe into her noſtrils,and with other ſhe gargled her throat often.

fecting the ſeptum and alæ; it ſeemed to be moſt on the right ſide, with inflam- n 
mation and great Swelling. In undertaking the Cure of theſe Ulcers you 

ought to be cautious in delivering your prognoſtick; for the bones and carti- 

| lages are ſoft and covered with a thin membrane. Which being once corroded 

corrupts quickly, and the leaſt defect in them leaveth a blemiſh in that part of 
the Noſe. The external inflammation is a ſhrewd ſign that the Ulcer is deep, 
and conſequently that the bones and cartilages are carious: therefore let not 
the rectitude of the part deceive you, for that may be ſupported by the ſwelling 
and cruſty matter within, and upon the removal of them the Noſe or ſides ot 
it frequently fink ; and if any deformity therein happen while they are under 
your cure contrary to your prediction, they will certainly impute it to your 
neglect or ignorance. In this Patient I ſuſpected the right ala from the exter- 
nal inflammation, but promiſed my utmoſt endeavours, and began my work 
with injecting a decoct. ex rad. alt hææ, ſem. bord. cydonior. and imbrocated the 
external parts with «»gent. popal. alſo applyed a Cerote of the ſame; then 5 
let him blood, and directed a Clyſter that evening.

I did lay it bare with the white Cauſtick,and divided the Eſchar to the 
bone, and at the next dreſſing raiſed the Eſchar off, then raſped the Node off, 
and dreſſed it dry, as hath been ſet down in Ulcers with Carzes. The lips of 
the ulcer I digeſted with unguent. Baſilic. applyed warm, & afterwards incarned 
the bone, & cured the ulcer in the ſpace of two months, not without great pain 
tothe Patient and trouble to me; whereas I might have reſolved it, and eradi. 
cated the malignity,and freed him of the Lues almoſt in halt the time. Within 
one half year he came to us again, not complaining of his Leg, but with Ulcers 
in both his Tonſils. Theſe were certainly Venereal, & I concluded they would 
be ſoacknowledged, and that I ſhould have an eaſier work of theſe. But the Pa. 
tient would not be confined within doors, or admit of other Phyfick than a 
decoction of ſarſa, and a few powders of antimon. diaphoret. Three quarts of 
the foreſaid Diet-drink were allowed him daily. I have ſometimes ſeen him 
drink it up in a Morning as faſt as if it had been 7u»4ridg waters. 1 once enqui- 
ring the reaſon why he drank them in ſuch haſt, he replyed, he was to dine with 
ſome good Fellows, and that he did it to make way for better liquor. 
Thus he governed himſelf till the Ulceration increaſed, fo that it was great 
pain to ſwallow any drink. He complained exceedingly to me that I could not 
at leaſt palliate thoſe Ulcers, dee in truth I uſed my utmoſt endeavours 
by all the Medicaments I could deviſe; but they ſpread, and were accompanied 
with ſuch defluxion, as at laſt when he ſtrove to drink, part of it would guflf 
out of his noſtrils. Upon which conſideration the Phyſician was fetched, and 
_ a ſubmiſſion was promiſed to his rules. The Cure was begun by a Clyſter, 
bleeding and purging, with an infuſed Potion, and the day atter 25 gr. of Ca- 
lomel. was given him in a ſpoonful of white bread and milk, and repeated daily 
or every other day, Clyſters or Purgatives being preſcribed between while to 
carry the matter downwards.

ſomewhat recruited his Spirits, I cauſed him to be anointed Legs, Arms, Hips, 
and Shoulders, till I had raiſed a Salivation, Then I kept him to Poſſet-Drink 


and Broth. I alſo allowed him a Pint of Ale Daily, ſomegimes burnt Wine or 
other Cordials, by which he was enabled to Salivate near a Month. During that 
time the Oz2na cured, and ſome of the Nodes reſolved.

A Woman of about 50 years of Age, of an ill habit of Body, having paſſed 
through various courſes of Phyſick, was brought to me complaining of pain in 
her Arms, and Nodes on the back of both her Hands; alſo a cancerous tumour 
on her right Breaſt. She importuned me to put her in a Courſe of Salivation 


by Unction, and took a Lodging near me. I thought it neceſſary enough 


for her, and told her I would Prepare her Body for it, and conſult her Phyſi- 


cian in the manner of Salivating her. Accordingly I let her blood, then pur- 


ged her with a ſolution of manna and cremor tartari in Poſſet · drink, and bath- 
ed her four or five times; then gave her alternately two or three Doſes of 


Calomel. to try how the Flux would riſe. But ſhe growing impatient in the de- 
lay, ſent for a Phyſician, to whom ſhe related the original of her Diſeaſe, and 
that ſhe had taken the Spitting-Pills formerly unſucceſsfully, therefore deſired 


to Salivate by Unction. Some objection was made againſt it, as doubting her 
viſcera were naught. But he complyed, and promiſed to viſit her as occaſion 
ſhould require. 1 ſent her a Pot of Unction the next day, wherewith her Legs 
and Arms were anointed, and ſhe returned to her warm Bed, and was diſpoſed 
to a breathing Sweat by a draught of Poſſet- drink.

In the waſhing 
his Mouth with a Syringe forcibly, I put him upon excreting a great quantity 
of filthy matter, amongſt which there ſeemed ſomtwhat like that we call 
purulent. I not imagining whence it ſhould come, indeed never having ſeen 
the like, conſulted Doct. Denton, who adviſed me to purge him with Barnet. wa- 
ter a Quart or more at a time, with a Spoonful or mpre of /yr. de ſpina cerving © 
in the firſt Draught, and fo to proceed accordingly as it paſſed. I did fo, and 
obſerving it to paſs both by Urine and ſtool, I repeated the uſe of it five of fix 
Days, and the while kept up his ſtrength with good Broths, Se. After I had 
thus emptied his Bowels, that diſcharge of Matter ceaſed, and he recovered. 
Then I bathed him, and preſcribed him medicated Brot hs, &c. alſo deco ſarſæ, 
and kept his Body ſoluble by lenient Purgatives once in three Days. 
By the frequent ſyringing and gargling his Mouth, and Dreſſing the Ulcers, 
I healed that, but by reaſon of the contraQtion of his Jaws, the Ulceration and 
Caries increaſing upon the old Diſeaſed parts of the Jaws, ſome of his Teeth dropt 
out, and at laſt I was forced to cut the contracted Callus, and that way enlarged __ 
his Jaws. Whilſt theſe various accidents affected the / iſcęra internally, his Nodes 
and pains Diſcuſſed, his Skin alſo was freed of its foulneſs, and he ſeemed Per- 
fectly cured; yet to ſecure him from relapſing, I prevailed with him to conti- 
nue his Diet-Drink, and to ſweat with 4»timor. diaphoret, &c. and to Purge 
between while. To which purpoſe I ſupplied him with Materials, and heretired 
a few miles out of Town, and proſecuted the Courſe, and came from thence to 
Town well fleſht, and enjoys a good health to this Day. - . : 
A Man aged forty 8 years, having been long Diſeaſed inthe Country, and 68, Obr. 
taking much Phyſick unſucceſsfully, was afterwards adviſed to the Bath, whi- * Ln 


ther he went; but thoſe Waters not being ſuitablefor his Diſeaſe, he returned wih con- 
to London much emaciated, and very ſick and weak, and conſulted two F 
cians and my ſelf. He had Nodes upon his Arms, Hands, and Fingers, and in- ile. 

deed had no uſe of them. His other Limbs were affected with pain. He had 
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| an Ozzna of an old date, whence ſeveral rotten Bones had caſt off. His Jaws 
were alſo carious. There was ſmall hopes of his recovery, yet we were 'obli- 
ged to attempt it ſome way, and in order thereto Lodgings were provided for 
him near me, and we began his Courſe of Phyſick with an 2»fuſ. ſenæ rhab. &c. 
but his Stomach was ſo weak that he had of long time nauſeated all ſorts of 
ſuſtenance, and vomited this Potion. Upon notice whereof we preſcribed him 
ſal Vitrioli, and emptied his Stomach of much viſcous Flegm. A Clyſter was 
Adminiſtred that evening, and we laid him to reſt that night with an anodyne 
Draught. The next morning he was let blood in the Arm, and Purged the 
Day after with a ſolution of manna, crew. tartar. in a Draught of Poſſer-Drink, 
and the next day we bathed him in Water luke- warm: he fainted in it, and 
was ſeized with a ſhortneſs of breath aſter he was in Bed, which laſted about 
an hour ; yet we proceeded in the bathing him Daily the ſpace of a week, and 
_ relieved him in thoſe Fits with Cordial waters, and kept his Body ſoluble by 
Clyſters. Having thus prepared him for other Remedies, we preſcribed him 
Calomel. but which way ſoever he took it, he vomited ſoon after. We then 
ſent a pot of unguent. Neapolit. by a Servant, who rub'd part of it on his Arms; 
Thighs, and Legs, and diſpoſed him afterwards to a breathing Sweat with a 
Draught of Poſſet-Drink: Thus he was anointed ſeveral Mornings, till his 
Chaps ſwelled and his Mouth Ulcerated. Then we took care in waſhing his 
Mouth with lenient Decoctious, and nouriſhed him with medicated Broths 


and Poſſet · ale, Permitting him ſometime to take a little burnt Wine, agua the- 


riacalis mag. to ſupport his Spirits. By which method he Salivated 26 Days, 
and was freed of his Pains ; the Nodes alſo reſolved, and he recovered the uſe 
of his Hands, and the rotten Bones caſt of from the ethmoides, &c. The Sa. 
livation declining, the bitter Apozeme was preſcribed him. Decoctions of ſarſa, 
with an addition of a little aqza Mirabils was alſo allowed: But our Patient 
had been obſtinate and. ungovernable in the whole courſe, and was now at 
Jaſt fo averſe to every thing was Preſcribed him, that in truth he neither purged, 
Drank his Diet-Drink, or, fweat as he ought ; and through that e e the 
ſerous Humors abounded, and began firſt to ſwell his Legs, then his Thighs, 
and ſomewhat his Belly. -His Arms and Hands afterwards ſwell d, and at laſt 
his Eye-lids and Face, and an Itch brake out over all his Body, which by his 
rubbing and ſcratching excoriated the Skin in ſeveral parts, and was very ve- 
xatidus to him.
